II. The Comrades selected for Aides are chosen because of their 
known zeal in the interests of our organization, and it is fully expected 
that they will relax none of their energies. 

Special effort should be made to reclaim those who have dropped out 
from lukewarmness or other cause, and those who have through all 
these years neglected membership should be advised as to the duty of 
every one who wore the Union Blue between 1861 and 1865. 

Aides will report before August 30th to Comrade R. B. Wallace, Chief 
of Staff, at these Headquarters, and it is expected that each will pro- 
cure the regulation badge for a Department Aide. The badge complete 
can be had for 75 cents, or any of its parts at following prices: Star, 
40 cents; rank stripes, 30 cents; ribbon, 5 cents, on remittance being 
made to Assistant Quartermaster General. Those desiring to mount 
during the parade should address at once George W. Kendrick, Jr., 
Chairman Committee Horses, S. W. Cor. Fifth and Chestnut streets, 
Philadelphia. 

III. Some Posts have not yet forwarded reports and per capita tax 
for term ending June 30th. They were all due not later than July 3d, 
and are therefore delinquent since that date. General Orders No. 3 
directed that immediate attention be given to the matter, and those 
Posts which have not yet reported are guilty of disobedience of orders 
and are liable to suspension. All Posts delinquent for reports and per 
capita tax will be reported to the Council of Administration at its meet- 
ing this month. 

A blue pencil mark at this paragraph indicates that the Post is in the 
list of delinquents. 

IV. Enclosed herewith is the opinion and decision of the Supreme 
Court in reference to pension money voluntarily surrendered to the 
Trustees of the Pennsylvania Soldiers* and Sailors' Home at Erie, by 
its inmates who are pensioners. As the subject has been widely dis- 
cussed, and as the decision is in perfect accord with the unanimous 
action of the Department Encampment, at Wilkes-Barre, on June 7th, 
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it is recommeilded that this act of the Supreme Court be given the widest 
publicity. 

V. Commanders of Posts are again directed to report to these Head- 
quarters at once if the Post intends to take part in the Grand Army 
Parade in this city, September 5th, next; if so, how many Comrades 
will be in line; ff the Post will have band or drum corps, and where 
Post Headquarters will be while in Philadelphia. Fill blanks on enclosed 
postal card, whether Post intends to participate or not, and mail im- 
mediately. Commanders who have already reported by letter are re- 
quested to fill up and mail postal card. 

VI. The proceedings, findings and sentence of General Court Mar- 
tial in the case of William Castle, Post 19, have been approved and he 
has been suspended from all privileges of membership for the period of 
one year, from June 13th last. 

VII. Comrades intending to participate in the parade in this city on 
September 5th, next, should see that their uniforms and badges are in 
proper order. Don't wait until the week before; attend to it now. If 
you need a new badge, rank straps or ribbon, order it now. If you 
intend having; a new uniform or to have the old one fixed up attend to 
the matter now. 

VIII. The disabilities of Harry P. Gentry, formerly of Post 55, have 
been removed and he is again eligible to membership in the Grand Army 
of the Republic.

Mounted Officers and Aides will report respectively to Assistant 
Adjutant General Yohn, and Chief of Staff Wallace, at N. W. corner 
Broad street and Girard avenue.

IV. Major W. B. Mays Post No. 220, of Franklin, is hereby assigned 
to a position on the extreme left of the line. County organizations and 
other Associations of Grand Army Comrades, will form in their alpha- 
betical order between Post No. 637 and Post No. 220, which latter will Ute 
on extreme left. No Post can advance its position in line by acting as 
escort to another Post, and county and other organizations of Comrades 
must take position after numerical formation.

I. The Annual Inspection of the Posts of this Department will take 
place between October 1st and December 23d, under the direction and 
supervision of Department Inspector Charles A. Suydam. 

Upon receipt of this order the Assistant Inspector-at-L*ar&e will at 
once arrange the details for the inspection that the work may be prop- 
erly done, and each Post inspected not later than December 23d. As- 
sistant Inspectors will forward their reports immediately after each 
inspection to the Assistant Inspector-at-Large in charge of the District, 
who will examine the same, and, if approved, so endorse and forward 
them to the Department Inspector, Charles A. Suydam, Lock box 292iJ. 
Station S, Philadelphia. 

The inspection will consist of a thorough examination of all Post 
books, such as Minute or Record Books, Descriptive Book, Order Book, 
Black Book and Quartermaster's Ledger, and flies of General Orders 
from National and Department Headquarters. 

The Officer of the Day is charged with the duty of properly instruct- 
ing recruits in the unwritten work. This instruction, if improperly 
given, is useless; the Ritual should be followed absolutely in word and 
letter. Perfection in this work is important, and can only be obtained 
by close study. The cipher explanatory of the unwritten work can be 
had upon application to Department Headquarters. With every facil- 
ity afforded the Otllcer of the Day for perfection in the work assigned, 
there should be no errors or omissions and no improper instructions of 
recruits. 

Form of inspection adopted at the Twenty-sixth National Encamp- 
ment, as to the proper reception of Assistant Inspectors, etc., is trans- 
hiitted herewith. These instructions should be strictly observed. 

The Assistant Inspector-at-Large in charge of the District will give 
timely notice to each Post Commander, of the date selected for inspec- 
tion, and of the officer detailed. In all cases the Commander should be 
notified at least one meeting night previous to that on which the in- 
spection occurs. 

The inspection of Posts during the year 1898 reflected great credit on 
the Comrades detailed for the work. In some instances, however, 
proper provisions had not been made by the Commanders of Posts td 
admit of the inspection on flrst visit of Inspector, and a second visit was 
found necessary, thus' increasing expenses, also adding to the labor 
of the Comrades detailed. 

All necessary blanks, etc., will be furnished by the Department In- 
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spector to Assistant Inspectors-at-Large for distribution to Assistant 
Inspectors. 

Commanders of Posts should use every effort to have a full attend- 
ance of the Comrades. The great benefit intended to be derived by an 
inspection of a Post can only be secured by making it an event of im- 
portance. 

The coming inspection will be one of special importance. It will be 
impossible to provide Assistant Inspectors-at-Large and Assistant In- 
spectors with copies of the new Service Book and Ritual. They can, ' 
however, secure the use, through the courtesy of the Post Commanders, 
of one of the books used by each Post and become thoroughly familiar 
with the duties and requirements of the position. 

Adjutants are to be especially instructed in reporting deaths, to fill 
in the blanks provided in Semi- Annual Reports, giving company, regi- 
ment, vessel, or other command, with rank ai^ date of death.

Your Department Commander, when elected, appreciated the dis- 
tinguished honor of being selected as the head of the Department of 
Pennsylvania, and the events of the week of the Thirty- third Na- 
tional Encampment brought to him a greater conception of the great 
position and of the very high compliment which came to him in being 
called to the command of the Comrades who make our Department, 
and he takes this occasion to thank every Comrade who took part in 
any of the ceremonies or duties in which the Department of Pennsyl- 
vania participated at that Encampment. 

No greater tribute could be paid to the Comrades of Pennsylvania 
than was given by the hundreds of thousands of people who viewed the 
parade, remaining in their position until the last platoon of Post No. 
220. on the left of Pennsylvania's column had passed; and the Com- 
rades need not be told of the expressions of genuine enthusiasm and 
hearty applause which came to them from the multitudes of people 
who witnessed the parade. 

II. Positions in the Grand Army of the Republic, no matter how ex- 
alted or dignified the office, confer no military rank, and no titles other 
than those belonging to the officers of our organization should be given 
to or assumed by those who never held commissions. In fact, from 
Commander-in-Chief to Outside Sentinel of a Post the grand title of 
"Comrade" fits always and is always proper. Your Department Com- 
mander has been addressed as General, Colonel, Major and Captain 
respectively, while the highest military rank he ever had was that of 
corporal. 

The Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic who carried mus- 
ket or sabre, who rode on caissons or flashed signal torches, who 
bunked in the forecastle or built bridges, have through all the years 
since their muster-out respected and esteemed the officers who com- 
manded them, and the men who served on the non-commissioned staff, 
or as sergeants, corporals, privates, or in the navy without commis- 
sioned rank, do not want uncommissioned military or naval titles. It 
is proper, respectful and soldierly to greet those who commanded 
us, in the days when "the fiery hoof of war plunged into the red soil of 
our land," with the titles of their rank, and equally proper, respectful 
and soldierly to address by their proper titles those who since 1865 have 
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been given commissions in our army, navy or iNational Guard; but the 
men in the ranks who carried the musket, drew the sabre or pulled the 
lanyard, want no military titles save those which came to them in their 
service to their country and its flag. No man who commanded us during 
the years of 1861 to 1865, and no man commissioned since then, no 
matter how exalted his service- title, will resent the appellation of 
"Comrade." 

III. The fall and winter campaign having begun in our Posts' work, 
every Comrade of every Post should constitute himself a recruiting com- 
mittee. There are some who wore the uniform of the blue during the 
years of 1861 to 1865 who have never known the pleasures of member- 
ship in our organization. If they have been heretofore reminded of 
their duty it would not be amiss to again call their attention to their 
continued straggling. There are many who have participated with us 
in our Post meetings and other gatherings, l)ut have dropped out be- 
cause of their temporary neglect or indifference. Tell these Comrades 
how easy it is to return to their duties; they do not have to make appli- 
cation on the form provided for recruits; they do not have to be rein- 
stated or re-obligated; all that is required is that they should write, 
asking to be restored to the roll, and hand the request with one year's 
dues to an officer of the Post; a majority vote at any meeting of the 
Post restores them, and they have nothing further to do than to take 
their seats in the Post room. 

Very little effort on the part of each Post officer and Comrade would 
keep up the numerical strength of our Department and add to the 
influence of the Posts. The approaching season of inspections is es- 
pecially adapted for the work of adding to the Post membership, and 
it is urged that earnest effort be made in that direction. 

IV. In response to the demand from Comrades and other for the 
Official Souvenir Badge (the bronze liberty bell and beam surmounted 
by an eaigle, and f&ced with G. A. R. star in miniature). Assistant Quar- 
termaster General Craig has agreed to supply them, and this handsome 
badge will be furnished by him at 25 cents each. The badges may be 
ordered by Post Quartermasters, or they will be mailed to any one on 
receipt by Assistant Quartermaster General Craig at these Headquarters 
at prices as above — 25 cents each. The badge is a very handsome 
souvenir of the Thirty- third National Encampment, and is much ad- 
mired for its artistic and historic worth. 

A limited number of copies of the handsome Official Souvenir Book, 
beautifully illustrated and interestingly written, can be procured — 
while the stock on hand lasts — from Assistant Quartermaster General 
Craig for 25 cents each. 

V. The result of the election for oflScers at the Thirty-third National 
Encampment, held in this city, September 6th and 7th, has already 
been announced in General Orders from Commander-in-Chief Shaw. 
The amendments to the Rules and Regulations proposed by the action of 
our Department Encampment, viz., increasing the number of National 
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Representatives to be elected, making the ratio ot one Representative 
for every seven hundred and fifty members (instead of one thousand); 
providing in the event of the death of the Commander-in-Chief or of 
a Department Commander that the Vice Commanders, in the order of 
their ranlc, take positions thus vacated, and that Councils of Admin- 
istration should fill the vacancies which would thus occur in the of- 
fices of Junior Vice Commander-in-Chief or Junior Vice Department 
Commander, were both adopted and are now part of our organic law. 

The action of our Department on the Pension Resolutions, which 
were so thoroughly discussed at Wilkes-Barre Encampment, June 8th, 
was ratified by the unanimous vote of the National Encampment. 
Chicago was selected as the place at which the next (or 34th) National 
Encampment will be held. 

VI. A copy of the printed Proceedings of the Thirty-third Depart- 
ment Encampment, held at Wilkes-Barre, in June last, has been sent to 
each Post. It is again urged that the Comrades be made familiar with 
the work of the Department by having the address of the Commander 
and the reports of other ofiicers and of committees read at Post meet- 
ings. From fifteen to thirty minutes could be profitably employed, in 
every Post, at each of four or five meetings, by such reading. The dis- 
cussion and action on pension matters; the explanation of the manner 
of the management of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' and Sailors' Home at 
Erie, with the action of the Encampment, and the reports of the Com- 
mission of the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, arc all matters of the greatest 
interest to every Comrade, and are all given in the Proceedings in 
fullest detail. 

The thanks of the Department again go out to Past Department Com- 
mander James W. Latta, Comrade Isaac B. Brown and Comrade 
Thomas Wilson for their unselfish work in the production of the 
volume, and to W. Stanley Ray, Esq., State Printer of Pennsylvania, 
for the handsome typographical and mechanical make-up of the book. 

VII. The one hundredth anniversary of the death of the Father #f 
our Country will be December 14th next. It is recommended that the 
Posts of this Department, that have already done such grreat good in 
inculcating love for our land and its fiag, should arrange for proper 
patriotic and solemn services on that occasion. 

Every American reveres the name and memory of George Washing- 
ton, and no greater patriotic teaching could be given than a review of 
his life as a Christian, as a soldier and as a patriot. The pastors of 
churches of all denominations will gladly co-operate with the Posts and 
Comrades in proper memorial services, which would necessarily be 
patriotic. The distinguished speakers of our State would give their aid, 
if asked, and church choirs and organists would proffer their services. 
A Centennial Memorial Service to the memory of George Washington 
would receive the encouragement as well as the moral and personal 
support of every American.

I. The annual election for oftleers of Posts must be held under the 
reqmrt'nit?nts of ihe Rules and Regulations at the first meettngr of the 
PoBtfi In December. Rtpresentatlv-^es and Alternates to the Thirty- fourth 
Department Encampment must also be chosen at this annual election. 

Thoee Comrades who are the most zealous and best qualified to per- 
form the duties of the various oftlees should in every instance be 
t It^cted, The welfare of the Post should be held to be paramount to the 
claims of any aspirant. 

II. Enclosed herewith are blank forms A and B, Adjutant'? and 
Quartermaster's Reports, and blank credentials for Representatives 
and Alternates. The blank credentials (two copies enclosed) should 
both be filled with names legibly written. One copiy must be forwarded to 
these Headquarters Immediately after the Post election and the other 
copy be presented by the Post Commander to the Assistant Adjutant 
General at the meeting of the Committee on Credentials on the eve of 
the first session of the Thirty -fourth Department Encampment, and 
reports of Adjutant and Quartermaster, ftith per capita tax, must be 
forwarded immediately following- the last meeting of the Post in De- 
cember. Especial care should be exercised in fi;ivlng; the njimes, com- 
mands, etc., as suj^geated by the head lints in the blanks. The fiR-urea 
in red Ink in Adjutant's report must not be changed; they represent 
the number of members in good standing' reported by the Pi>st for term 
endin^^ June SUth. Postal eai^d herewith enclosed is lor use in making a 
forrect roster of Posts and mast be filled up and malieri im mediately 
after the installation c>f 9tticeri3 In January next. Failure to return 
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postal card promptly with the address of the Post Commander for 1900 
may result in an erroneous record. 

III. New edition of Rules and Regulations, Service Book, Blue Book 
and Ritual should be in possession Of every Post, and every Comrade, 
owing to the reduced prices at which supplies are now furnished, can 
readily afford to be fully equipped in all the paraphernalia needed for 
Posts and with the badge and buttons worn by Comrades. 

IV. Inasmuch as the report of the Surgeon General has to be made 
up for the year including December 31, 1899, it is very important that 
the Post Surgeons make prompt reports on the usual blank to the Med- 
ical Director of this Department as soon after that date as possible. 
In many instances Comrades without medical education are elected as 
Post Surgeons, a great many of whom do not feel competent to properly 
All the blank. In all such cases you are earnestly requested to have the 
Adjutant of your Post attend to the matter, answer all questions as 
fully as possible, have it signed by the Surgeon and forwarded to these 
Headquarters. By promptly attending to this you will place the Sur- 
geon General in a position to make a report to the National Encampment 
that will be a credit to the Department. 

V. In compliance with G. O. No. 3, Headquarters Grand Army of 
the Republic, and G. O. No. 7, these Headquarters, recommending the 
reverential and fitting observance of the one hundredth anniversary of 
the death of the Father of our Country, December 14th next, the follow- 
ing committee is hereby appointed to make such arrangements in accord- 
ance therewith as may hereafter be decided upon: Comrades Benjamin 
Brooke, 700 Franklin street; James W. Latta, 1425 Mount Vernon street;

I. Post officers elected to serve for the year 1900, will be installed at 
the first stated meeting in January, or at a special meeting called for 
that purpose and approximating the date of the first regular meeting. 
Public installations are recommended because experience has proven 
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that they are of value to the Posts which open their doors to the wives, 
children and other friends of the Comrades. If the Post room Is not 
large enough to accommodate all who would in all probability attend, 
the court house, school house, church or other commodious building 
could doubtless be had for the asking. Pastors of churches, other 
public speakers, choirs, choristers, and solo singers will gladly join 
in making an evening of interest and entertainment. Of course no part 
of the ritual's opening or closing services must be used. 

II. On the recommendation of Chief Mustering Officer, Comrade 
Thomas G. Jones, the Senior Past Post Commander present will install 
the officers, excepting where special assignments have been made. If 
no Past Post Commander be present, or being present, should decline 
the duty, the retiring Commander will detail a Comrade to act as in- 
stalling officer. Where Posts desire Comrades, other than their own 
members, as installing officers, the Posts must first arrange with the 
Comrades they desire, and then report the same to these Headquarters, 
giving names of Comrades who have agreed to perform the service, 
with the numbers of their Posts and P. O. addresses. Any officer elected 
who may be absent from installation, must be installed by Post Com- 
mander at earliest meeting thereafter. 

III. Adjutants and Quartermaster' reports with per capita tax of 
ten cents are due at these Headquarters immediately after the last 
meeting in December. They are now due from all Posts which have 
held their last meetings for this year. It is essential that these reports 

-be forwarded before installation as the rules require that not only the 
annual inspection shall have been had, but that reports of Adjutants 
and Quartermasters for terms ending December, 1899, shall have been 
forwarded to Department Headquarters before officers for 1900 can be- 
installed. 

rv. All checks, drafts and money orders for per capita tax must be 
drawn to order of Joseph R. Craig, A. Q. M. G., and enclosed with 
reports as above to the Assistant Adjutant General. Credentials of 
representatives and alternates to the Thirty-fourth Annual Department 
Encampment, to be held at Gettysburg, in June next, and Surgeons' 
reports should be forwarded immediately after the Posts' elections of 
officers. 

V. Quartermasters re-elected, whose bonds are on the forms provided 
by these Headquarters, are not required to make new bonds unless 
the amount of security be changed. If the Quartermaster elected did 
not serve in that position during 1899, he cannot be installed unless he 
has filed bond (on form furnished by these Headquarters) as required 
by the Rules and Regulations. 

VI. Post officers elected for the ensuing term should provide them- 
selves with proper official badges, and Posts should have on hand proper 
supplies, including rituals, cards, service books and other equipments 
necessary for the use of Posts. The low price at which all supplies are 
now furnished enables Posts and Comrades to be thoroughly 
equipped at all times. 
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VII. Illinois is about to revise and correct its history of the troops 
and organizations enlisted in the war of 1861 to 1865, and with a view to 
make this history and the rosters absolutely correct, desires to hear* 
from every one who may know of errors or incorrections in the present 
reports. Illinois volunteers of the Civil War will please notify General 
J. N. Reese, Adjutant General, Springrfleld, Illinois, of any errors they 
may know to exist, or to communicate any data which should be incor- 
porated in their regimental histories, so that full justice may be done 
the brave men who fought the stupendous battles of that war. 

VIII. Liberal use should be made of the circulars referring to the 
restoration of dropped members, and to the. recruiting of those who 
for fallacious reasons have never been on our rolls, although eligible. 
If there is in the neighborhood of any Comrade of the Post, a Union 
Veteran of the War of the Rebellion who is not known to be a mem- 
ber of the Grand Army of the Republic, see that he gets a copy of either 
or both circulars — newspapers are liberal in a willingness to devote 
space to the work of our organization, and if copies of the circulars 
were given to the editors of the local papers still further publicity 
would be had. v 

IX. During the year now closing, increased vigor and added lustre 
have been brought to the old flag which the Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic carried through four years of desperate and 
bloody war and inscribed victory on its untarnished stripes at Appomat- 
tox. The lessons of patriotism taught by the boys of 1861 to 1865 to 
their offspring have not been lost, and to-day the grand old banner* 
of liberty and freedom, the emblem of humanity and equality floats 
over the isles of Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines; is respected by 
'all the nations of the world. Let the American flag, our flag, wave 
over every school house and on recurring holidays of patriotic signifi- 
cance, let every Comrade throw out to the breeze from his home his own 
Star Spangled Banner.

Elected Department Commander in January, 1883, he materially 
strengthened the fraternal comradeship of our association, and by 
his tact, urbanity, wisdom and grand comradeship, he brought 
about an era of good fellowship among our members, which 
has continued unbroken and unthreatened in our Department. 

He had served his country zealously and conscientiously during 
the War of the Rebellion and at its close was called on by the 
authorities for counsel and advice. In 1870 he resumed his uniform 
of blue and served Pennsylvania with fidelity in the National 
Guard, with the rank of Major General, for ten years. 

Three times a candidate, he was three times elected to repre- 
sent the people of our grand old Commonwealth in the Congress 
of the United States, in which he served with conspicuous and 
unblemished record and credit. 

Edward Sylvanus Osborne was a soldier, a Comrade and a 
statesman, measuring at all times to the highest standard of man- 
hood. Born in Pennsylvania, he was a credit to the State of his 
birth and an honor to the country for which he had dared all. 

In sounding taps and in rolling the muffled drum, we bid a sad 
goodbye to Comrade Osborne.

L National and Department countersigns for 1900 have been enclosed 
to all Posts, from which semi-annual reports for term ending: December, 
1899, with per capita tax have been received. Posts which have not yet 
forwarded their reports are now delinquent and liable to be so reported 
in General Orders. 

II. Some Posts have not yet forwarded credentials of Representatives 
and Alternates elected in December, and some have not yet returned 
the postal card griving: address of Commander for 1900, with other de- 
tails for the completion of the Roster. Commanders of Posts will ask 
Adjutants the following: question: 

**Have the semi-annual reports with per capita tax for the term end- 
ing: December, 1899; the Credentials of Representatives and Alternates 
elected last month; and the postal card giving name, number, location 
and night of meeting, with Commander's name and post office address, 
been mailed to Department Headquarters?" 

In case of negative answers they will direct the neglect to be remedied 
before the close of the meeting. 

HI. The Department Commander takes this opportunity to express 
his gratification for the practically universal observation, with fitting 
ceremonies, of the one hundredth anniversary of the death of the Father 
of our Country. From all over our great Department there came re- 
ports in newspapers, Post programs and by other advices, of the success 
of the Memorial services on that occasion, and of the great interest 
which they developed in the communities where held. 

IV. The anniversaries of the birthdays of the martyred Abraham 
Lincoln and of the immortal George Washington, occurring respec- 
tively on Monday, February 12th, and Thursday, Februard 22d, should 
be made occasions of patriotic rejoicing. Every member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic sustained Abraham Lincoln in his demand for 
one country and one flag, and every American soldier reveres the 
memory of George Washington, who created the Nation. Two grand 
occasions can be made by every Post. 

V. Circulars for distribution to the veterans of 1861 to 1865, who are 
not on our rolls, have been sent to every Post. They were prepared 
under the auspices of Commander-in-Chief Shaw, and are heartily ap- 
proved and endorsed by him. The Department Commander joins in 
urging that every Post arrange for their prompt circulation among those 
to whom the circulars appeal, feeling assured that a systematic and 
earnest use of the circulars must bring added membership to every 

Post. 
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VI. The Thirty-fourth Annual Department Encampment will be held 
at Gettysburg during the week of June 4th to 9th. The week, of August 
27th to September 1st has been designated by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Council of Administration as the time when 
the Thirty-fourth Annual National Encampment will be held at Chicago. 
This information is now given so that Posts and Comrades intending to 
participate in either or both Encampments may have ample time to ar- 
range for transportation, quarters and other details. 

It is hoped and anticipated that great numbers of our Posts and Com- 
rades will participate in both of these Encampments. Gettysburg! 
Memorable Gettysburg, around which cluster so many memories, and 
of whose hills and valleys there are so many recollections of personal 
experiences, is always inviting and inspiring. Chicago, the phenom- 
enal city of the world, too young to have traditions, but with a magnifi- 
cent history, extends a most cordial welcome to every Comrade to visit 
that truly cosmopolitan city. 

VII. Posts and Comrades are again advised of the reduced prices at 
which all supplies are furnished by these Headquarters. Every Post 
can readily equip itself with Rituals, Service Books, Blue Books, Rules 
and Regulations, Ode Cards and necessary blanks at little cost, and 
every Comrade can procure badges, ribbons, rank straps and lapel 
buttons at trifling expense. A canvass of the Comrades would doubt- 
less lead to new ribbons, lapel buttons and proper badges. All supplies 
can be had promptly by Post Quartermaster making requisition on 
Assistant Quartermaster General Joseph R. Craig. 

VIII. The proceedings, findings and sentence of the General Court 
Martial in the case of Comrade Joseph B. Eaton, of General Alex. Hays

II. In places where there are two or more Posts, arrangements will be 
made by their committees or ottlcers for a proper division of the work of 
det orating the graves. 

Interest other societies to take part in the loving duties of the day; 
lirlnir ^he men, women and children of the c^nmmunity in which the 
Post is located to participate with you. 

III. Memorial Day is the proper and only title applied to May 30th 
by the Grand Army of the llepublic. Decoration Day is a misnomer 
and is used by those who seek to divert the day for races, games and 
general sporting purposes. Comrades and their friends, newspapers 
and the people generally are urged to discontinue the use of any term 
other than Memorial Day for May 30th ►

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IV. Divine service on the Sunday preceding our Memorial Day (in this 
instance May 27th), is an important feature, and all Posts will arrangre 
for memorial and patriotic church services on that date. Churches, 
pastors and congregations of every denomination, will grladly welcome 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and officers and committees of Posts 
can arrange with the pastors for sermons referring to the results 
achieved for Christianity and humanity through the success- of the 
Union soldiers and sailors. 

V. Comrades should visit the schools during the week of May 21st to 
26th, telling the children what Memorial Day means, telling them the 
story of the War and what it cost in hardships, privations and suffer- 
ings to preserve the old flag unsullied and to keep our country undivided. 
Have the children join with you with flowers and music. 

VI. The Commander-in-Chief makes an appeal to Comrades and Posts 
for contributions for flags with which to decorate the tens of thou- 
sands of graves of our Comrades who lie "under the dew and the sod" 
throughout the South. Posts and Comrades located in the Southern 
States are numerically and financially weak. They attend to the sacred 
duties of Memorial Day, but they need flags for decoration purposes. 
Contributions for this purpose should be sent to Thomas J. Stewart, 
Adjutant General, Independence Hall, Philadelphia, who will acknow- 
ledge the receipt *of all such moneys, turn the same over to the Quar- 
termaster General, who will purchase and forward the flags. Every 
Post can afford to make a donation for this purpose, and it is hoped that 
the responses will be liberal and prompt.

THIRTY-FOURTH ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT. 



In accordance with arrangement between the Committee of Comrades 
and other citizens of Gettysburg, and the Department Council of Ad- 
ministration, the Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment of the Department 
of Pennsylvania was fixed for Wednesday and Thursday, June 6th and 
7th. As early as June 2d, Comrades from all over the State, with 
their wives, children and friends, started for that world-famed borough 
and battlefield — Gettysburg. 

The town never looked more inviting, and the welcome which its 
people extended to the visitors was both cordial and hearty. On Sat- 
urday evening, June 2d, Gettysburg had scores of people whose homes 
were elsewhere, and its streets presented an unusual animation. The 
four days following brought train load after train load, on both rail- 
roads which enter the town, until thousands of visitors were treading 
the ground where hostile armies had met in conflict thirty-seven years 
before. 

As each arriving train poured out its hundreds of passengers, the 
early guests at the hotels wondered where or how all these visitors could _ 
b*e taken care of, inasmuch as every hotel had been quickly filled, but 
it was soon discovered that every house and every home in the old 
town had their front doors wide open for the "boys in blue" and their 
friends; for the survivors of the great armies and navies of the Union 
who, between 1861 and 1865, had beaten and destroyed secession and 
disunion, and for whom "Welcome" was written over every door- 
lintel. 

All the days following June 2 were spent in trips over the ground on 
which the great battle had been fought; Baltimore Pike, Taneytown 
Road, Emmittsburg Road, Cemetery Hill, Seminary Ridge, Railroad 
Cut, Spanglers Springs. Devils Den, Round Top, Wheat Field, Peach 
Orchard, and the almost numberless points of interest were visited, on 
foot, in carriages, or by trolley cars. 

Corporal Skelly Post, No. 9, held its regular meeting on Monday 
evening, 4th inst., at which a camp fire was held at which Department 
Commander Morrison, Past Department Commanders Sample, Emsley 
and Cumings, Department Chaplain Sayers, members of the Council 
of Administration Comrades Miller and Swartz, Comrades Bates of 
Post 52, Simmons of Post 400, and many other Comrade visitors, as well 
as the Comrades of Post No. 9, participated. 
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TUESDAY, JUNE 5TH. 

Comrade William A. Stone, of Post 88, Governor of Pennsylvania, ar- 
rived and was received and welcomed as a Comrade and as the Gov- 
ernor of our grand old Commonwealth. During the afternoon the sur- 
vivors of the 187th Pennsylvania Volunteers, of which Comrade and 
Governor Stone is President, held its reunion at the Headquarters of 
Post No. 9, and to which a visit was made by Department Commander 
Morrison, Comrade James G. Mitchell, State Senator and member of 
the Soldiers* Orphans' Schools Commission, and other Comrades. 

The previously announced Committee on Credentials (with the ex- 
ception of Assistant Adjutant General Yohn, who was detained in 
Philadelphia by matters of business, and in whose place Assistant 
Quartermaster General Craig acted), was a few minutes late, owing to 
delay of the train on which some of the Committee came, but began 
work about 3.15 o'clock P. M., by the reception of credentials and the 
issuance of badges for members of the Thirty-fourth Annual Encamp- 
ment. Every member of the Committee was, however, fully conversant 
with the duties of the position, and in a very short time the work was 
completed. 

The badge, made in the usual form and style, is of dark bronze, is 
four inches in length, consisting of a pin-bar, with keystone pendant, 
and a disk or medallion suspended from the pin-bar by regulation De- 
partment ribbon (cherry color). On the face of the bar is a representa- 
tion of the famous "clump of trees" on Cemetery Ridge with the High 
Water Mark; on the obverse is the charge at the "Bloody Angle." On 
the Keystone is the equestrian statue of General Winfield S. Hancock, 
obverse 1900; on the medallion, obverse, is General George G. Meade, 
and on its face, Department Commander James P. Morrison. 

One of these badges was issued for every member of the Encamp- 
ment present, immediately on the presentation -of the credentials. 

At four o'clock P. M., a service of song was held at the rostrum, 
in the National Cemetery, under the charge of Department Chaplain 
Sayers, who during the seTvice introduced Rev. Alexander H. Leo (son 
of a soldier of the 118th Pennsylvania Volunteers), and Chaplain E. J. 
Wolf, of Post No. 9, both of whom made addresses filled with religious 
and patriotic fervor and eloquence; Cohirade G. Harry Davis, Post No. 
1, in an impressive manner, read the address made by the immortal 
Lincoln, on the occasion of the dedication of the Gettysburg National 
Cemetery. Hundreds of the Comrades, of other visitors, and of the 
people of Gettysburg, attended the services. 

The following letter was read at Headquarters during the afternoon: 
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York, Pa., June 4, 1900. 
Hon. W. T. Zeigler, Gettysburg, Pa.: 

Dear Sir: I am in receipt this morning of a letter from the Secretary 
to the President with instruction to communicate the contents of the 
same to you.

A. CAMP FIRE AND RECEPTION 

Was held in the evening, at 8 o'clock, at Xavier's Hall, which was 
crowded to its utmost capacity. Comrade Diller, Commander of Post 
No. 9, introduced Department Commander Morrison, who said: 

"Ladies and Gentlemen and Comrades: I take great pleasure in pre- 
senting to you. Comrade Thomas G. Sample, Past Department Com- 
mander. He will preside at this Camp Fire and conduct it according 
to his own sweet will." 

Comrade Sample: "The duties of a presiding officer of a Camp Fire 
are simply to present those who will do the talking and interest you. 
I am not here to make any speech, and all I need say is, that we have 
enough talent on this stage to make one of the most interesting Camp 
Fires that has ever been held in Gettysburg. All well regulated meet- 
ings are always opened with music, and the first thing we have on the 
program is a song by the Gettysburg College Glee Club, in order to put 
you all in a good humor." 

The Gettysburg College Glee Club sang "Marching Through Georgia" 
and in such splendid voice as to bring forth hearty applause; respond- 
ing, the Glee Club sang a college song, which met with a most en- 
thusiastic approval. 

Comrade Sample: "I now have the pleasure of introducing to you His 
Honor, Judge Swope, who will make the address of welcome." 

Judge Swope: "Members of the Grand Army of the Republic, of the 
Department of Pennsylvania: The good people of Gettysburg have 
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delegated to me a very pleasant but a very difficult duty. I say dif- 
ficult, for it is not possible to express in words the deep, grateful, gen- 
erous and cordial welcome which every man, woman and child in Get- 
tysburg extends to you as our country's heroes and our own defend- 
ers. (Applause.) 

During the Civil War there was but one battle fought north of 
Mason's and Dixon's line; there was but one Gettysburg, and the 
people of Gettysburg desire you all to realize that the veterans of 
the armies of our Union cannot be loved, honored and welcomed any- 
where more deeply, truly and cordially than they are here — than we 
love, honor and welcome you all now. 

"The people of Gettysburg feel a peculiar closeness to the old sol- 
dier. We think we know something about what war is; something 
about what the War of the Rebellion was. Talk about war — then 
Americans met Americans, and on this historic soil we were baptized 
in the fire of the greatest battle of that war. For three days our 
homes were shaken to their very centers by the shock of that awful 
confiict. The clouds never hung lower over our beloved country; they 
touched the very earth on the evening of the first of July, 1863, at 
Gettysburg. In that trying time for us and for our country, when the 
fate of the nation hung trembling in the balance, save as we looked to 
the God of battles (of whose favor and help it is true we never doubted) , 
there was no hope, no aid, no succor except what was coming from the 
boys in blue, (Great applause), who were fighting the battles of our 
country. We know how grandly you came to the rescue; we know how 
after forced marches through the hot, midsummer sun you here met the 
confidently advancing army of Northern Virginia, and here that great 
invasion stayed; we know how you realized where you were and what 
was involved, and that you were determined, as you stood upon the 
. field of Gettysburg, to conquer, or you were willing upon this con- 
secrated soil of Pennsylvania, if need be, to die. We know how you 
filled every post of duty, how you braved every peril, and how your 
comrades bravely died for the protection of us all. It is that experience, 
my countrymen, that makes us feel somewhat akin to you; it is that 
experience which enables us in some measure, at least, to appreciate 
the valor and sacrifices made by you and your comrades not only here 
but on every field of battle, and at every post of duty throughout that 
long and trying war. It is this experience that has taught us to recog- 
nize no badge of military honor as superior to the badge of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. (Great applause.) It is this experience which 
causes us to always cherish and feel a peculiarly cordial welcome for 
the old soldier of the armies of the Union. 

"On behalf of our entire citizenship, not in a formal way, but coming 
from the hearts of us all, I desire to assure you, that whenever you 
come here, either singly or by delegations, our hats are always lifted, 
our hearts go out. in gratitude, and we extend to you as we do to no 
others the absolute freedom of Gettysburg. 
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"All countries, my friends, have had their heroes and their heroic 
dead, for they have all had their wars; all of them, without an excep- 
tion, and the men who have been marked by g^allant conduct in defense 
of their country, have always received the commendation and applause 
of the world, and always will; but, my friends, valor may .be misdi- 
rected; bravery may be worthy of a better cause; and it sometimes hap- 
pens that we must regret rather than rejoice because of the valor ex- 
hibited and the sacrifices made. It is only wisely and well directed 
valor that deserves to be perpetuated in enduring bronze and granite, 
and to be held as worthy of undying gratitude by reason of the blessings 
and benefits it confers .or seeks to confer. You do not receive the 
gratitude of the nation simply because you fought bravely; the men 
who fought agrainst you were equally brave, for they were all Ameri- 
cans, but you are our nation's heroes and the valor and sacrifices of 
you and your comrades can never be forgotten because you fought 
bravely, stubbornly and persistently, and because you fought for 
country, (applause), for liberty, and for the interests of humanity 
the wide world over. For this reason your valor and your sacrifices 
must be immortal. Your valor was well directed, and the blessings 
and benefits flowing from your victory no mind can fully gr^asp nor any 
tongue pretend to utter. You saved us our Union, made it possible 
for us to be the great, prosperous and powerful nation which we are 
to-day and which is the common heritage of us all. You saved to us 
the gathered glories of the past, secured to us by the sacrifices of our 
Revolutionary heroes and the heroes of the War of 1812. You deter- 
mined by the sword, when the issue was pressed upon you, that we 
are a nation, one and inseparable, and that we must remain so, now and 
forever. 

"When the War of the Rebellion began, the powers of the world 
looked on and thought, 'thus endeth America's boasted government of . 
the people.' You fought and your Comrades died to maintain it, and 
it is owing to your valor and sacrifice alone that we have become a great 
and prosperous nation with the sovereign power resting in the people, 
recognizing the Fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man, not 
only an enduring, but the heaven-favored government of the world. 
To-day we have no North, nor South; the chasm has been filled up 
and bridged over by the death of the issues which created the ex- 
pression; the South now vies with the North in devotion to our com- 
mon country and our common flag, and because of the fact that these 
blessings have been secured to us by your valor and sacrifices, all of 
us rise up and call you blessed, thrice blessed, heroes of the world. (Ap- 
plause.) Your valor, your devotion saved, and its inspiration will for- 
ever preserve our country. When we loyally reached out the helping 
hand to oppressed Cuba, it was the thought of you and the honor in 
which your services are held, that caused the young manhood of this 
country to as quickly and gladly respond to the call of McKinley as 
you and your Comrades responded to the call of the great Lincoln in 
*61. (Applause.) 
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"My friends, you have done a grand work; as I said in the beginning, 
no tongue can utter it; you have accomplished a grand result, and al- 
though your numbers are fast lessening, your hair growing grayer, and 
your steps less active and vigorous, do not imagine that you are old 
numbers and about forgotten. Here the heart of the nation speaks to 
you, saying, we look upon you rather as our primary numbers, be- 
cause without you, we would have lost our national arithmetic. Let 
us assure yrm that as the intreasing' blessings nf the cause for which 
you fought, and the institutions that you preserved come to ue aa they 
contfjiuouBly will; that your names and your deeds, though you be dead, 
will gather glory as the years roll on. 

"But 1 am ot^cuping too much of your time. It is the desire and iriist 
and hope of all of us that you will have a pleasant ^ enjoyable and profit- 
able meeting here^ Now, again, and not in a formal way, but from the 
hearts of us alU I extend to you the absolute freedom of the town^ 
the name of which your Heaven- directed valor has made Immortal." 
(Great applause.) 

Comrade Sample: "It Is perfectly right and fitting that* one genNyman 
of the bench having addressed us flllingly on this occasion on behalf 
of the citizens of Gettysburg; another should respond on behalf of the 
Comrades of the Grand Army, and It alTords me pleasure, therefore, to 
introduce to you at this time Past Department Commander Judge Darte, 
Who will reply in the name of the Department of Pennsylvania," 

Comrade Darte; "Mr. Chairman, and People of Gettysliurg: Unfor- 
tunately your Chairman has promised more than I can do; yet it would 
tie strange if, being a Pennsylvanlan born and bred, having bt-en in 
Gettysburg thirty-seven years ago when Gettysburg became immortal, 
I could not say a few words; but 1 cannot respond for the Grand Army 
of the Republic to the welcome which we have always had in Gettys- 
burg. I cannot respond to the welcome which we get wherever we go 
in Pennsylvania. She is a grand old ^Common wealth; a magnificent 
empire in herself; a grand old mother with a backbone of Iron and a 
heart of coal; and yet, splendid as la the record of Pennsylvania's ma- 
terial prosperity, nothing reflects so much glory on the old Common- 
wealth as her conduct, or the conduct of her sons, in this great battle, 
for this battle of Gettysburg was especially a Pennsylvania battle. It 
was the 56th Pennsylvania Infantry which opened the first day's fight, 
out beyond your cemetery, commanded by the brave Leacock* The 
17th Pennsylvania Cavalry saw Iht? cavalry fig'ht open; and when 
Pickett made his great charg;e, he met a Pen nsyK-'anl a— Hancock 'The 
Superb,' and he did not grt't any further. When Stewart attempted 
to get around on the right and to our ammunition trains back of Culp's 
or Wolf's HilU he met another Pen naylvanian-— Cavalry Gregg, with a 
heart as true as his blood was hot. A man mte;ht talk for a week 
about what Pennsylvania soldiers did on thia field of Gettysburgr, y^t 
I cannot answier for ths? Grand Army; that would be too much for any 
one man to attempt. The Grand Army was organized to take rare of our 
dead, and to see to it that the things for which we fought and for 
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which our Comrades died shall not have been fought for and died for 
in vain; that is what this organization of the Grand Army is for, and 
to watch over and care for the widow and the orphan, to keep our old 
Comrades out of the poorhouses and to see that they are properly cared 
for. Another grand charity is the Soldiers' Orphans' Schools scattered 
over our land, teaching boys and girls grand lessons of patriotism, 
that we tried to teach them on the battlefield, and we are making grand 
men and women of them. We take them wherever we find them, and as 
I view it, there can be no better use made of a country than to grow 
good men and women. The men and women you raise are what make 
a nation, and the Grand Army is entitled to the praise and ought to 
have it for the founding of the Soldiers' Orphans* Schools and Homes. 
They have made it possible to live under our glorious American flag, 
spangled with its many stars, and to realize the hope of Webster that 
«ve might have 'liberty and union, now and forever, one and insep- 
arable.' " (Great applause.) 

Comrade Sample: "It must be evident to you that the judges can 
do something else besides expound law. I now take pleasure in intro- 
ducing to you a Comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic, whom I 
am satisfied you will all be glad to hear, but before I do that, I want, 
in the name of the Committee of Gettysburg and in the name of the of- 
ficers of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, to place upon the breast of his coat the Department Badge, as a 
mark of the respect that we have for him and the fact that he is here 
in the town of Gettysburg to attend the Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in the closing year of the nineteenth century, 
and I take pleasure in placing upon the breast of Comrade Stone, of 
Post 88, this badge. A man that many of us have known for over a 
quarter of a century; loyal to his country, loyal to his State, one of 
the very best States in the galaxy of those that go to make up this 
Union — yes, and loyal to his friends. I have the pleasure of introducing 
to this audience, Comrade William A. Stone, of Post 88, Governor of 
the great State of Pennsylvania." (Applause.) 

Comrade Stone: "Mr. President, Comrades. Ladies and Gentlemen: 
It would be much better for me to submit this case to the jury on the 
remarks of the counsel that has just addressed you. I do not know how 
I can say anything that will improve the impression that the Chair- 
man has so kindly sought to make, but I know how very easy it will 
be for me to very largely remove that impression. I came here to-day 
as a member of the Grand Army of the Republic and to attend a re- 
union of my regiment, and I have been greatly interested in that re- 
union. I found that there are over four hundred men still living who 
were in our regiment. It was not at Gettysburg, and perhaps that ac- 
counts for the fact that there are four hundred men still living of 
that regiment. I suppose that upon this occasion in this historic town — 
at least I did suppose that it would be a very easy matter to make a 
good speech, but I find the same difficulty that I have always hereto- 
fore found. I am greatly interested in the Grand Army of 
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the Republic. I am interested in its past, and I am interested 
in its future. It is a surprising thing to me that thirty-five years after 
the close of the war, there should be so many young, vigorous, strong 
men that have survived not only the war, but all these years, and I 
was impressed by what Comrade Morrison said that the men who were 
in the Union army were the strongest men physically in the country 
at the time; that they were the flower of the country; that they have 
survived In proportion all the ravages of the war and time better than 
the men who remained at home* 

'*This ia hiatoric ground* and here was fought, as has been so elo- 
quently said, the gi-eat battle of the* war — the battle that settled that 
controversy. It was not a war alone between the North and the South; 
It was a war which had at stake the supremacy of our republican form 
of government. When a ship is launched t the experts and people who 
pretend to know about ships, watch It with great Interest, and while 
they know that it will sail in safety in tranquil seas, yet they do not 
know that It will survive the severti ocean storms. Our ship of State 
that was launched in 1776 had been watched not only by the great states- 
man and the patriots of this country, but by the statesmen in foreign 
countries throvighuut thts civilized world. There was much doubt 
whether we could maintain our system of government and the great 
cuntest came Ui 1S61. It was a cotitesl to detertnine whether hereafter 
In this cuuntry there shuuld be a nation with a union of the statics ov 
wheihe'' there should be forty separate and independent governments. 
It was an attempt to dissolve the co-partnership between the States, 
to annul the contract, and give to each State the right alone to make 
laws to govern It, and destroy entirely the power of Congress to enact 
leglslatiun that ahuuld affi?ct the people of tht- States. That great con- 
test WJia fuiight nut from 'til to '64 and the nation was preserv^ed. There 
Is une glory tif the i^un, and one glory of the moon^ and one glory of the 
stars, but the crowning glory of the nineteenth century was when 
union triumphed over disunion. (Great applause*) 

*'FrQm the time that Lee gave his sWord to Grant at Appomattox, 
wh-lle there have been many ques'tions raised of a politica-J chai-acter 
in this countrj'', no man, Ti?qrth or Boutb, Binre then, has ever dared to 
raise the question nf distminn again. 

"All governments that exist to-day have been planted In the severe 
trial of battle. Our power aK a nation — our existence as a nation had 
to be submitteri to this trial. The contest in 1812 was but a moderate 
affair between this country and England. The great contest came In 
'ti], when one-half of this country undertook to desitroy the other half. 
The history of the world does not record such another contest. In all 
the hiatoric contests of the past there have been none like this, and T 
thank God that never again will this country be at war ag^ainst Itself. 
(Applause.) We have no cause to fear wars from other nations. If this 
ffi'eat country* one-half of It fightini? ai^ainst the other half fm^ four 
years could not destroy Itst'lf, the combinL'd ptjwer uf the world tiannot 
destroy K '* {i^reat applause.) 
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"It is fortunate, indeed. It seems to me, for anyone who is so situ- 
ated that he may live in Gettysburg where he is constantly reminded 
by marble and bronze not only of this great battle, but of the several 
great battle that were fought here, and of the great leaders who lost 
their lives here. 

Reference has been made to the fact of tha important part which 
Pennsylvania played in this contest. It is, perhaps, proper for me 
briefly to refer to it. Pennsylvania is not only proud of Gettysburg 
because it decided the great issue in favor of the Union, but it is 
proud of the fact that these great battles fought here from the first 
to the fourth of July, '63, were fought under the leadership of Pennsyl- 
vanians. Meade was a Pennsylvanian; Reynolds was a Pennsylvanian; 
Hancock was a Pennsylvanian; and so was that modest soldier and 
great cavalry leader, Gregg. - 

"Did you ever think of it, that the great fight of the war, the great- 
est historic battle of the rebellion was not only fought upon Pennsyl- 
vania soil, but it was fought under the leadership of Pennsylvania's 
sons. (Applause.) 

"Other soldiers from other States fought equally well, but Pennsyl- 
vania reserves to itself the proud historical fact that we not only set- 
tled the contest upon our own soil, but we settled it under the command 
of our own people. 

I don't know that there is anything I can say here to-night that will 
interest you. You know the history of Gettysburg; you constantly pass 
before these statues; you are acquainted with the biography <and his- 
tory of the men who fought these battles, and I believe that the man 
who lives where he is constantly brought face to face with monuments 
that record great historical facts, is fortunate. I believe that it is not 
only an education, but that it is an inspiration. I wish that every 
young boy and girl in this State could have the privilege that you 
have of constantly being reminded of these great heroic struggles. It 
must lift up to higher planes of patriotic zeal; it must educate in the 
line of love for country. There are a great many men and women in 
this State who have never been in Gettysburg, but that word 'Gettys- 
burg' is not only known throughout this State, but it is known 
throughout the civilized world, because people everywhere who give 
their sons a military education, teach them the details of this great 
battle. It will live and always live as the greatest battle that was ever 
fought on American soil. 

In the Revolution, and in all the wars that have occurred since, up to 
the war of the Rebellion, no battle reaches the magnitude, nor does it 
reach the importance of issues that the battle of Gettysburg reaches, and 
in my judgment it will soon be known — in fact it is so regarded by many 
military students, all things taken into consideration, as the greatest 
battle that was ever fought in the world. You, of course, realize the 
benefits with other citizens of the State. It was not alone a battle to 
determine who should possess the soil here, but it was a battle in which 
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was centered not only the contest then involved, but the perpetuation of 
this government for all time to come. 

"I am sorry that I cannot speak to you better than I am doing. I am 
suffering from a cold. I went fishing and caught some trout but much 
more cold, and I will not attempt to talk to you any longer. 

"I thank you for your attention and now give way to those whom I 
know you will be glad to hear and whom I will be glad to hear, be- 
cause it does seem to me that this is an audience before which it is not 
only a pleasure but it ought to be an easy matter to make a good speech. 
I only regret that I am not doing it. Good night." 

Comrade Sample: "Some time ago the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic came into Pennsylvania and he made the 
remarkable statement that he had come from Massachusetts and that 
he had found in the State House in Boston a number of men who had 
served in the army and who held subordinate official positions. We 
people in Pennsylvania do better than that; we not only elect the Gov- 
ernor but we go along down the line. 

In *98, when President McKinley called for volunteers, they came from 
all parts of Pennsylvania, the sons of men who wore the blue, and some 
of the boys in blue themselves. We have one of those men here 
to-night who volunteered and who went South and was ready to go 
across the water— a splendid soldier, not only during the war of the 
Rebellion, but he has proved himself to be a splendid soldier ever 
since, and the people of this great State recognizing his worth and his 
patriotic devotion to duty, elected him Lieutenant Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, and it gives me pleasure therefore, to introduce to you, Past 
Commander-in-Chief Comrade J. P. S. Gobin, Lieutenant Governor of 
Pennsylvania." 

Comrade Gobin: "If I can stand all that introduct'on, I think the 
audience can stand the speech for a short time longer.' 

"You recollect the story of that old Presbyterian clergyman over in 
Scotland, who, after preaching a long sermon, went home and his wife 
said: 'How tired you must be; why y ju are wet with perspira^on, and 
you must be very much exhausted.' *Yes,' he said, 'I am tired, but 
you ought to see the congregation; they almost wilted.' 

"Now, we are here to-night &.t this camp flre of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and it always gives me pleasure to greet an audience 
like this. These respectably dressed and handsome old bald-headed men 
that sit around in this audience do not look like the boys of the days 
gone by. We hardly recognize them. The time was when these men 
were the quintessence of independence — of stalwartness. They were 
men who could take care of themselves under any and all circumstances 
and in any and all kinds of adversity. All they wanted in this world 
was a gun and forty rounds of cartridges. As for baggage or luggage 
or anything else of that kind, it was an encumbrance, although a rubber 
blanket in those days was not called baggage, and as for a woolen 
blanket they never carried one if they could avoid it; and yet what 
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magnificent results were wrought out during those long and trying years 
of conflict. If there is anything that the Grand Army of the Republic 
wants to do to-day, it is to impress upon the world the fact that the great 
prosperity, the magnificent structure of American liberty that is being 
built up on this Western Continent, under the providence and direction 
of Almighty God is the work of the men who stood shoulder to shoulder 
and fought the fight and v/on it; not only that, they have set the pace 
in the years that followed the close of the war; they have pointed the 
way— have demonstrated that patriotism is a virtue; that it means 
something; that to be an American soldier and follow the American 
flag was worth something, and when at last the time came for their 
sons and the sons of others— the sons of men who had worn the gray, 
they were all equally anxious to respond to their country's call, and 
the result of it is that through the inspiration and example of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, to-day this nation is the biggest and 
strongest and best governed nation in the world, and all the other 
nations are wondering what your Uncle Bamuel is going to do whenever 
there arises any governmental or international question. 

You remember that during the war, that John Bright, the great En- 
glish statesman, said on one occasion, 'If these American cousins of 
ours across the water get together and stop their flghting, in forty 
years from this time there won't be a grun fired in the world without 
their consent.' (Applause.) 

'John Bright was a pretty good prophet; he knew what he was talking 
about; and while we have some barking here and there about the sol- 
diers, and about what they want to do and what they are going to do, 
the great part of the American people — the men and women, the great 
body of our citizenship — and they are the best men and the best looking 
women in the world anyhow, — I want to say to you that they stand by 
the soldier whd follow?, the flag and fights for their homes and their 
hearth-stones. This work is going on; of course, we hear discordant 
notes every once in a while— the newspapers publish them, but the 
great work moves on. 

"We look into the past and we are proud of its history; but as Ameri- 
can citizens let us look to-night into the bright future where so much 
is in store for us, and believing as we do in the advance of this nation, 
whether the blue field in our flag bears a hundred or a hundred and 
flfty stars upon it, we want each one of them to represent the indom- 
itable courage, the loyal purpose and self-sacrificing devotion of the 
men who wore the blue and who organized and form to-day the Grand 
Army of the Republic and the women of the nation, God bless them, 
who backed them up. Good night." 

Comrade Sample: "We have heard with pleasure the Governor and 
the Lieutenant Governor, and now I am going to introduce to you, and 
I guess it will be for the last time that he wull appear before the people 
of this State in oflficial position, for after to-morrow he will become, 
like Comrade Gobin, Comrade Latta, Comrade Beath, Cpmrade Darte, 
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Comrade Cumings — he will become one of the 'faded flowers.' He will 
be placed upon the shelf, but before he goes we want to give him a 
send-off, because he has made a splendid Department Commander, one 
of the best that this great Department has ever had, and it affords 
me more than pleasure to present to this audience to-night. Comrade 
James F. Morrison, the Department Commander of Pennsylvania, and a 
member of the old Pennsylvania Reserves, and before he begins to talk 
I w^ant to put this badge on his coat. I couldn't get it out of the box 
cr I would have pinned it on before, but I want to put it on now, before 
he becomes, like the rest of these Past Department Commanders, a 
'faded flower.' ". 

Comrade Morrison: "Comrades and Friends: I appreciate the gift. I 
had the pleasure to-day of re-enlisting. I went in with the Governor; 
I thought it would be a pretty good scheme to stand in with the Gov- 
ernor and I am now a member of the 187th Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
and the Governor and I, being Comrades of the same regiment, and 
having been favored in the same way with these magnificent badges, 
and inasmuch as he has made a splendid speech of acceptance, I will 
adopt that also as my speech. I came to Gettysburg with but one speech 
and I will have to keep that until to-morrow; I cannot make it now, 
neither can I talk to you as the Governor talked to-day of some remi- 
niscences of the war. He started to tell the boys of the 187th about a 
particular tour of picket duty, and he said, 'Boys, you remember that 
night on picket— I think it was the 20th of August, '64,' he said, 'how 
many of you fellows were out on picket that night? O, some of you 
were there; get up and let us look at you.' There wasn't a man got up 
in the room, and the Governor said, 'I am glad of that; now I can tell 
the story and you will believe it.' (Laughter and applause.) 

"The Governor has made my speech; he and I are chums now, and 
I can go up on the 'Hill' at any time and get anything I want. I am 
going to adopt his speech and present it to you as my speech of accept- 
ance for this gift which comes from the Committee of Gettysburg. 
(Prolonged applause.) 

Comrade Sample: "I won't say anthing about Comrade Morrison; I 
won't tell any stories about him to-night, because, you know — well, I 
was going to, but I won't. I can't be persuaded to do it now; 1 can't 
afford to go back on that lady, one of the best friends I have got in 
this State, and I won't do it; however, you have heard from the De- 
partment Commander, and you have heard from some of the Past De- 
partment Commanders, from the Governor and Lieutenant Governor, 
and I now want to introduce to you one of the old gentlemen — one of the 
old Comrades, whom I know will make you a speech that will thrill you. 
I have great pleasure in introducing to you Past Department Com- 
mander Latta, one of the old Past Department Commanders of Penn- 
sylvania." 

Comrade Latta: "Mr. President, Comrades, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
This is an occasion when a man is naturally overcome with some de-

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gree of embarrassment. I had come here to this camp fire to-night 
expecting- to be merely a listener and spectator, to enjoy the society and 
association of my friends. I had no idea that I was to be introduced 
:n any such way to an audience like this. 

"Much has been said about what Pennsylvania did for the winning of 
this great battle — this tremendous sacrifice at Gettysburg for the 
Union, and well and properly said, but I haven't heard a word said 
about that splendid, heroic, grand old Army of the Potomac th^ won 
the battle of Gettysburg; and army perfect in organization and in 
discipline; an army that stood hard knocks, that endured trials and 
perils without complaint; an army that had learned to fight and never 
gave up the struggle until the war itself ended; an army that was ac- 
customed to hard pounding; hard pounding on the Peninsula; hard 
pounding at Antietam and Spottsylvania, and here on this immortal 
field of Gettysburg. 

"It was said of General Taylor that he died never knowing that he 
had lost the battle of Buena Vista, because while that fight was in the 
heat of the contest, while the battle was ragring most furiously, the 
enemy planted itself squarely in his rear. By all the rules of the Acad- 
emy, by all the art of war in the books, he was bound to lay down his 
arms and surrender; but he faced about, drove the enemy from his 
rear and then drove the enemy from the field. That is the sort of a sol- 
dier that this American Republic produces; so here upon this field it was 
the discipline and stubbornness, the undaunted determination of the 
Army of the Potomac not to yield; it was its magnificent leadership, 
its capacity to stand hard pounding, its wonderful endurance that won 
the fight, and so the fiery furnace of war went out of blast at Appomat- 
tox, and the last great blow on the anvil forged the blades of battle 
into the pruning hooks of industry, and the spears of war into the 
ploughshares of peace." (Great aplause.) 

Comrade Sample presented to the audience, Department Cha/plain 
John W. Sayers, who made an announcement as to a song service to 
which all were invited. 

Comrade Sample: "I am now going to introduce to you a Comrade 
of the Grand Army of the Kepublic who, like a magician, will weave 
beautiful words into garlands of flowers. They will be of different 
colors, and you will imagine that you see them blossom as they deco- 
rate this building. They will come to you as words of inspiration, and I 
know you will be delighted to listen. 

"I now have the pleasure of presenting to you Past Department Com- 
mander Thomas J. Stewart." (Great applause.) 

Comrade Stewart: "Mr. Chairman, Comrades, Ladies and Gentle- 
men: I shall not weave any flowers, nor shall I make any boquets for 
my good friend Sample, but I have been entertained in listening to the 
interesting speeches that have already been made. Especially that of 
Past Ccmmander-in-Chief Gobin. I will tell you the experience of a 
certain Past Commander-in-Chief at a christening and baptism. I trav- 
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uled with a Commander-in-Chief, at one time, in Ohio. He was deeply 
interested, of course, in advancing the interests of the Grand Army, 
and we came to a town where there was a Post composed almost ex- 
clusively of Irishmen, and one of these Comrades had just been blest in his 
home by an addition to the family. The *boys' found it out and determined 
to have a christening at the Post camp fire, and have the Commander- 
in-Chief make an address. The committee called on him at the Hotel 
about two o'clock and informed him that they had come around to say 
that McGinnis had a baby in his family, and that they were going to 
have a christening at the camp fire that night, and that they would 
like him to make an appropriate address. 'That is splendid; that gives 
me the opportunity to make a speech that I have been wanting to make 
for some time,' said the Commander-in-Chief. 'I am going to make 
a speech about the possibilities America offers to Its children,' said he, 
'and I think I can thrill that audience.' I said, 'Yes, you surely can.' 
At the camp fire there was an audience like this, except the baby. The 
address ran something like this: *I am glad, as Commander-in-Chief, 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, to meet with you to-night, on 
this pleasant and happy occasion, and I want to say something to you 
about the possibilities that this great nation of ours affords to chil- 
dren, coming up and starting out on the voyage of life. I envy the 
child who shall live through the next half century. The next fifty 
years,' said he, 'will be the greatest years of history. Just think of 
It; what magnificent possibilities lie In the future. When the war was 
over and the nation was saved, we opened up for the coming genera- 
tions these great possibilities. Who In this audience can tell whether 
the little baby, who is now beginning the voyage of life, may not some 
day be Governor of some great State?' One of the Comrades said, *Be- 
gorra, do you hear that now.' 'Who can tell but what It may thrill the 
halls of Congress with magnificent eloquence? Who can tell but some 
day It may even be the President of this great Republic?' Then, seeing 
the mother In the audience holding the babe, he said to her, 'Please 
stand up.' And she stood up. 'Now my good woman, what Is the 
baby's name?' 'Mary Ann,' said she. (Great laughter.) 

"I look over this audience to-night and note that there are young men 
here who know nothing about the war of the Rebellion, or the great 
battle that was fought upon these fields, except what they have learned 
from books. It was thirty-seven years since Gettysburg and thirty-nine 
since '61 and yet here is a camp fire of the Grand Army of the Republic 
composed of men who served during these four years, and seated side by 
side with them are two new generations that have grown up since that 
time. When the men came back from war they were one In fifteen 
of the population of this country, and now they are one In seventy-five. 
The 'boys' are falling back Into the shadows; the population Is grow- 
ing and the responsibilities have been placed upon other shoulders. 
The duties of citizenship are being assumed by a new generation, and 
yet, after all, the best citizens and soldiers that this nation ever had 
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were the boys who came from the shop and the farm and the other 
walks of life and who went out at the call of their country. They were 
made stronger by their experiences in war; they were made better citi- 
zens and nobler men. They have created new States, made new con- 
stitutions and shaped legislation, helped to frame the laws that govern 
and the policies that shape and direct the lestiny of the Republic. They 
taught the country lessons In patriotism, and helped to develop it in 
manhood and character, and it was from the seed sown and the lesson 
taught from '61 to '65 that -we reaped the harvest of patriotism in '98, 
of which this country is so proud. 

"This is a patriotic occasion and I take it that the Grand Army ought 
never to get together without doing some good on the lines of patriot- 
ism, because everything that we have had in this country, of glory, 
of value, of progress and advancement is the result of magnificent de- 
votion to home and liag and country. 

"Patriotism made Gettysburg immortal and for years to come its 
monuments will tell the story to generations yet unborn. There is no 
music that can so stir the soul and move the heart of a people as the 
music that has for its inspiration patriotism. This nation has been sing- 
ing the songs of the Union from '61 down to the present time. There is 
not a great occasion in which they do not bring out 'Marching Through 
Georgia,' and 'Ra^y 'Round the Flag,' and other patriotic songs that 
lecall the glorious past and inspire every soul. 

"It was the spirit of patriotism that nerved the men at Antietam 
and Gettysburg; it was the spirit of patriotism that helped to make 
and place at Gettysburg the great wall of Union Blue against which 
rebellion surged only to be dashed into spray; and it is the spirit of pa- 
triotism that is helping us onward and forward to grander living and 
nobler achievements, and whether the stars crowded and clustered in 
the blue field of our flag shall be fifty or a hundred and fifty, they will 
ever tell to all the world the story of glorious America. Good night." 
(Applause.) 

Comrade Sample announced that the Pennsylvania Reserves would 
hold a meeting to-morrow afternoon at four o'clock, at the Rostrum in 
the National Cemetery; also that the Department Encampment would 
meet in Brua Hall to-morrow morning at nine o'clock. Whereupon the 
Camp Fire adjourned. 



FIRST SESSION OF THE ENCAMPMENT. 

The Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, met in the Brua Memorial 
Chapel Wednesday, June 6th, at 9 o'clock A. M., Department Com- 
mander James F. Morrison in the chair. 

Department Commander Morrison: "The Encampment will now come 
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to order. This is the Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment of the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic." 

Following this was the opening service, as set forth in the Ritual, 
ending with: 

"The Department Chaplain will now invoke the- Divine blessing: Pa- 
rade rest." 

Department Chaplain Sayers: "O Lord of Nations, and Father of us 
all, we thank Thee for our lives; we thank Thee for Thy loving kind- 
nt-.y^' tu UH in d]| the vvay^ in uhirb Thou hfcrst Jed U9- Truly 1 dou ha^t 
been gond to iis, and we woulii Hcknouledgt- Thy loving kindnes.'^* We 
pray Thee to accept our mornir^g offering of praise and thanksgiving 
as we gather in our annual Encampment, 

*'We thaiik Thee that thniughnut another year Thou hast watched 
over us, and while many of our Comrades have fallen, our lives have 
been spared, and we have found favor In Thy sight. We pray that Thou 
wouldat grant that our hearts may be filled with gratitude and praise 
for euch love tti us. We are un'worthy, but we call upon Thee, who 
ha^t cfimmanded us to call upon Thy name, and Thou wilt hear nur 
cry. 

"Wts pray that Thy bltsBlng will rest on our land and nation. We 
thank Thee that In every period ut our country's history Thou tlldst 
raise up brave men to lead our armlieB and to guide u& as a rial Ion, 
Now, LfOrd^ as we gather to-day, we desire to acknowledge this love 
of Thine toward us and especially do we pray thai Thy blessing- may 
rest upon our organization. D Lord, bleaa us In this Encampment, and 
grant that tht; spirit of eharity may prevail from the beginning until 
the close of our ses^^ionsr do Thou guldt? us U\ our deliberations, and 
we pray Thet^ Alm^j^hty Cod that Thy choicest blesslni^s may rest upon 
thti sick of our nuinbtr; thost who art with uh in apirit this morning, 
who shall hear and read cf the proceedings o£ this Encampment, and 
unto whom there aha 11 cume the feeling of loneliness as they think of 
days gone by when they were wont to gather With US, but now in the 
evening of their lives ^ with their faces turned towards the settine^ sun, 
battling with adversity^ it may be, as well as disease ^ O do Thou g^rant 
that their faith may not fall theni^ but may thpy look up to Thee; do 
Thou comfort thtrm and t-beiir thein in the closing hours of their lives, 

"Almighty God command Thy blessing upon the wido^v and the or- 
phan. Be Thou with them and guide us all by Thy counsel through this 
life, and finally bring us to Thyself + and ^ve will praise Thee forevt^r, 
Amen/'

Thus far nothing, I believe, has been neglected, 
but your Department Commander came to Gettysburg without an As- 
sistant Adjutant General, and you will all agrree with me that I was par- 
ticularly fortunate, -in the dilemma which confronted me, when a 
Comrade came to me and said— and he didn't use the digrnifled title of 
'Department Commander' — but he said, 'Jim, I am here for any service 
for which you may want me; you can call on me for anything you may 
think I can do,' and I now have the pleasure of announcing to the En- 
campment that Comrade Thomas J. Stewart, Adjutant General of the 
Grand Army of the ^Republic, has kindly consented to be the Acting 
Assistant Adjutant General during the proceedings of this Encampment, 
and has been so appointed. 

"I know that this appointment meets with the approbation of every 
member of this Encampment, and I can assure you that it is a happy 
solution of what was to me a problem of magrnitude." (Applause.)

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Address of the Department Commander. 



Department Commander Morrison read the following address: 
Comrades: The unceasing whirl of the wheels of time has brought 
us to our Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment, and to Gettysburg, Glo- 
rious Gettysburg! The poet, the painter, the muse, the author and the 
historian; the lecturer and the statesman; the soldier and the sailor; 
the general and the private; the American and the Foreigner; the grand- 
sire and the grandson; the "Tank" and the "Johnny," have all visited 
this greatest and grandest, of battlefields; have written, or painted, or 
sung of Gettysburg! The most eloquent, the most intellectual, the 
best educated of both hemispheres, have paid tribute to Gettysburg 
in prose and poem. There is nothing left for you, who with musket, 
sabre or carbine, fought on these hills and ridges, fought in these 
valleys, fought in these woods, fought on these plains, fought wherever 
the enemy of our grreat country and its grand old flag offered you 
resistance, there is nothing left for you, save to accept the praises 
which go out to the victors of July, 1863. 

REPORTS. 

Scrutiny is invited and urged to the reports of the officers of the ad- 
ministration now closing, especially to those of the Assistant Adjutant 
General, Assistant Quartermaster General, Department Inspector and 
Council of Administration, which show the present condition of the 
Department. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

It is needless to suggest that the task of increasing our membership 
seems almost impossible; as a matter of fact the retention of our strength 
is a herculean work, and yet we have reasons for congrratulation, that 
reports to the beginning of this year bid us hope that if the loss of 
membership cannot be stopped, it may be checked; the reports show 
that in 1896 the loss in membership was 1,735, in 1897 the loss was 
2,012, in 1898 we lost 2,142, and in 1899 the loss was 1,150, of which 
821 was during the first term, and 329 during the second term. 

A part of this lack of average loss may be due to the 60,000 circulars, 
numbers of which were sent to each Post for distribution to those who 
were eligible but were not members of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
The circular was a plain, simple plea setting out why every eligible 
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man ought to be a member of our organization, and it was prepared 
and sent out because the Department Commander could not expect to 
personally reach one-tenth of the Posts to urge efforts in retaining 
membership. As the 60,000 circulars were furnished to the Department 
without cost, no traveling expenses were used in thus conveying this 
plea to the old soldiers and sailors, and to every place where there was 
a Post. 

Unqyestionably, too, a part of the credit may be properly attributed 
to the effect of having had the National Encampment within the bor- 
ders of our State. The figures, however, establish the fact that the 
old soldier is not played out, and that there is still a field for .re- 
cruiting. 

FINANCE. 

Five years ago the administration began with an empty treasury 
and some unpaid bills, but the system adopted under the direction of 
Department Commander Cumings and the practical economies in- 
augurated under the administration of Department Commander Emsley 
and continued by Department Commander Cumings and his successors, 
were fruitful in results, and as the Assistant Quartermaster General's 
report shows, we have to-day $8,002.95 in cash, being an increase of 
$2,166.30 during the year, and this in face of the fact that receipts for 
per capita tax were $327.80 less than those of a year ago; this latter 
feature is an admonition that continued economies must be practiced. 

POSTS. 

Posts to the number of 21 have dropped out and surrendered their 
charters within the year, and the Council of Administration remitted 
the per capita tax of five posts which were either unable to pay or were 
on the verge of collapse. The number of Posts in active condition is, 
however, amply sufllcient to afford membership to every eligible vet- 
eran of 1861 to 186.5, and while in some cases the regular attendance 
at Post meetings may be a hardship, yet in every instance it would be 
to the advantage of the old soldier or sailor to have continuous mem- 
bership, no matter how remote he might be from a Post's meeting 
place. 

It has been noticed during the ofl^cial year now closing that in the 
larger cities in our State some Comrades will seize upon the pretext 
"It looked like a storm," or "I thought it would rain," or some such 
excuse for avoiding meetings, when their surroundings were such that 
trolley cars running at intervals of from 3 to 6 minutes passed the 
doors of their houses and the Post rooms, and yet on such unfavor- 
able evenings, comrades residing in the country where there are no 
such facilities Avould "hitch up" and drive five miles or more to be with 
their comrades. 
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PICKET OR OUTPOSTS. 

Some inquiry has been made to Department Headquarters concerning 
the establishment of Picket Posts, as provided for in the Rules and 
Regulations. The National Encampment left the details of how best to 
arrange for such Picket Posts with each I>epartment, but as there 
are so many divergent views on the subject it would be well, perhaps, 
for the Department Encampment to refer the subject to a committee 
which should formulate a plan and present it to the Council of Adminis- 
tration, and on the approval of such plan by the Council and by the 
Department Commander, it shall go into effect so soon as promulgated. 
A single recommendation is offered, should the Encampment decide 
to refer the matter as above, to the effect, that in every instance Picket 
or Outposts should be attached, subordinate to, and under the disci- 
pline of the Post which would be nearest the place at which a proposed 
Outpost was to be established. 

THIRTY-THIRD NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 

Surely no one has ever questioned the fact that in Philadelphia 
was held the grreatest and the grrandest National Encampment ever 
held by the Grand Army of the Republic. The week of September 4th 
to 9th last was a gala one in every respect. The weather was superb, 
the reception was cordial, the welcome was geyierous, the hospitality 
unbounded. The railroads reported carrying more passengers to 
the Philadelphia Encampment than had ever before been taken to any 
Encampment, and the three railroads which enter the city reported 
bringing more people to Philadelphia during Encampment week than 
had ever before been brought there in any week. 

The vast system of street railways, covering every part of the city 
and reaching far out into adjoining counties, reported that never in 
any week in the history of street cars had so many passengers been 
carried as during that week. Of the hundreds of thousands of passen- 
gers on both steam and trolley systems, the officers of each of the roads 
proudly reported that not a single accident of any nature was brought 
to their notice. Of the vast number of passengers carried, not one 
was injured. 

In the parade, participated in by one- third of the membership of our 
Department, notwithstanding that Pennsylvania was on the left of the 
line, surely no grreater ovation was ever paid to men anywhere than 
came to the Comrades of the Department of Pennsylvania from the 
hundreds of thousands of people who crowded the sidewalks, filled the 
windows the entire length of the route, and occupied the many stands 
which had been erected. 

The grand privilege of leading nearly ten thousand of Pennsylvania's 
Comrades in that parade came to me, and I shall never find language 
sufficiently expressive of the pride I felt. 
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In all the details of the Encampment, no Comrade will ever have 
to blush for the part taken by the Comrades of Philadelphia, under 
whose direct management the affair was handled. 

More badges were issued gratuitously than were ever given at any 
Encampment. A National Encampment badge was gfiven to every 
Comrade who was a member of the Encampment, whether he was 
present or absent, and metal badges ot artistic and historic value were 
given free of cost to the Woman's Relief Corps, Ladies of the G. A. R., 
Naval Veterans, Signal Corps Association, Sons of Veterans, Prisoners 
of War Association, Army Nurses, Daughters of Veterans, Representa- 
tives of the Press, General Committee and Reception Committee. 

Bands of music were furnished for parades other than the Grand 
Parade; seats on the many stands, and at the Camp Fire, and trans- 
portation on a dozen steamboats were supplied free of cost. The "Av- 
enue of Fame," pronounced to have been the finest street decoration 
ever devised and executed, that lives now only in story and picture, 
was the work of a Comrade. 

In the sessions of the Encampment the voice and influence of Penn- 
sylvania's Comrades were again manifest — they were in their seats at 
the opening of the first session and participated until the closing scenes 
of the Encampment. 

Believing that a host should not ask invited guests to make recom- 
pense for entertainment, Philadelphia broke away from the almost uni- 
versal precedent and declined to present a candidate for Senior Vice Com- 
mander-in-Chief. In the great comradeship found in the Quaker City 
there are scores of Comrades who would fill with honor any official sta- 
tion in the Grand Army of the Republic, but every one seemed to share 
the views of the Representatives not to solicit or accept payment for 
courtesies for which invitations had been extended. 

It is doubtful if the Encampment held in Philadelphia will ever be 
approached in completeness of detail, grrandeur and unprecedented suc- 
cess in every particular. 

Great praise Is due to the people of loyal and patriotic Philadelphia 
and to the municipal authorities of that generous city for the magnifi- 
cent welcome and splendid hospitality which went out so generously 
and so lavishly to our comrades. 

GENERAL ORDERS. 

In some posts there is a laxity in obeying and carrying out Orders, 
which should be remedied. There are instances which show indications 
of studied neglect, and while as yet no Post has been disciplined by 
suspension, some such arbitrary action may become necessary. Every 
Post Commander at inspection solemly avers that orders are duly 
obeyed; every Post Commander, Adjutant and Quartermaster on the 
occasion of the installation of officers answers "yes" when asked by 
Installing Officer if semi-annual reports have been duly forwarded to 
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Department Headquarters. The rules and regulations require tnat such 
reports shall be forwarded immediately after the close of the last meet- 
ings in June and December, and further require that Departments shall 
forward semi-annual reports not later than January 15 and July 15 re- 
spectively, yet as a fact, as late as February 1st and August 1st, re- 
spectively, not more than 300 of the Posts had forwarded their reports 
to Department Headquarters, thus placing the officers each term in 
the humiliating position of apologizing to National Headquarters. 

POST COMMANDERS AND REPRESENTATIVES. 

Muclj of the omission or neglect referred to above would, perhaps, 
be avoided if the members of the Encampment would make report to 
their Posts. For several years Department Commanders have recom- 
mended that the reports of the Department Officers and of the Council 
of Administration be read at Post meetings; these recommendations 
have been endorsed by Committees and unanimously sustained by vote 
of the Encampment. Seemingly the subject dies there. It is not fair 
to the Department Officers; it is not fair to the Encampment; it is 
not fair to thousands of Comrades who cannot attend Encampments 
to avoid presenting these reports at Post meetingrs. Let the Comrades 
who must remain at home know something of the Department of 
which they are a part; if it is progressing it will encourage them; if 
it is retrograding, suggestion for renewed energy may come from an 
unexpected source. Don't hide your light under a bushel, or don't be so 
selfish as to believe that none but you should know of Department 
affairs. 

CHICAGO. 

The Thirty-fourth Annual National Encampment to be held in Chicago 
the week of August 27th to September 1st, gives promise of being an 
enjoyable occasion. The Comrades and other citizens of that, the phe- 
nomenal city of the world are in the midst of details and preparations 
for the care and entertainment of the Comrades from all parts of our 
great country; many of our Posts and Comrades have already ar- 
ranged to go to Chicago during Encampment week, and it is hoped and 
anticipated that Pennsylvania will, as on former occasions at National 
Encampments held in other States, be largely represented. Chicago 
can be reached from the most distant point in our State within twenty- 
four hours, and from nearer places by a daylight ride. To those who 
have never been to the great City of the West, there are many fea- 
tures of interest; those who have already crossed the Chicago river 
will find added pleasure and renewed benefit. Beside the attractive 
features of that city, additional zest awaits the soldier visitor there, 
because he will meet so many Comrades whom, perhaps, he has not 
met for many years. 
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PENNSYLVANIA SOLDIERS' AND SAILORS' HOME. 

Such an exhaustive report was made at Wilkes-Barre of the condi- 
tions surrounding the management and inmates of the Home at Erie, 
that it is almost tautological to refer to that magnificent institution, 
which was created and which has been so admirably managed by our 
Comrades. It was the pleasure and privilege of the Department Com- 
mander to visit the Home last autumn, and on the eve of starting, 
there came from Past Commander-in-Chief Beath, Vice President of the 
Board of Trustees of the Home, a mess£^e, saying: "I am glad you in- 
tend to visit the Home. The trustees will be pleased to have you make 
a thorough inspection from cellar to garret of every department or 
building, talk freely with the inmates and employes, and if you find 
anything to criticise let us know of it." The suggestion of Comrade 
Beath was followed; the little party of three Comrades and two ladies 
spent an entire day at the Home, but not a complaint nor the murmur 
of a complaint came from either inmate or employe. 

The payment by pensioners, inmates of the Home at Erie, of a fixed 
portion of their pensions to the Board of Trustees of the Home, has for 
years been a subject of widely divergent opinions, not only to the in- 
mates of the Home, but among others, and men of intelligence have 
honestly argued on both sides of the question. Legislative action has 
been invoked; Department Encampments have been asked to inter- 
vene; lawyers have argued the subject in all its phases, and the courts 
have been called upon to take action. 

Since the Encampment at Wilkes-Barre, a year ago, the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania has decided that not only were the Trustee of 
the Home justified in requiring such payments to be made, but that any 
other course would have been beyond their authority. 

An extensive addition has been made during the year to the hospi- 
tal, from the accumulation of the payments of a portion of the pen- 
sions; the growing infirmities and increasing sickness among our Com- 
rades who are broken in health who find a home at Erie, demanded 
largely increased hospital accommodations and facilities for the sick; 
it was not possible to procure an appropriation from the State and the 
Trustees of the Home invested the contributions from pensions in this 
manner in the interests of the members of the Home. 

The addition is a brick building of two stories, 28x72 feet, having ac- 
commodations for forty more patients, making the capacity ' 
eighty beds; the building is equipped throughout with the most im- 
proved heating, ventilating, and sanitary appliances, with corridors, 
elevators and lounging and smoking rooms for the convalescents. 

The quarters for the surgeons are on the second floor of the hospital 
building; those for the nurses on the third floor. The Home can now 
boast of having one of the best equipped hospitals in the State. 

The responsibility for the proper management of the Home and the 
care of its inmates, our Comrades, has thus been fully met, morally 
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and legally, by the members of the Board of Trustees, who gave their 
time and thought unselfishly to the interests of our less fortunate and 
invalided Comrades. 

In December last. Past Department Commander Tyson, who for years 
has been the efficient Superintendent of the Home, became so broken 
in health that he was compelled to resign from the management, and 
Comrade Richard S. Collum was elected by the Board to fill the va- 
cancy; Comrade Tyson, however, in view of his valued services to 
the institution, was retained by the Trustees and given a position less 
exacting in its requirements, but one in which he is useful to the Home, 
its management and its inmates. 

Any Comrade who can find time to visit the Home at Erie should do 
so, as it is ready for visit and inspection 365 days in every year,' and 
the visitor will surely report "no criticism to make; only commendation 
to give." 

Comrades Stone, Wagmer, Beath, Stewart, Nicholson, Cumings, Mc- 
Cauley, Scott, Bricker and Dempsey, with State Treasurer Barrett, 
constitute the Board of Trustees; a sufficient guarantee that our Com- 
rades In the Home are properly cared for. 

THE SOLDIERS' ORPHANS' SCHOOLS. 

This system, fostered, protected and advanced through the instru- 
mentality of the Department of Pennsylvania and its Comrades, Is one 
of which every Comrade and every Pennsylvanian may well feel proud. 
The orphaned, and in some cases destitute and helpless children, of 
those who touched elbows with us in the field, are given not only tech- 
nical and physical education which fits them for the pursuits of life, 
but kind treatment and affectionate care. 

Since the establishments of the Schools in 1864, the admissions have 
been 17,000; the present membership of the schools is 1,100, and the 
boy or girl who receives an honorable discharge at the age of 16 years 
has a certificate which he or she esteems and prizes. 

The four schools are located respectively at Chester Springs, Chester 
County; Harford, Susquehanna county; Jumonville, Fayette county, 
and at Scotland, Franklin county, the latter being the advanced In- 
dustrial School, at which both boys and girls are taught trades and 
other useful occupations. 

The Commission for the management of the schools, fixed by the laws 
of the State, consists of the Governor, two Senators, three members 
of the House of Representatives, and five honorably discharged sol- 
diers, members of the Grand Army of the Republic. Since January, 
1899, and for the first time in its history, the entire membership of the 
Commission has been old soldiers, and every one is a member of our 
organization. 

The Commission, Superintendents, faculty, employes and children of 
the several schools have a standing cordial Invitation to every Com- 
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rade to pay a visit to the schools, and from personal experience the 
Department Commander has no hesitation in saying: that he knows of no 
more pleasant, instructive and interesting way of spending a day than 
at any of the four schools. 

The system deserves the personal encouragement and moral support 
of every old soldier and in no way can these be better given than by 
visiting the schools. 

WOMAN'S RELIEF CORPS. 

This auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic has, as in the 
past, been faithful in its work. In 1898 its National organiaztion pre- 
sented two thousand dollars to our National Headquarters, and at the 
Encampment at Philadelphia repeated its donation by handing to Com- 
mander-in-Chief Shaw a similar amount. The statement of charities 
and relief of Pennsylvania W. R. C. will appear in its report which will 
be presented to this Encampment. 

One of the noble works of the Woman's Relief Corps is its Home at 
Brookville for veterans and wives and children and for army nurses, in 
which loving kindness, as only women can give, goes out to the in- 
valided and decrepit Comrades with their wives, and where children 
are given rudimental education and motherly care. A day of jubilee 
was had at the home in March last when the mortgage which had ex- 
isted for ten years, was paid off and satisfied. This institution des 
serves the support of the benevolent and charitable in our State. 

The Comrades of the Department mingled their sorrow with the tears 
of the members of the Relief Corps, over the death of that grrand char- 
acter, that ministering angel, that devoted friend, that true woman, 
Annie Wittenmeyer, who dedicated herself,' from her young woman- 
hood until the last chapter In the book of her life, to American soldiers. 

LADIES OF THE G. A. R. 

This is another estimable organization and is still doing its good work. 
The Homes for Aged Veterans and Their Wives established at Phila- 
delphia and at Hawkin's Station, for the mothers, wives, daughters 
and sisters of veterans, and for army nurses, have both given kindly 
and affectionate care to the indigent or invalided comrades with their 
life's partners through the generous work of the wives, sisters and 
daughters of the more fortunate Comrades. In the recent calamity of the 
destruction of the Home at Hawkin's Station by fire, a severe if not 
irreparable loss falls not only on the Ladies of the G. A. R., but heavier 
still on the inmates who had been so lovingly cared for in that admir- 
able institution. Not only does the sympathy of every Comrade go 
out to the unfortunate members of that Home who were thus suddenly 
deprived of the necessary comforts of life, but I am sure that every 
Comrade will In his individual capacity do all in his power to aid the 
organization in its great loss, anxiety and trouble. 
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Depending on the exertions of the Ladies of the G. A. R. for support, 
these Homes should receive, too, the financial encouragement of the 
people of Pennsylvania. After the splendid achievements of the Amer- 
ican Soldier and Sailor, no part of the support of those veterans who 
are so invalided as to require the retreat of a Home should fall on their 
Comrades. 

SONS OF VETERANS. 

This organization of the "sons of their sires" has kept up in its 
march of progi-ess and its ranks were thinned when the trumpet call 
sounded in 1898 for volunteers to uphold the honor and dignity of the 
grand old flag which was followed through four years of war by the 
fathers of these boys. Veteran societies growing out of the young sol- 
diers and sailors who served in the war with Spain have not diminished 
either the esprit-du-corps or the membership of the Sons of Veterans, 
and on Memorial Day and on other occasions of jmblic ceremony the 
Camps have been of great assistance and of immeasurable value to 
the now old boys of 1861 to 1865. 

In wishing the Sons of Veterans God-speed we are not unmindful 
of the fact that in a very little time that organization will continue 
the worlc of the Grand Army of the Republic. 

RELICS, FLAGS, PICTURES. 

The suggestion is made that Posts, in disbanding, in addition to for- 
warding to Department Headquarters, Charters, Rituals, Books of 
Record and Post Papers, should include relics, flags, pictures, etc., of 
value. The spacious rooms now occupied by Department Headquarters 
afford ample facility for the care and exhibition of all articles of his- 
toric or Grand Army interest. The division of such mementoes to in- 
dividual members not only keeps them out of sight of comrades but 
subjects them to temporary or permanent loss, while at Department 
Headquarters they would be cared for and kept in sight always. 

MEMORIAL DAY. 

The Annual Encampment of the Department crowds so closely upon 
Memorial Day that there is no opportunity to gather statistical in- 
formation regarding its observance, or of the ceremonies incidental to 
the services in honor of our dead Comrades. From conversations with 
Comrades, from newspaper reports and correspondence on the subject, 
already received, it is evident that Memorial Day of 1900 was properly 
observed by our Comrades and Posts, and that the ceremonies had an 
earnest participation on the part of other organiaztions and right think- 
ing citizens. 

Among the. new graves on which flowers were strewn this year, and 
for the first time where sweet requiems were sung, and where Memo- 
rial services were had, were the little green mounds beneath which sleep 
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those (jumrades who had held high official station with us; Comrades 
known, respected and honored everywhere in our grreat Department: 
Past Department Commander E. S. Osborne, Past Junior Vice Depart- 
ment Commanders Levi Huber, William J. Ferguson. Jacob K. Swoyer, 
and Ex- Assistant Quartermaster General Abraham Levering have passed 
over to the great beyond since our last meeting. 

Frequent efforts have been made to have special legislation enacted 
prohibiting the announcement of ball games, racing and other features 
of like sporting tendency, but to the minds of very many Comrades the 
better plan is to try to educate the people as to just what the day 
means to American liberties, ^nd to have exercises of such character as 
will interest the masses. 

DEPARTMENT OFFICERS. 

The reports of the elected and appointed officers who served during 
the term will give an insight into the work which they have been doing. 
Senior Vice Department Commander Hall and Junior Vice Department 
Commander Yeager have been active and zealous, particularly in the 
sections in which they reside. 

Medical Director Atkinson, although a sufferer from the infirmities 
which will come to the old soldier, has kept in touch with the' Depart- 
ment. 

Of Department Chaplain Sayers it is extremely difficult to speak, 
excepting, indeed, one should collate the commendatory and compli- 
mentary remarks of Officers and Comrades for more than a quarter 
of a century, and add simply "I heartily agree with all the good things 
which have heretofore been said of Comrade John W. Sayers, and from 
personal observation I cordially and earnestly endorse every word." 
The sick Comrades have received the affectionate attention of his Com- 
radeship. Comrades who have passed through the valley of the shadow 
of death have been laid away while he breathed his prayers to the 
Great Commander, and the widows and orphans have received his min- 
isterial comfort and solace. Everywhere the Comrades love our Com- 
rade, Rev. John W. Sayers. 

Assistant Adjutant General Yohn, whose extended knowledge of De- 
partment affairs fitted him for the position, has been energetic and 
zealous in the performance of the duties of his office. The exhaustive 
report which he presents, giving the membership with its guins and 
losses since report of a year ago, is accurate in every particular. No 
introduction of mine is needed to tell the Comrades of Comrade Yohn, 
who has been an active participant at Encampments, both National 
and Department, as well as in Post matters for many years. 

Assistant Quartermaster General Craig has completed his third term 
in that position, and with perfect satisfaction not only to all the Officers 
of the Department, but to all of the Comrades. His accounts have 
always been ready for inspection and his books ready for audit. The

detailed report which he makes, including every possible item, is worthy 
of more than a perfunctory examination. 

"Old wine, old books and old friends" find their prototype in Depart- 
ment Inspector Suydam. For nine consecutive terms he has faithfully 
served the Department as its Inspector and his most thorough reports 
have been models of perfection. No Comrade is more widely known to 
the Comrades of our own and other Departments, and none ever receive 
heartier welcome. Comrade Suydam accompanied the Department Com- 
mander on a number of occasions and the heartiness with which the 
Department Inspector was received showed in what estimation he was 
held. 

Judge Advocate Banks has responded promptly and cheerfully when 
matters requiring solution by legal process have been presented to him; 
his opinions have been clear-cut and exhaustive, in every particular 
have been without bias, and have shown his thorough familiarity with 
Grand Army laws and precedents. In addition to faithfully performing 
the duties of Judge Advocate, Comrade Banks has been earnest in the 
work of our organization generally. 

Comrades Wray, Miller, Swartz, Schwartz and Shattuck, the elective 
members of the Council of Administration, deserve the highest com- 
mendation for the splendid work of the Council; the first four consti- 
tute the Executive Committee and the report submitted will show that 
monthly meetings have been held with unfailing regularity, at which 
bills to be paid and contemplated expenditures were always scrutinized. 

Chief of Staff Wallace, a familiar figure for many years at Encamp- 
ments, reunions, post meetings and other gatherings of Comrades, has 
promptly honored every call made upon his time, knowledge and exper- 
ience, and his services have been given, as in the past, freely and un- 
selfishly. During a part of the term he suffered from a severe and dan- 
gerous illness, but even when confined to his room he kept up his work 
and his interest. Every Comrade who knows "Bob" Wallace rejoices 
that his former robust health is rapidly returning to him. 

Chief Mustering Officer Jones was not called on for any onerous or 
exacting duties, but nevertheless he has been indefatigable in his gen- 
eral work in the interest of the Department. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDERS. 

• 

In referring to the official staff I cannot refrain from making men- 
tion of Past Commanders-in-Chief Wagner, Beath. and Gobin, and 
Past Department Commanders Latta, Vanderslice, Stewart, Sample, Em- 
sley, Cumings, Darte and Patterson, to all of whom I am under obli- 
gations for advice and assistance freely given. In my visits to Posts 
and other gatherings of Comrades, I have been accompanied or joined 
by some of these Past Officers, showing beyond question their earnest, 
unselfish interest in all matters pertaining to our great Department. 
Invidiousness, I am sure, will not be charged when I report that Com-

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rade Sample was always ready to join me in any part of the State, on 
either telegraphic or other short notice; that Comrade Emsley arranged 
his business matters and accompanied me whenever he could, once on a 
ten-day trip, and Comrade Cumings, on more than one occasion, donned 
his uniform and crossed the Alleghenies to take part in the work. 

CONCLUSION. 

The honor you so graciously and unanimously conferred upon me a 
year ago has been every day appreciated, but is beyond my power of 
expression in words. In all my work with you, in the interests of this 
Department and of our organization, I had never dared to hope such 
an honored distinction would come to me, aijd following, as I have, some 
of the most accomplished and distinguished Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, I am still daring to believe that my administra- 
tion has not been entirely barren of good results, nor my efforts for 
proper advancement totally fruitless. 

Brilliancy of achievement has not been my aim, nor has sensational 
accomplishment been sought; but, determined to maintain the high 
standard and dignity of the Department of Pennsylvania, your^ Com- 
mander has striven to keep its banner still floating from the highest 
pinnacle. 

I return to you the Flag of the Department of Pennsylvania as clean 
and unsullied as when you entrusted it to my keeping, the gavel you 
placed in my hand as the emblem of authority, I hand back to you 
with its power undiminished, and the badge of Comradeship pinned 
by you over my heart in the fair Wyoming Valley I have brought to 
you again on the historic field of Gettsyburg, with its sacredness pre- 
served. 

In surrendering the flag, the gavel and the badge to the Comrade 
whom .you declare shall be my successor I know that, as with my prede- 
cessors, so with him will the interests, the dignity and the standard 
of- this grand old Department be sustained. 

My good-bye is to the official station, not to my Comrades. As I have 
been with you and of you since April, 1861, so it is my ambition to 
stay with you until the end shall come. Through all these years you 
have been good to me far beyond any anticipation, crowning this good- 
ness, emphasizing your gpraciousness and lavishing, your generosity as 
you did when you honored me with the greatest distinction which could 
be given to any soldier-citizen of Pennsylvania.

HENRY I. YOHN, Assistant Adjutant General: 

Comrade: I hereby submit to you my report for the year ending June, 
1900. 

I have performed my duty as an Officer of the Department to the 
best of my ability. 

I have visited Posts, soldier reunions and dedications of monuments, 
notably one at Catawissa, where the Comrades and citizens of the town 
have erected a monument which would do credit to a much larger 
town, and I am under obligations to Past Junior Vice Department Com- 
mander I. H. Seesholtz for the fraternal manner in which I was re- 
ceived and entertained while there.

The following Posts were disbanded during the year: 
Nos. 29, 161, 253, 278, 369, 380, 394, 397, 409, 430, 444, 455, 479, 493, 530, 
543, 565, 585, 588, 598 and 628. Of these but five Posts, Nos. 380, 444, 
455, 479 and 628, made return of charters, books, etc. Efforts were made 
to obtain some information as to the disposition of charters, rituals, 
books and papers, but they were futile in every instance. It is un- 
fortunate as a matter of future record, if for no other reason, that 
such a condition of affairs should exist, and some means should, if 
possible, be devised so that in all cases when Posts disband, the charters, 
books, papers, flags and relics should be forwarded to Department 
Headquarters for preservation, that posterity might look upon them as 
mementoes of the greatness of our organization. 

The historic buildings. Independence Hall, Congress Hall, and First 
Supreme Court of the United States, a part of which latfcer is now oc- 
cupied by National and Department Headquarters, afCord an excellent 
place for a Museum, which could be created by the deposit of flags 
and relics, and to which individuals, as well as Posts, might contribute. 
The establishment of such a depository of mementoes in one of these 
hallowed edifices would be a happy blending of patriotic remembrances 
of the Revolutionary and Civil Wars, the two great epochs in the his- 
toiT of our Nation. 

The most notable event in connection with my ofllcial duties was the 
National Encampment in September last, which severely taxed my 
energies; many nights were spent in replying to the voluminous corre- 
spondence that the preparatory work entailed, and I believe that none 
of it was overlooked. 

During the Encampment I probably met personally more Comrades 
than had ever fallen to the lot of any Comrade to meet during the same 
period of time, as it was unquestionably the largest assemblage of the 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic since its organization. 

Two hundred and thirty-one posts reported for parade. Notwith- 
standing the exacting duties which this event brought about, I look back 
upon that busy scene of employment and recall it with pleasure, proud 
of the honor that I was permitted to humbly participate in making it 
a crowning success. 
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I would suggest that at all future National Encampments, the Com- 
rades who are members of the Encampment from this Department, be 
directed to register their names and addresses with the Assistant Ad- 
jutant General. Such a course would give greater facilities for detailed 
information and matters of interest to all connected with the Encamp- 
ment in an official capacity. 

The morale of the membership, generally, I believe to have attained 
the highest standard of excellence, an exemplification of the true fra- 
ternity of our comradeship, and to me made manifest by generous, 
loyal, spontaneous greetings upon every hand, for which I am pro- 
foundly grateful and which shall linger in my memory as among the 
most pleasing associations of my life. 

It is with sincere regret that I cannot compliment the business meth- 
ods of some Post Commanders in connection with the management of 
Post affairs in relation to matters connected with Department Head- 
quarters; the conditions justly complained of in the reports of my 
honored predecessors relative to the delays in forwarding semi-annual 
and other reports continues and is perhaps worse than in former years. 
Gross neglect, unpardonable carelessness, best apply to the causes, as 
there seems to be no reasonable or even apparent excuse for the non- 
performance of a plain, simple duty, requiring but a few moments of 
time. 

On March 31, fully one* fourth of the Posts were delinquent in some 
form. After persistent correspondence I succeeded in obtaining com- 
plete returns from all excepting 36 Posts, which failed to make re- 
turns of Representatives and Alternates elect, as required, and for 
which blank forms of credentials are furnished by Headquarters. Such 
neglect is surely inexcusable, certainly shows mismanagement, and is 
calculated to bring the work of zealous, unselfish, painstaking officials 
into bad repute with the Commander-in-Chief. 

On October 19 last, the thirty-fifth anniversary of Phil. Sheridan's 
famous exploit at Cedar Creek, I had the honor of attending the 
dedication of the Soldiers' and Sailors' Monument at Allen town, a mag- 
nificent shaft erected by Lehigh county to commemorate the valorous 
deeds of her sons, and I beg to acknowledge the many courtesies that 
were tendered me by the good people of that city upon that occasion. 

During my incumbency of the office of Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral it was not my privilege to visit as many of the Posts as I desired, 
yet I feel that I have not been in the least lax in the performance of 
the duties for which I was appointed. Having ever in mind the magni- 
tude of the work confided to my care, and for my faithful performance 
of it to its most successful conclusion, I sincerely endeavored to con- 
sistently and conscientiously give the full measure of m^ ability to its 
every need. By my labor and its fruits may I be judged; if I have 
merited the approval of yourself and that of my Comrades I am hon- 
ored indeed. 
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In conclusion I beg to make my acknowledgments for the many evi- 
dences of loyal and fraternal comradeship which have come to me from 
every section of the Department, and which were made manifest in 
hearty greetings during personal intercourse and in expressions of 
good will through my many correspondents. I appreciate the very great 
honor which came to me at your hands and thank you sincerely for it. 
I beg to assure you that so long as my memory remains clear, I will 
recall with pleasurable emotion the fact that I had the honor and privi- 
lege to serve as an Officer of the Department of Pennsylvania during a 
term in which you so ably and efficiently commanded and conducted 
its affairs.

This inspection has been a most careful and painstaking effort and 
too much praise cannot be given to the Assistant Inspectors-at-L.arge 
and their assistants for the prompt and willing response to all requests 
made upon them; as a result of which I am enabled to present this 
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most satisfactory report, showing as it does that the Department is in 
a harmonious and satisfactory condition. 

Of the nineteen Posts not inspected I desire to say that nothing that 
thought could suggest or energy accomplish was left undone to ob- 
tain reports from these Posts, as no replies were received from com- 
munications sent to them, although postage was enclosed for reply, 
and I am of the opinion that they can be classed as assembling only 
for funeral or Memorial Day observances, and it is a matter of record 
that in some instances the charter is held by reason of the fact that 
three or four zealous Comrades make up and forward the "per cap- 
ita tax." 

I am convinced that (with the exception of Memorial Day) there is 
no occasion of ceremony in which greater interest is shown than in 
that of the Annual Inspection, as evinced by the large percentage of 
Comrades in attendance, and especial credit is due to members in coun- 
try districts who travel five or ten miles that they may appear on 
"dress parade" with their respective Posts. Assistant Inspector R. H. 
Holgate, in reporting the inspection of Post No. 218, says: "Membership, 
33 comrades, 22 of whom were present, a number of them travel- 
ing from ten to fifteen miles over country roads to attend, and the 
spirit of comradeship evinced by them was a lesson in the 
controlling principles of our glorious organization never to be for- 
gotten." Assistant Inspector J. J. Steinmeyer says, of the inspec- 
tion of Post No. 364: "One Comrade walked ten miles to be pres- 
ent at the inspection; at 9 P. M. he started for home, saying that it 
would be one o'clock by the time he would get there." Assistant In- 
spector Geo. H, Lawton reports that "one member came twenty miles 
to attend the inspection of Post No. 288. Assistant Inspector L.. C. Bor- 
tree reports inspecting Post No. 288 on December 15, after which "I had 
ten miles to drive after 10 P. M. to get home and the night bitterly cold; 
so you see that it takes pluck and nerve to be an Assistant Inspector 
in the rural districts." I agree with him, and the foregoing are only 
samples of the unselfish devotion of Comrades of this Department to 
which is due the splendid condition of our organization; but thic* is 
not to be wondered at, when we find such Comrades as Past Depart- 
ment Commanders Charles T. Hull, George L.. Brown, Thomas G. Sam- 
ple and H. H. Cumings performing the duties of -Assistant Inspector. 

As it is a matter of impossibility to comply with the many sug- 
gestions made "that as an incentive to renewed efforts official visits by 
Department Olficers should be made to the outlying Posts with greater 
frequency, etc.," I would suggest that the leading Post or Posts of 
each county arrange for a yearly reunion of the Posts of that county, 
at some central place to which should be invited all former comrades, 
soldiers and sailors who have never been connected with the order; 
let it take the form of a 'harvest home" or any other form that will 
enable all to again get into close touch and "preserve the memories of 
the hours of trial and danger." 
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In my judgment many Posts would be greatly benefited by retaining 
in office the Commanders who hjave proven themselves to be the right 
men in the right places. Keep them there for the good of the Post 
and the Order; a number of Posts have pursued this course and the wis- 
dom of it is apparent in the excellent results. 

In closing this report, I feel that 1 have tried to do my duty in every- 
thing that could advance the interest and standing of the Department. 
To Department Commander James F. Morrison I feel deeply grateful 
that he deemed me worthy to be a member of his personal staff and 
I hereby thank him most sincerely for my appointment as Department 
Inspector, as it was a pleasure to be associated with one whose deep 
earnestness and farsightedness was an inspiration to greater efforts. 
To yourself as Assistant Adjutant General I wish to bear testimony as 
an earnest, efficient official; your unselfish advice and assistance helped 
in making our year of official intercourse very pleasant. With ray 
kindest remembrances to all the members of the Staff and my sincere 
thanks to all with whom I have been associated,

Comrade: I have the honor to furnish the following report for the 
current year: I have received reports from 251 Posts of this Depart- 
ment. Comparatively few of them embrace full statements of the 
facts intended to be presented in a post surgeon's report. Many of 
these reports have evidently been hastily prepared by non-professional 
Comrades who have held the position of Post Surgeon in the absence 
of physicians in their Posts. 

The rep(»rts sent me show that 472 Comrades died during the past year; 
that 237 sick or maimed soldiers are not receiving pensions, and that 
14 sailors and soldiers who were engaged in the War of the Rebellion 
are in almshouses. 

That any disabled soldiers are not now receiving pensions is sur- 
prising and indicates either a failure to prosecute their claims m a 
proper way or defects in the pension laws, which, if they exist should 
be pointed out and remedied. 

The fact that there are 14 soldiers and sailors in the almshouses of 
the State should lead to inquiry and an effort should be made to rescue 
these men from pauperism and place them upon the same honorable 
footing as their Comrades who are inmates of the excellent Soldiers' 
Home at EJrie or the other homes for disabled volunteer soldiers. 

The reports filed with me show that the treasury of the Posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in the Department of Pennsylvania Is 
open to the calls of charity, and that money is dispensed with a liberal 
hand to unfortunate Comrades who need assistance. 

These disbursements prove that comradeship is not a mere name, but 
an active living agency, extending its beneficSnce to Comrades whose 
lot in life has been darkened by adversity and distress.

Comrade: I have the honor to present to you the following report as 
Chaplain of the Department of Pennsylvania: 

I have given to my work as large a share of time as possible, and 
have endeavored to discharge every duty as it presented iself. I 
preached five sermons especially adapted to the spiritual interests of 
the Posts, and delivered two Memorial Day addresses. I oflUciated at 
the funerals of twenty-five Comrades, besides a number of those con- 
nected with the homes of comrades, and attended Post meetings and 
Camp Fires whenever possible. During the year 872 Comrades have 
been mustered out, among them some who occupied prominent posi- 
tions and official stations in this Department. Past Department Com- 
mander Edward Sylvan us Osborne, Past Junior Vice Department Com- 
manders Levi Huber, Wm. J. Ferguson and Jacob K. Swoyer, and Ex- 
Assistant Quartermaster General Abraham Levering will meet with 
us no more on earth. In sadness of heart I also record here the fact 
that the hand of affliction has been laid most heavily upon a Comrade 
who has a warm place in all our hearts, and who is held in the highest 
respect and esteem by ail who know him. Comrade Chill W. Hazzard, 
Past Department Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania. He 
has been a sufferer for some months, but has met the misfortune that 
has befallen him with that fortitude and bravery that characterized 
him as a soldier, and I trust that the Department Encampment, in its 
representative capacity, will voice to Comrade Hazzard in proper 
manner the sympathy and esteem of the entire comradeship. 

Memorial Day still holds the first place in the heart of every loyal 
citizen. With all else except our dead, by some mysterious appoint- 
ment, we live only in the present. We scarcely note the flight of time 
as it passes. New thoughts, new duties, ever increasing cares com- 
mand our attention and identify us only with to-day. It is perhaps a 
merciful provision that as we move forward on life's road the past re- 
cedes and fades like the distant landscape we have left. There are for 
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us more sorrows than joys. We experience more toll than rest. Life 
is a campaign of stern duties which must be performed, or the penalty 
be paid for their neglect. We are not, therefore, compelled to add the 
burdens of the past to those of the present, else we should fall and 
bleed beneath them. But, happily, we never forget our dead; they 
are with us to-day in memory, just as they were when they fell on 
this and other fields. To us the battle still rages where our comrades 
fell. They have not moved on with us in life's march. Memory has 
riveted their death and its circumstances together, and our remem- 
brance does not move from the spot. Our Heavenly Father, too, re- 
members them. The bright sun shines on their graves, the wild fiower 
blooms upon the forgotten spot where many a comrade quietly sleeps; 
its fragrance climbs the morning sunbeams, and God accepts the odor 
as a memorial of the valor of their lives. Soon -the last Comrade of 
the Grand Army must fall, but the organization will live on in the 
work it has done, and the dead soldier will continue to speak to the 
future as he speaks to-day, breathing new life and patriotism into the 
generations of young men as they shall march to the front in the man- 
agement of the affairs of this great country. When the last prayer 
shall have been offered over the last dead comrade and the last requiem 
shall have been sung over his grave he will still speak to the living. 
His voice will be heard in the loyalty of his children and in their devo- 
tion to the old flag. It will be heard in the better and ever improving 
free education of the masses, and in the more exalted National virtue 
which comes from the performance of noble deeds and the living of 
good lives. 

The reports received from the Chaplains of the different Posts are 
very encouraging, though I could wish that some method might be 
devised by which they would reach me not later than the end of June, 
in order that I might be able to make a prompt and intelligent report 
to the Chaplain-in-Chief. I feel justly proud in reporting that accord- 
ing to the statements of the Chaplains ninety-nine per cent, of the 
Posts attended religious services before Memorial Day. As we have been 
true to our flag and loyal to our country, let us also be loyal and true to 
the Almighty Leader of the hosts of righteousness so that when we 
shall stand before Him on that great day we shall hear the words of 
divine approval, "well done, thou good and faithful servant." 

To the Oflficers of the Department I am indebted for special favors 
and courtesies, and to them and all my comrades I express my thanks, 
and pray that the blessing of God may rest upon all.

Comrade: I have the honor to submit the following report: 

On assuming the Office of Chief of Staff so kindly tendered me by 
Department Commander James F. Morrison, at Wilkes-Barre, 1 did 
so with the intention of using my best efforts to advance the interests 
of our beloved order, but owing to ill health for several months I was 
unable to carry out the intentions formed at the time of my acceptance 
of the appopintment. 

Immediately after the General Order announcing the appointment of 
Aids on the Department Staff was sent out I received letters from a 
large number of Comrades accepting the position and promising to do 
all they could to advance the interests of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public in their respective neighborhoods, and they have been faith- 
ful to the pledges they made. 

In the parade in Philadelphia September 5, during the Thirty-third 
National Encampment, forty- two members of the Department Staff 
were mounted as an escort to the Department Commander and they 
rendered valuable aid in forming the Posts in line. Everyone was 
anxious to be useful and their efforts were rewarded by the splendid 
appearance made by the Department of Pennsylvania on that diay.

What followed was a clear knockout for Comrade Morrison. 

After a ringing speech the Comrade handed the Department Com- 
mander a brooch made in the shape of a horseshoe of gold set with 
pearls and diamonds, in the centre the blue Maltese cross emblematic 
of the Old Pennsylvania Reserve Corps, in which Comrade Morrison 
had served, and charged him to. hand it to Mrs. Morrison in behalf of 
her many friends in the Grand Army of the Republic and request her 
to accept it as a token of the high esteem in which they hold her, and 
ask her to wear it in remembrance of the men who gave it.

HENRY I. YOHN, Assistant Adjutant General: 

Comrade: The Council of Administration has the honor to submit 
its report for the year closing: with the present Administration. 

Every detail of the proceedings of the Council is shown in the 
minutes of the twelve regular monthly meetings, which are submitted 
with this report. 

The books, accounts, vouchers and checks of Assistant Quartermaster 
General Craig were audited, found to be absolutely correct, and show 
handling of funds as follows:

In addition to exhibiting funds as above to the Council, Comrade 

Craig showed in stock, supplies to the value of $92.27, and postage $2.39. 

At its first meeting the Council re-enacted the rules of its predeces- 
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sor by voting that the members of the Council residents of Philadelphia 
should be the Executive Committee, and that any Comrade of the 
Department might be present at any of the meetings of the Council. 

The funds of the Department have been deposited and drawn on in 
exactly the same manner as reported a year ago, balance in bank being 
interest bearing. 

Two new silk flags, both embroidered, were procured in August last, 
one the American standard, the other the Headquarters flag; they 
cost $192.50 but were paid for by contributions made for the purpose by 
Comrades and other citizens. 

During National Encampment week the entire building in which De- 
partment Headquarters are located bore handsome and artistic decora- 
tions, the expense of which was also met by contributions as above. 

Heroic statues of the soldier and sailor which had ornamented the 
columns of the Avenue of Fame were added to the property in Head- 
quarters rooms, as were two statues of the same figures. Copies of 
the old prints of the Cooper Shop and Volunteer Refreshment Saloons, 
and a water color of the Avenue of Fame, are some of the pictures 
which have been gained. 

At the close of the work of the General Committee on Thirty-third 
National Encampment, application was made to the authorities of the 
city of Philadelphia for the room in Headquarters Building which 
had been occupied by that Committee. The request was promptly 
granted and thus additional space was had for Department uses. 

The matter of the condition of General Grant's Log Cabin in P'air- 
mount Park referred to the Council has been inquired into, and the 
Park Commission gave the Council of Administration assurance that 
the Cabin never had been and never would be neglected; the propriety 
of enclosing it with proper railing was being considered by the Com- 
mission. 

The recommendation made by the Council of Administration of a 
year ago, regarding the payment of expenses for Department Encamp- 
ments by the places in which they may be held is again urged. This 
recommendation carries with it the payment by the authorized Commit- 
tee on Encampment at such places of the cost of badges for members 
of the Department Encampment, the rental of halls for the session and 
camp fires; the necessary printing of ballots and the hotel bills of the 
eleven officers and five members of the Council of Administration, who 
may be present at the Encampment. 

In addition, and to continue the uniformity, the Council would recom- 
mend that the general character and design for badges for members 
of the Encampment should be submitted to and have the approval of the 
Council prior to their manufacture. 

For two years or more two of the rooms occupied by Department 
Headquarters presented a dilapidated and neglected appearance, be- 
cause of partial restoration made in buildings in Independence Square. 
Immediately on the accession of Comrade George G. Pierie (of Post 
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No. 1,) to the office of Chief of the Bureau of City property, without 
being: urged thereto, he promptly had the building put in proper condi- 
tion, restoring windows, reopened a closed room, and had papering, 
painting, etc., done. Because of the prompt and generous action of 
Comrade Pierie, the Council of Administration deemed that some ac- 
knowledgment was due to him from the Department and it had pre- 
pared and presented to him an engrossed minute expressive of the ap- 
preciation of the Comrades for his active and fraternal interest in 
everything pertaining to the organization and its welfare. 

Salaries were fixed at the first meeting of the Council as follows: As- 
sistant Adjutant General and Headquarters Clerk each $600.00 per year, 
and ^n allowance of $20.00 per month for janitor service. It is per- 
haps needless to add that the clerk and janitor are both members of 
Posts in Philadelphia. 

While it may not be within the province of the Council to do so, 
yet it seems proper to make mention of the fact that through the 
exertions of the Officers of the Department, twenty horses were fur- 
nished to the National Staff for the parade in September last, and 
thirty to the Department Staff, fully equipped without cost to 
our treasury. In this connection it might be added that, deducting the 
contribution ($50.00) which came from National Headquarters, the en- 
tire amount paid from Department funds for its expenses for the Thirty- 
third National Encampment was $33.50. 

Brigade and Regimental Survivors' Associations, and the Grand Army 
Association of Philadelphia and Vicinity, continue their meetings as 
heretofore at Department Headquarters. The relief and charities of the 
last named to stranded and otherwise unfortunate Comrades temporarily 
in Philadelphia, and its great usefulness, too, in relieving cases of Com- 
rades otherwise in distress, is almost beyond computation. In its four 
years of existence there has been raised for charity, and disbursed for 
relief, by the Grand Army Association of Philadelphia and Vicinity 
nearly $3,000.00, not one dollar of which went from the Department 
treasury. 

Three years ago the Council reported its action in the matter of the 
temporary or permanent occupancy of Headquarters Rooms by other 
organizations. Applications have been received from several of our 
kindred bodies looking to their establishment of Headquarters in these 
rooms. This would create a divided responsibility, which should be 
avoided if possible, and the Council requests that the Encampment 
should pass on this matter in a general way. 

The "grim reaper" has, during the year, gathered his harvest from 
our ranks. Among the number many Comrades who had won promi- 
nence and distinction with us. Past Department Commander Osborne, 
Past Junior Vice Department Commanders Huber, Ferguson and 
Swoyer, and Ex-Assistant Quartermaster General Levering, are among 
those w'hose graves were this year decorated for the first time.

The Council reports with regret that General John A. Logan Post, 
No. 115, Philadelphia, lost by fire on April 26th, everything it possessed. 
Post room furniture and paraphernalia, including flags, pictures, relics, 
rolls, papers, etc., were totally destroyed and the building in which the 
Post was located was left with only blackened and broken walls. 

In conclusion the Council of Administration earnestly urges on the 
Comrades who shall be elected for the ensuing year the necessity for 
continued watchfulness of the expenses and other features concern- 
ing the welfare of the Department.

Comrade Sample: "The Department of Pennsylvania during the last 
month has been flooded with a circular, and the members of the Sol- 
diers' Orphans' Schools Commission appointed by the Department Com- " 
mander, have their report ready, and we ask at this time that we 
may present this report in order that a committee may be appointed 
to investigate the charge made by a" lady in Centre county and report 
back to this Encampment, so that we may know whether your ser- 
vants or the lady had been mistaken. I therefore ask at this time to 
be permitted to present the report of the Commission. 

The question being: Shall permission be granted? It was agreed to; 
and the report of the Commission was read by Comrade Sample, and 
is as follows: 

Gettysburg, Pa., June 6, 1900. 
Thomas J. Stewart, Acting Assistant Adjutant General, Department of 
Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic: 

Comrade: We, the Members of the Soldiers' Orphan Schools Commis- 
sion, serving under appointment of the Department Commander, de- 
sire at this time to present to the Encampment a statement as to the 
conditions of the schools, what they have done, and what we expect. 

There are at present four schools; one located at Harford, Susque- 
hanna county; one at Jumonville, Fayette' county; one at Chester 
Springs, Chester county, and the Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, 
at Scotland, Franklin county. All the schools during the past year 
have been crowded to their utmost capacity, and we have on file in 
the office at the present time a large number of applications for chil- 
dren awaiting admission. During the past year we were so unfortunate 
as to suffer the loss of our Girls' School Building at Chester Springs 
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on December 1st, 1899, which contained all the supplies of clothing 
about to be issued for the winter, entailing an approximate loss to 
the Commission of $16,000 in excess of the amount of insurance on per- 
sonal property and equipment. Beeause of the lack of water supply, 
the entire building and its contents were Qonsumed, but fortunately 
none of the children were injured. The fire was caused by the explo- 
sion of an pil lamp. Since that time the Commission, realizing the 
danger that comes from using oil in institutions of that character, 
has placed electric ligftit plants both at Chester Springs and Ju- 
monville, and every precaution has been taken that is possible for 
human ingenuity to conceive to care for the health and lives of the 
little waifs who have been committeed to our care, through the humane 
laws provided by the State for their education and maintenance. 

When we consider that there have been nearly 17,000 boys and girls 
who have gone out from these schools, and are to-day filling respon- 
sible positions in all parts of the nation, it must be evident that long 
after the Grand Army of the Republic shall have passed away, these 
schools will stand as an enduring monument, not only as to the efforts 
of our organization, but to the people of this grand old Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. 

The Commission has made it a rule to invite the most careful criti- 
cism of the management of these schools. Grand Army men are wel- 
comed at all times, and Superintendents have a standing order to fur- 
nish and give any information that may be desired upon the part of 
the Comrades of the Grand Army. Because we realize that you, as well 
as this Commission, are the custodians of these wards of the State. 
Were it not for these schools. Posts would be necessarily plunged into 
a great expense in order to properly care for the children of Com- 
rades who have fallen by the wayside, or are too (Jecrepit to give them 
proper maintenance. Therefore, we urgently request that you go to 
these schools whenever you can and if there is anything that you 
believe can be done for their betterment, we know we voice the senti- 
ment of every member of the Commission when we say we will be glad 
to receive that advice. 

During the last tw'O weeks the State has been flooded with a circular 
from a lady in Centre county, charging gross mismanagement of 
the school at Chester Springs. The only reason that prompts its men- 
tion at this time is to make a request that this circular shall be pre- 
sented to a committee when the members of the Commission, every 
one of whom is a Grand Army man, stand ready to give detailed ex- 
planations, as we are assured will satisfy you that this lady is un- 
doubtedly laboring under a very great mi&take. 

The Commission is composed of Governor William A. Stone, Auditor 
General McCauley, Senators Mitchell and Stineman, Congressman Ma- 
hon. Judge Darte, Representatives Stewart, Adams and Skinner, the 
present Department Commander, Morrison, and Past Department Com- 
mander Sample; and having in charge the care and protection of the 
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children of your and their Comrades, certainly could not be expected 
to do anything but that which will commend itself to all lovers of 
humanity. 

We therefore invite the fullest and freest discussion on this unjust 
paper that has been circulated over the State. 
Number of pupils in the schools are as follows: 

Chester Springs 215 boys, 106 girls; total, 321 

Harford, 129 boys, 94 girls; total, 223 

Jumonville, 189 boys, 130 girls; total, 319 

Industrial, 148 boys, 118 girls; total, 266 

One (1) out-dcor relief, or a total of 1,130 pupils in the schools on May 
26, 1900. Durii-g the past year there have been admitted to the schools 
156 boys and 90 girls, a total of 246 pupils admitted; and discharged 
from the schools on age of 16 years. 111 boys and 68 girls, total 179; 
discharged on order, 22 boys and 17 girls, total 39; or total number of 
pupils discharged during the past year of 218 pupils. During the year 
which closed May 31, 1900, two deaths have occurred among the pupils, 
namely, Frank Stewart, a pupil at the Chester Springs School, died 
at his home from consumption; Puella Leathers, a pupil at the Chester 
Springs School, died at her home during vacation, of general dis- 
ability. This is a remarkable showing for the number of children under 
the care of the Commission, and when the surroundings of these chil- 
dren before their admissions to these schools are considered, it is 
certainly a tribute to the care exercised for the maintenance of their 
health. 

Congratulating you and the people of Pennsylvania upon the splendid 
conditions of these schools, we have the honor to remain,

Comrade Sample: "I wish to say at this time, that to-morrow we 
will bring the boys and girls from the Scotland School here just as 
they are. They will give you an exhibition drill and will show you 
how proficient they have become in many things that will commend 
themselves to you, and will serve to show you the management, at 
least, of that portion of the system. 
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"I move that a Committee be appointed, to be composed of Comrades 
entirely out of the Commission, to consider the matter and to report." 

Motion seconded. 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "Before the motion is acted upon and 
sent to a committee, I desire to suggest that the Commander of this 
Department invites any person that has any information to grive upon 
the matter as presented by this lady, to appear before this Com- 
mittee, so that it can be prepared with a report to cover the entire 
field. If there is any person that can give any information, I think they 
should be invited to go before that Committee and give it any informa- 
tion they have.'* 

Comrade Sample: "We are here for any criticism that may come 
from any man or woman or from any part of this State. When the 
time comes to discuss it on the floor of this Encampment, I want you 
to remember that I am not going to run away. I know that we are 
right, and for my part I stand ready to defend what this Commission 
has done. I feel, as the boy said, 'hot under the collar.' All we ask 
now is the passage of this motion, and then go into your committee 
and let them report the facts." 

Comrade William H. Musser, Post 261: "I just want to say here that 
every word that she said in that letter is true." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "This Department has been working 
for years and years, and when reports go to committees there can be 
no discussion thereon." 

Commander Morrison (Addressing Comrade Musser): "You are out 
of order. Thie question is on the appointment of a committee and not 
as to the character of any one." (Cries of question.) 

Commander Morrison: "The question is on the appointment of the 
committee." (Cries of question.) 

Comrade Davis, Post 1: "I move to amend that by directing the com- 
mittee to report at this Encampment." 

Comrade Sample: "I accept the amendment." 

Commander Morrison: "The question is on the appointment of this 
committee with direction to report at this Encampment. All in favor 
of the motion will say aye, contrary no. The ayes have it and it is 
so ordered." 

Comrade Druckemiller, Post 484: "Whatever information Comrades 
have, let it be presented to this committee. We don't want any de- 
bate on the subject now." 

Commander Morrison: "I understand Comrade Sample to say that 
the doors are wide open for every one who wishes to go." 

Comrade Stevens, Post 139: "I think the committee should be in- 
structed to go there and look it over." 

Comrade Gobin, Post 42: "If there is anyone in this body who wants 
anything but what is right and just, I should be surprised. We are all 
interested in the success of these schools and there is no object, there 
can be no object, in any member of the Commission submitting to 
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anything that is not right and correct. They are as much interested 
in the success of this school as anybody can be, and no more than 
those not connected with it, and I wish to make this suggestion that 
if there is any Comrade on this floor who is not satisfied with the re- 
sult of this investigation, because the report has to be made at once, 
then extend the time for the report of the committee. I am perfectly sat- 
isfied that when the investigation is made you will find that these schools 
have been managed as well as it is possible to manage them under 
the circumstances, and that the members of the Commission have 
done their best. They may have been mistaken in some of the people 
whom they employed; they may have discovered it, or may discover 
it later; those things will occur. 

"My suggestion is simply this: If there is any Comrade on this floor 
who thinks that this committee has not sufllcient time for this inves- 
tigation, I say, give them all the latitude they want, so that every 
man in the room, when he goes away from here, will be satisfled that 
there has been no attempt to forestall any action or information, but 
that every man can go home from this Encampment and report that 
these schools are well managed; that an investigation has been made; 
and be able to say that to everybody wherever he goes. Let us have 
that in a fair and dignifled way, in accordance with our ideas of what 
is right, and let nobody feel that he has not had the fullest latitude 
to express his views." 

Department Commander Morrison: "The committee will now be an- 
nounced, if there is no objection." The committee will be Comrades 
J. P. S. Gobin, William Emsley, W. J. Patterson, St. Slair A. Mulhol- 
land and W. H. Musser. 

The Oflficer of the Day reported the Governor of the Commonwealth at 
the door. 

Comrade Gobin, Post 42: "I think you had better excuse me from 
serving on that committee. I have expressed my views now, and I 
would like to be excused from serving on that committee." 

(The Officer of the Day at this time escorted the Governor of the 
Commonwealth into the room.) 

The Oflficer of the Day: "I have the honor to present the Governor 
of the Commonwealth, a Comrade of this Department." 

Commander Morrison: "We take great pleasure this morning in 
having with us Comrade W. A. Stone, of Post 88, the Governor of 
Pennsylvania."

Commander Morrison: "Next business in order is the reception of re- 
ports, communications and resolutions from Posts and Comrades, 
which will be referred to the proper committees, without reading." 

Resolutions from Comrades called for and were handed to the Acting 
Assistant Adjutant General. 

Comrade Beath, Post 5: "On Wednesday last, when all over the 
country the Grand Army of the Republic was observing Memorial Day, 
there lay dead in a casket at his own home in Minneapolis, Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief John Patterson Rea, a charter member of Post 84, 
of Lancaster, in this State, and in the early days of this Department 
one of our most active workers, a work that was continued when he 
removed to the distant west. 

Appropriate resolutions would be in order from this Department, 
because, as I have said, he was a charter member of one of our own 
Posts. I have not made an attempt to draw up appropriate resolu- 
tions. I merely rise to suggests that the Assistant Adjutant General 
be directed to enter of record an appropriate resolution." 

Acting Assistant Adjutant General Stewart: "I move to amend, that 
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the three Past Commanders-in-Chief be appointed a committee to pre- 
pare that minute." 

The motion as adopted was agreed to. 

Commander Morrison: "I appoint as such committee, Comrades 
Beath, Wagner and Gobin." 

Commander Morrison: "On the arrival of the body of Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief Rea in Philadelphia last ^jjday, a guard of honor 
was taken from the Posts there and it escorted the remains through 
that city to the train for Lancaster, his final resting place." 

Comrade Sample: "The Department Chaplain has made reference to 
one of our Past Department Commanders whom we all know and whom 
we have all loved and respected. I refer to Past Department Com- 
mander Chill W. Hazzard, and suggest that the Acting Assistant Ad- 
jutant General be directed to forward a telegram of sympathy as 
coming from this Encampment, and voicing its feelings to Comrade 
Chill Hazard, who is lying speechless and helpless; I move you that 
this be done." 

Motion seconded by several Comrades, and the question being, Shall 
the motion prevail? It was agreed to. 

The Acting Assistant Adjutant General read a telegram from Wilkes- 
Barre as follows: "

Commander Morrison: "We will suspend the rules, if there is no 
objection, and I think there will be none, and proceed to the nomina- 
tion and election of officers and Representatives to the National En- 
campment, As I hear no objection, such a course will now be taken." 

Comrade Sample: "Would it not be wise, inasmuch as we are about 
to proceed to the nomination of officers, that we first take up the can- 
didates for representatives to the National Encampment." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "I think that suggestion of Comrade 
Sample is right, provided the Con:>rades get their tickets ready, and 
then. Commander, those ballots ought to be placed in a box when this 
Department Encampment goes to dinner, so that there will be no 
confusion." 

Commander Morrison: "Nominations for representatives will now 
be handed to the Acting Assistant Adjutant General. They should be 
written on cards giving the names of the Comrades, with Posts and 
the locations of the Posts."

Commander Morrison: "Nominations for Representatives to the Na- 
tional Encampment are now closed. We will now proceed to the nomi- 
nations for oflicers of the Department." 

Nominations are now in order for Department Commander to serve 
for the ensuing year." 

Comrade Wiley, Post 220: "Commander, I take it that my selection 
for the duty I am about to discharge this morning, is by reason of 
fidelity to a beloved Comrade and not from my ability as an orator or 
an advocate. 

"Post 220 sent me here as a delegate to this ristoric and anointed 
spot. I say anointed because the blood of thousands and thousands 
of Union soldiers has been spilt here. The grandest army that was ever 
nvirshalled under the sky of heaven contended here against the foes of 
the Union. It is therefore meet that we should come here upon this 
occasion, to this sacred 'Mecca,' to make a nomination for all the of- 
fices that we hold in our gift. I maintain that whoever is selected here 
as an officer, is decorated with an emblem greater than the Star and 
Garter; more noble than the Iron Cross, and as great as anything man 
was ever decorated with in honor of heroism. We come to you with a 
man whose character is as big as the place we desire that he should 
occupy. We bring to you a Comrade whose interest Is unsurpassed 
in the Grand Army of the Republic. We bring to you a man whose 
15--G. A. R. 
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philanthropy and kindness to all the old soldiers has been marked 
for many years. There have been many occasions where he has 
liberally furnished transportation to Comrades who otherwise would 
have been unable to attend various meetings and Encampments in 
which our Comrades are interested, and many an old heart has 
throbbed with delight and joy to know that he could attend these re- 
unions, when it was utterly impossible for him to do so otherwise. 

"I have the honor to say that the Comrade that I desire to name is 
qualified In every particular for the post of Department Commander. 
He is splendid in organization; he has built up from a small beginning 
a business of the most magnificent proportions, showing conclusively 
that he is able and will give the attention necessary to the perform- 
ance of all the duties that appertain to the office of Department Com- 
mander. 

"I have the honor and pleasure to nominate Comrade Charles Miller, 
of Post 220, for Department Commander." 

Comrade Cumings, Post 311: "I wish to say a word in behalf of that 
great organization of Grand Army men, the Northwestern Association 
of the Department of Pennsylvania, embracing about 100 Posts of this 
Department, and about one-seventh of the total membership of this 
Department, an organization that has existed for fifteen years and has 
kept the camp-fires burning brightly in the Northwest, has kept up 
the interest of our organization so that to-day the morale and enthu- 
siasm of the Grand Army of the Northwest is second to none in any 
part of this State, On behalf of that organization, whose Commander 
for several years Charles Miller was, I rise to second his nomination. 
The success of that organization is in large measure due to the labors 
of Charles Miller. 

"This Department, you will agree with me, needs for its Commander 
a man of high executive ability; a man whose personal character is 
of the best; a man whose general abilities are equal to the dignities 
and magnitude of this organization; a man whose enthusiasm for the 
Grand Army, whose interest in the Grand Army is of the greatest 
measure. Such a man, my Comrades, is Charles Miller. We have tried 
him as a Commander of the Northwestern Association. For many 
years his Post — a Post which according to numbers is not excelled in 
morale and discipline by any Post in the Grand Army— has tried him 
as its Commander, and never found him wanting. 

"This man we bring to you; the Northwestern Association brings him 
to you. He is the candidate of the Northwestern Association. When it 
became time for the Northwestern Association to again ask the com- 
mandership of this Department, the Comrades of that association gath- 
ered together. There was no candidate boomed, but they gathered to- 
gether and looked over their entire membership and wished to select 
the man who would be most valuable to this Department, who would 
honor them and you, and advance the interest of the Grand Army more 
than any other man, and they selected, after careful consideration.

We live beyond the Allegheny 
mountains; Comrade Miller lives in the home of the celebrated chief, 
Cornplanter, who was the friend of General Washington. He lives in 
the very heart of that part of the State that produced great soldiers; 
he lives in the country where twelve regiments of Pennsylvanians were 
enlisted during the Civil War. He lives in that part of the State from 
which two distinguished regiments from Pennsylvania went to the 
war with Spain, and outside of any other consideration, he is a man 
personally fit in time of peace. He is qualified by reason of his ser- 
vice in the army. He is qualified by his business experience, and if 
we get up little troubles anywhere he will bring or send a carload of 
oil down there and just cover them all over with it. I am glad to 
second the nomination." 

Comrade Sample, Post 128: "At a meeting of the delegates of Alle- 
gheny county a resolution was adopted unanimously endorsing the 
candidacy of Comrade Miller, of Post 220. In the same resolution it 
was ordered and directed that I should in their name second his nomi- 
nation for Department Commander at this Encampment. While this 
duty comes to me in obedience to the orders of the delegate from my 
own county, it is also, sir, a matter of personal pleasure. We can t«,ke 
the list of men who have filled the office of Department Commander 
from its inception down to the present time, leaving out the individual 
speaker, and we will place that galaxy of men alongside any others 
who have filled the post of Department Commander all over this broad 
country for worth, for ability, for character, and for earnest interest 
in this organization. When I stand here in obedience to orders and 
second the nomination of Comrade Miller, I know, that when the time 
shall come for him to turn over the badge of authority and again hand 
that flag back to this Department, that it will come back to you just 
as unsullied and with just as much honor attached to it as it came 
back from any man that you have honored with the position of Depart- 
ment Commander. 

Therefore, in the name of the Comrades of the Grand Army from 
Allegheny county, who have never forgotten their duty, nor failed in 
their loyalty to the best interests of this organization, I cheerfully 
second the nomination of Comrade Miller for Department Commander." 

Comrade Knepper, Post 210: "The gentlemen who just spoke said he 
was going to work for Comrade Miller for Commander and that he had 
been instructed by the delegates of Allegheny county to do so. I think 
I could safely speak for all the delegates from Somerset county — for all 
the Comrades of Somerset county, and assure you that each and every 
one of them is willing to vote and work for Comrade Miller, because 
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they also know him. Comrade Miller has never announced himself as 
a candidate, but his friends have announced him as a candidate, and I 
speak here as one of the representatives who believe in him, and I 
therefore rise to second the nomination." 

Comrade Schafer, Post 151: "The Comrade from Somerset gave his 
reasons why he should vote for Comrade Miller, and I will tell you 
my reason, which is this: that he was so liberal to his Post in taking 
it to Philadelphia, and I expect that he will continue his liberality 
and take us all to Chicago. I therefore second the nomination." 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "I move that Comrade Miller be elected 
by acclamation." 

Motion seconded by many Comrades. 

The question being, Shall the motion prevail? It was agreed to. 

Commander Morrison: "The next nomination in order is Senior Vice 
Department Commander." 

Comrade Latta, Post 2: "The Grand Army of the Republic has always 
been wise and apt in selecting those who shall fill its responsible of- 
fices; men of honorable, soldierly record, and I desire to place in nomi- 
nation a Comrade who has been this morning announced to you in the 
report of the Commander of the Department as a Comrade who has 
faithfully, efficiently and wisely discharged the duties of Judge Advo- 
cate of this Department. 

"I desire to place him in nomination because he stands well in the 
community where he is best known, and has been honored and com- 
mended in a community that is noted throughout Pennsylvania as one 
of those to be looked to because of the wisdom of its citizenship and 
because of the honor and morals of its people, of the good old county 
of Indiana, which is the sturdy stronghold of the best of men in 
Western Pennsylvania, where there are so many of the best. 

"I taken pleasure, therefore, in placing in nomination Comrade John 
N. Banks, of Post 28, Indiana, for Senior Vice Commander of this 
Department." 

Comrade Gray, Post 242: "I move that nominations be now closed." 

Comrade Diller, Post 9: "I did intend to present the name of Com- 
rade Hamilton as a candidate for Senior Vice Commander. He is the 
Superintendent of Gettysburg Cemetery, and a man well qualified 
for the ofllce, but we want to be considered as offering everything and 
asking nothing in return on this occasion, therefore I desire to say 
that he will not be presented." (Applause.) 

Commander Morrison: "I understand, then, that the name of Com- 
rade Hamilton is withdrawn as a candidate." 

Comrade Diller, Post 9: "We will not present a candidate, and I now 
move that we proceed to the election of Senior Vice Department Com- 
mander by acclamation." 

Motion seconded by several Comrades. 

The question being, 'Shall the motion prevail? It was agreed to. 

Commander Morrison: "All in favor of the election of Comrade Banks 
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for Senior Vice Commander will signify it by saying aye; contrary 
no. The ayes have it and it is so ordered. 
"Next in order is the election of Junior Vice Department Commander." 
Comrade Chidsey, Post 217: "I rode on our Gettysburg trolley car line 
yesterday, and when we reached our destination the conductor said: 
'Devil's Den on the left; Asbury Park on the right.' A number on thfe 
car said, 'You are right, every time.' Some one said Billy Parks on 
the right.' There may be some here who would like to have me an- 
swer the question, 'Who is Billy Parks?' When the war of '61 was 
half over he was a boy of fifteen years old, and managed to get into a 
regiment, and his father, at an expense of $300, with the assistance 
of the court, managed to get him out. A year after that, when he was 
only sixteen, he was free to go with his father's consent, and he en- 
listed in a Philadelphia regiment. EYom that time to this 'Billy* Parks 
has been a continuous performer in military duty and Grand Army duty, 
and I have the honor of presenting the Commander of Lafayette Post 
217, of Easton, William R. Parks, as a candidate for Junior Vice De- 
partment Commander. He will bring to the service comparative youth, 
energy, industry, faithfulness, a great big heart, and as a Grand 
Army man a very Hercules in the performance of duty. I nominate for 
the office of Junior Vice Department Commander, William R. Parks, of 
Post 217, Easton." 

Comrade Price, Post 465: "I second the nomination." 

Comrade Thos. J. Stewart, Post 11: "I move that we elect him by 
acclamation." 

Motion seconded by several Comrades and agreed to. 

Commander Morrison: "All in favor of Comrade William R. Parks, 
of Post 217, for Junior Vice Commander, signify the same by saying 
aye; contrary no. It is agreed to." ; 

Commander Morrison: "The election of a Chaplain is next in order." 

Numerous Comrades named the present Chaplain, Rev. John W. Say- 
ers. Post No. 16, Reading, and there was a chorus of seconds for the - 
nomination. 

Department Commander Morrison: "It is moved by all the Comrades, 
and seconded by all the Comrades, that Rev. John W. Sayers be re- 
elected Department Chaplain. All in favor of that motion say aye; 
contrary no. Unanimously agreed to." 

Commander Morrison: "Nominations for the Council of Administra- 
tion are next in order." 

The Acting Assistant Adjutant General: "There are five to be elected." 

Commander Morrison: "Nominations are now in order for the Depart- 
ment Council of Administration." 

The following Comrades were placed in nomination for members of 
the Department Council of Administration: 

William J. Wray, Post 2, Philadelphia. 

Harvey Miller, Post 55, Frankford. 

Geoige J. Swartz, Post 46, Philadelphia.

Agreed to. 

Comrade Morrison: "Comrade Gobin having declined to serve on the 
special committee on the Chester Springs Soldiers' Orphans* School, I 
have appointed in his place, Comrade Rev. John W. Sayers." 

Report of Committee on the Department Inspector's Report read by 
Comrade H. H. Bengough, Chairman, as follows: 



Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment, 
Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic, 
Gettysburg, June 6, 1900. 
Thomas J. Stewart, Acting Assistant Adjutant General: 

Comrade: The Committee on Report of Department Inspector, Chas. 
A. Suydam, has given careful examination of the matters presented 
by him and ofters as follows: 

That after a careful examination of the report submitted by Comrade 
Suydam it is the pleasure of the Committee to commend him in the 
highest terms for zealous and intelligent work for the best interests 
of the Department. His suggestion for county reunions of the Vet- 
erans of 1861 to 1866 in the form of picnic or harvest home under the 
management of the Posts in their several counties is timely and worthy 
of consideration; and his allusion to the benefits to be derived by 
Posts from the re-election of good officers merits thoughtful attention. 
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The Committee compliments Comrade Suydam for his magrnificent 
work and splendid report as Department Inspector and urges every 
Comrade to read carefully that report.

Comrade Druckemiller, Post 484: I move that the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Report of the Department Inspector be adopted with the 
recommendations contained therein." 

Motion seconded. 

Commander Morrison: "You have heard the motion. All in favor say 
aye; contrary no. It is so ordered." 

Commander Morrison: "The Soldiers' Orphans' School children from 
the Industrial School at Scotland will be here to-morrow and the mem- 
bers of the Commission are now appointed a committee to receive the 
school children and the faculty when they reach Gettysburg-." 

Chaplain Sayers announced a song service at the rostrum in the 
cemetery to which all Comrades were invited. 

Commander Morrison: "I have been requested to announce that the 
old 'Pennsylvania Reserves,' who fought the war to a successful close, 
will also hold a meeting at the rostrum this afternoon.' 

Department Commander Morrison retired from the Chair at this time 
and the Senior Vice Department Commander Hall took the Chair. 

Comrade Cumings, Post 311, Chairman of the Committee on Depart- 
ment Commander's Address, presented the report of the conamittee as 
follows: 



Gettysburg, June 6, 1900. 
Thomas J. Stewart, Acting Assistant Adjutant General: 

Comrade: The committee to which was referred the Report of the 
Department* Commander, respectfully reports that the statistics of 
membership and of finance, of the organization, develop the fact that 
although the surrounding conditions render it practically impossible to 
increase the aggregate of membership, still, the proportion of decrease 
having been so manifestly diminished, it is evident that similar meth- 
ods, if used in the future, will largely prevent decrease, by the mus- 
tering of the many still outside and who, by all the traditions of the 
soldier, should be Comrades and in touch to-day with the great princi- 
ples which underlie our life, as in the? great conflict they were in touch 
with us, in valor and consecrated patriotism. That, the economies 
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practiced during his administration, resulting in so large a balance 
on the credit side of the books, should be and can be continued. This 
result, evidencing the business loyalty of the past year, should, it is 
suggested, be a guide for the future, especially in the disbursement of 
the funds of the Department. 

It is the sentiment of this Encampment that this system of careful 
expenditure and rigid economy should not be relaxed. 

We recognize the great importance of the suggestion of the Com- 
mander relative to the formation of Picket Posts, and recommend the 
adoption of the recommendation in his report, but deem it wise, if it 
be possible, that the committee to be appointed shall report to this 
encampment. 

It would seem to be just and eminently proper to emphasize that 
portion of his report which refers to the duty incumbent on Post Com- 
manders and Representatives, to take back to their respective Posts 
the essence of the legislation of the Encampment, .and to read or have 
read in the Musters the reports of the various officers, thus dissemmi- 
nating a general intelligence of the work, and interesting the Com- 
rades in matters outside the narrow limits of the Post room, thus 
helping them to realize the honor of membership in the organization, 
including within its borders not the Post alone, but as well the Depart- 
ment, and the entire country. 

The matters of the Soldiers' Home at Erie, and the Soldier's Orphan 
Schools have received careful and thoughtful attention. These two 
helps to the old soldier and his children, originating from a desire to 
honestly, conscientiously and properly care for both, are certainly in 
the care and custody of the Grand Army, which, through its appointed 
representatives, is to be commended on their success, but condemned 
as well for dereliction or careless performance of duty. It is therefore 
a matter for congratulation that their present condition merits such 
words of recognition and appreciation. 

The many evidences of wise leadership, of intelligent conception of 
duty, of loyal acceptance of grave responsibility and of careful and 
conscientious performance of the same, coupled with a business ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the organization, merit the strongest 
expression of approval and that in a manner more practical and con- 
crete than could be this report alone; your committee therefore recom- 
mends the appointment by the incoming Commander of a special com- 
mittee, empowered and directed to select and present to Comrade 
Morrison a testimonial which may properly recognize his valuable ser- 
vices to the Department.

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Comrade Stevens, Post 139: "I move that we accept the report of the 
Committee on the Department Commander's address, and that the 
recommendations therein contained be adopted." 

Senior Vice Commander Hall: "It is moved that the report of the 
Committee on the Address of the Department Commander be received 
and the recommendations adopted; is the motion seconded?" 

Comrade Thos. J. Stewart: "I second the motion." 

The question being, Shall the motion prevail?- It was agreed to. 

Comrade Kishpaugh, Post 58: "I move that we now proceed to fix 
the place of the next meeting of this Encampment." 

Motion seconded by several Comrades. 

Commander Morrison resumed the Chair: "All in favor of proceeding 
to the selection of the place of meeting for the next Department En- 
campment will signify it by saying aye; contrary no]" and it was so 
ordered. 

"Nominations for the next place of meeting are now in order." 

Comrade Sample, Post 128: "I rise, sir, at the request of the Com- 
rades of Post 16 to extend an invitation to this Encampment to meet 
in Reading. Now, we have come to Gettysburg and I know we will all 
want to come back here again in a year or so, because we find they 
have all the facilities for a place of meeting, but I think we ought to' 
take the Encampment around to the different cities in order to keep alive 
the interest that is necessary to make the Grand Army prominent be- 
fore the people of this State, for one reason, and another reason is, 
that we ought to locate it so that the Comrades can conveniently attend. 

All the requirements of the Council of Administration will be com- 
plied with if Reading is selected for the place of the next encampment. 
We have practically for the last two or three years been at no expense 
for the place of meeting, and Reading will do its part in this respect, 
and all other expenses will be provided for. I therefore nominate 
Reading as the next place of meeting." 

Commander Morrison: "Reading has been nominated." 

A Comrade: I second the nomination. 

Comrade Diller, Post 9: "I move that Gettysburg be selected again, 
as I said here a little while ago, I repeat now, we withdrew our candi- 
date because we did not wish to ask anything in that line, but I do not 
think that any place has the same interest to the Comrades that Gettys- 
burg has. As you know, the battlefield is now under the direction 
of the Secretary of War, and many of the Comrades that met here 
this year will come next year and find so much change in the beauti- 
fying of the field that they will feel repaid for another visit to Gettys- 
burg, and I hope that the Comrades will feel disposed to come here 
again." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "In the Grand Army work in our 
county there is hardly ever a move made in the interest of the organiza- 
tion that you do not find Comrade Sample and myself shoulder to 
shoulder in the work, and from the fact that some years ago because 
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of false information received I opposed the Department Encampment 
coming to Gettysburg, I think it but fair now that I should retract 
wtoat I then said and believed to be true (for I said some pretty 
pointed things), and from all that has occurred in connection with this 
Department Encampment, I believe it would be wise for us to come 
back here next year. 

*'I am certain that when Comrades who have never been here before — 
and a very large number here this time were never here before — visit 
this historic field, that they will have a grand, good time, and if the 
next Department Encampnient is held here, I believe this meeting will 
be nothing to what the next will be. I therefore second the nomination 
of Gettysburg." 

Comrade Shafer, Post 151; "I was under the impression that another 
section of our State would be named here for the next Encampment. 
Now I favor Reading, and I think we ought to go from place to place, 
so that we may get acquainted with each other, and fn that good, old 
German city, I am sure the Comrades would enjoy themselves. 
Why, they have some of the finest beer in the State there. Some 
of the western Comrades have been talking of Bradford, but it is too 
near to Pittsburgh, and I favor Reading, and hope it will be selected.'* 

Commander Morrison: "Permit me to interrupt the proceedings for a 
minute. I find that we have the Department Commander-Elect, Com- 
rade Charles Miller, Post 220, present with us, and we want to see him 
on the platform. Comrade Wiley, will you bring Comrade Miller here 
with you?" 

At the request of the Department Commander, Comrade Wiley es- 
corted Comrade Miller, Department Commander-Elect, to a seat upon 
the platform. All the Comrades in the Encampment rose as the De- 
partment Commander-Elect came upon the platform. 

Comrade McKnight, Post 242: "While not a Methodist, I rather 
agree with Comrade Sample; I am in favor of itineracy. I v/anted 
some of you to come to Brookville; that is one of the best places in 
Pennsylvania, but we also have Reynoldsville and Punxsutawney. 
Every Comrade here wants to come to one of these places in the near 
future. I do not believe in a Methodist preacher staying five years in 
a place because I think he loses his usefulness, and I do not believe in 
the Grand Army staying five or six years in a place. You know the 
most of the Comrades are not overburdened with money because most 
of them only get from four to six dollars a month pension. I love Get- 
tysburg, her citizens and her soldiers, and am proud of the great 
battle that was fought here; but Comrades, if L-ee had got up into 
Jefferson county he would never have got away. I therefore favor Com- 
rade Sample's idea of going to Reading, and after a while come up over 
the Allegheny mountains to Brookville." 

Comrade Hine, Post 229, DuBois: "In regard to going to Brookville, I 
am happy to tell this organization that DuBois has ample facilities 
both in the way of railroad and hotel accommodations, and everything 
of that kind; whereas, if we went to Brookville it would be utterly 
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impossible to get in there in any other way than on a wheelbarrow, for 
there is only one little one-horse railroad to that place, and that is on 
the three-and-a-half-cent-a-mile order, while in DuBois we have the 
competition of all the great lines of railroad in Pennsylvania. We have 
in our little mining city over 12,000 inhabitants with all the facilities 
necessary for holding an encampment of the Grand Army, and it has 
been our intention to invite you to come to DuBois, and if you will 
come there, I can assure all the Comrades thai we will give them one 
of the heartiest receptions they ever experienced, and one which they 
will not soon forget." 

Comrade Boyle, Post 215: I would like to make a suggestion to the 
Comrade from Brookville. If he will send down to Philadelphia and get 
such a Methodist preacher as 'Johnny' Sayers, he will want him to 
stay forever, but if he fails in that, if he will send down to Pittsburgh, 
I will guarantee him that he will get Methodist preachers that he will 
never want to have go away at all." 

"I am in favor of holding the encampment here in Gettysburg next 
year. I say that for this reason: Those who have come here and have 
vvritnessed what has been presented to them, have taken into their 
thought something that they can take home and can give it to those at 
home in such a way that it will awaken a desire on the part of the old 
Comrades to come and view this battlefield, and if the Encampment 
comes here next year, it will give them an excellent opportunity to 
do it." 

Comrade Jones, Post 191: "We have been royally treated here in 
Gettysburg, and there is no place in our State that offers the same 
inducements and there can be no place in the State that has the same In- 
terest as Gettysburg, and the difference in the fare to Reading is a mat- 
ter of some consideration. There is no place where we can bring our 
wives, our daughters, our neighbors and our friends, iu which they 
will feel the same interest as they will here. I hope that all the Com- 
rades will vote for Gettysburg." 

Comrade Coll, Post 157: "I am in favor of coming back to Gettysburg 
and I want to say that I am in favor of Gettysburg because it is a 
place that I like to come to, and our delegations are in favor of 
Gettysburg. They withdrew the name of their candidate for Senior 
Vice Department Commander, and they are offering us all we want 
here, and I therefore am heartily in favor of Gettysburg next year." 

Comrade Coleman, Post 16: "I wish to express myself as in favor 
of our return to Gettysburg, although we would all like to see you in 
Reading." 

Comrade Grim, Post 21: If I wanted to create an inspiration that 
would stir these old, gray-headed heroes up to defend this country, I 
do not know where I could find a spot more appropriate than amidst 
these beautiful monuments of Gettysburg. I find that when you con- 
sider the question as to the personal pleasure of the Comrades and for 
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the advancement of the Grand Army of the Republic the enthusiasm is 
far greater when the name of Gettysburg: is mentioned, than when 
Reading is named, and it seems to me, Comrades, that from every other 
consideration besides that of personal pleasure, I would like to come 
to Gettysburg almost every day in the year. As I said, among these 
monuments that perpetuate the memory of perhaps the greatest battle of 
the woi;ld, where the greatest glory was won, and where the tide of 
rebellion was stayed we all enjoy ourselves; but there are other 
things to be considered beside personal pleasure, and the attractions 
of this battlefield; on our hillsides and our mountain tops, and in our 
valleys are the Comrades that participated in this great oattle, and I 
think we ought to go among them, and you will find them upon the 
hills of Reading, therefore I am willing to throw aside my personal 
feeling. My mother said to me as she went down in the sunset of life: 
'There is one place that I want to go before I die, and that is Gettys- 
burg,' but I am willing to throw that aside and go into the hillsides 
of Reading, that we may again enthuse those old men and stir their 
hearts by enabling them to meet their old Comrades and friends." 

Commander Morrison: "I understand that Comrade Coleman with- 
drew Reading." 

A Comrade: "I move that Gettysburg be selected by acclamation as 
the place for our next meeting." 

Commander Morrison: "If there is no objection w^e will select Get- 
tysburg as the next place of meeting by acclamation." 

"There being no objection, all in favor of Gettysburg for the next 
Encampment will say aye; contrary no." It was so ordered. 



Comrade Thos. Cummings, Chairman, presented the report of the 
Committee on the Report of the Assistant Adjutant General, as fol- 
lows: 

Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment, 
Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic, 
Gettysburg, June 6th, 19C0. 
J. F. Morrison, Department Commander: 

Comrade: The Committee on the Report of the Assistant Adjutant 
General presents the following summary: 

The report as presented has been carefully considered. The intro- 
ductory figures, showing the gains and losses for the year ending De- 
cember 31, last, w^hile they show a diminution in numbers, are still 
gratifying, from the fact that during the last six months of 1899, the 
net loss was but forty per cent, of that of the preceding .term. The 
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Department is to be congratulated on this favorable condition and the 
Committee suggests that the means used to bring about such a result, 
be coutinued in operation by the incoming administration. 

The recommendation of the report that hereafter Comrades of this 
Department who may be members of the National Encampment shall 
register their names, with the addresses they may have in the city 
where such Encampment is held, is approved. Much time and labor can 
be saved the Department Officers when they are advised as to where to 
send communications to those Comrades who may represent the De- 
partment. 

The further recommendation that the historic building in Philadelphia, 
occupied as Department Headquarter, should be made a grand mu- 
seum, is worthy of thoughtful consideration, and should commend 
itself lo Comrades and to others who have, or may come into posses- 
sion of articles of Grand Army interest and value, or relics of the Was 
of Rebellion. 

The criticism concerning the neglect, seemingly willful, of some Posts 
officers, is well founded, and some corrective means should be taken for 
the prevention of its continuance, and which will preclude its repeti- 
tion. Inasmuch as the Council of Administration has full jurisdiction 
over such matters, it is deemed proper to leave this in its hands, with 
the suggestion of your committee. 

The committee concurs with Comrade Yohn in his statement that he 
gave "the full measure of his ability to every need of the Department." 

For the good work he has done as an official, and aa a Comrade of the 
organization he is entitled to the thanks of this Encampment in recog- 
nition thereof.

We want to be here during the transaction of 
the business of the Encampment, and after looking over the ground 
this morning it is almost sure that the business of this Encampment, 
if we do it properly, can all be transacted at or before to-morrow noon, 
and I think that we ought to have a short session this afternoon. I 
therefore move that when this Encampment adjourns that it adjourns 
to meet at 2 o'clock, and that we get through our business as rapidly 
as possible and then adjourn for the afternoon." 

Comrade Sample: "Well, we are here for business. I have a pocket 
full of business with the Committee on Resolutions; I am also interested 
in the committee to appear before the Department Chaplain; there are 
other Comrades here interested in the same thing. These committees 
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you have ordered to report at a certain time, and it is unfair to us to 
go on and do the business of which we do not know anything. I trust if 
there is to be an adjournment it will be until to-morrow morning:, and 
to six o'clock, if necessary, or eight o'clock, and then come here and 
get away before noon,** 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "I withdraw the motion just made. I 
want to make my motion, at the suggestion of Comrade Sample, that 
when this Encampment adjourns to-day, that it adjourns until eight 
o'clock in the morning."

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The Acting Assistant Adjutant General read the report of the Cum- 
mittee on the report of the Council of Administration as follows: 

Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment, 
Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic, 
Gettysburg, June 6th, 1900. 

Thomas J. Stewart, Acting Assistant Adjutant General: 

Comrade: The Committee to which was referred the report of the 
Council of Administration begs to submit: 

Careful consideration has been given to the report, which is one 
of the most important presented to the Encampment. The details from 
which the report was made are found in the well kept minutes of the 
twelve monthly meetings of the Council , held on fixed and regular dates. 

Tlie continuation of the system of deposit of Department funds in 
bank, and the voucher plan of drawing on these funds is highly en- 
dorsed. It will be well, perhaps, to repeat here, that the money is 
deposited and held in bank, not to the credit of any officer or offi- 
cers, but to the credit of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army 
of the Republic, and that no amount can be withdrawn therefrom until 
after the voucher-check has been certified that it is drawn by order of 
the Council of Administration, has been signed by the Department 
Commander, Assistant Adjutant General, Assistant Quarter Master 
General, and the party to whom it is made payable. 

The recommendation of the Council that there should be no divided 
responsibility, in the occupancy of the rooms granted by the city of 
Philadelphia for the use of the Grand Army of the Republic, is heartily 
concurred in, and the committee recommends that the approval of this 
Encampment be given thereto, and that all matters relating to any oc- 
cupancy of Headquarters rooms shall be referred to the Council of Ad- 
ministration, and its decision, on approval by the Department Com- 
mander, to be final. 

The admonition of the Council regarding the husbanding of fundt 
should be regarded. While the Department in the past five years has 
accumulated a balance in bank, the yearly losses from the only practical 
source of revenue, per capita tax, are rapidly growing greater, the 
funds on hand having been created by cutting down expenses. In 1895 
per capita tax received was $7,483.75; in 1896 it was $7,108.90; in 1897, 
$6,688.90; in 1898, $6,321.80, and for 1899, $5,944.00, a falling ofC of $1,509.75 
from receipts of 1895 and of amounts ranging between $1,114.90 in 1896, 
to $327.80 in 1899. 

Prior to 1895 salaries averaged $3,000 per year, printing $1,100; rent, 
$900; postage, $600. The removal of Headquarters to Independence 
Hall, the reduction of salaries and printing bills, the reorganization 
of the methods of the Council at that date, have gradually reduced 
fixed charges; the care, heating and lighting of the rooms to $400; sal- 
aries to $1,200; postage to $300; printing to $600, have brought about 
the present and necessary condition of the treasury. 
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The plan of having the place at which the Annual Encampment is 
held paying the necessary and proper expenses, including cost of dele- 
gate badges, rent of halls for sessions of encampment and camp fires, 
printing, the hotel bills of Department officers, and other minor 
charges incident thereto, should be added to the items of economy. 

The Council of Administration reiterates its recommendations of a year 
ago, regarding this feature and the Committee heartily concurs, being 
assured that the profits on the money spent in any place having the 
Encampment are far in excess of the cost of providing as above. 

It agrees also in the recommendation that design and character of 
Representatives' badge should be submitted for approval of the Council. 

Aside for the sentiment of entertaining the Department Encamp- 
ment, any town or city, with sufficient accommodations, wou^d reap 
financial advantages in having the Encampment held within its bor- 
ders. 

The reference to Grant's Log Cabin, now in Fairmount Park, Phila- 
delphia, is thoroughly satisfactory. 

Commendation is likewise due to the Council for securing from the 
authorities of Philadelphia the use of additional rooms to accommodate 
the growing needs of Department Headquarters.' 

The ornamentation of the asesmbly and office rooms at Headquarters 
with the heroic statues of soldier and sailor, (and statuettes of the 
same), which adorned the columns of the Avenue of Fame, and the 
addition to the .walls of pictures of historic value, are heartily approved. 

The committee deems it proper to call attention to the fact that the 

new Headquarters fiags ordered at our previous Encampment to be 

* 
procured, were secured without expense to the Department; liberal 

minded Comrades and other citizens contributing, not only for the 
flags, but for decorating Headquarters during the National Encamp- 
ment. 

The action of the committee In presenting a testimonial to Comrade 
George G. Plerle, 4Dhief of the Bureau of City Property of Philadelphia, 
was a gracious compliment, well bestowed, and is commended by the 
committee. 

The mention of the fact that through the efforts of Headquarters, fifty 
horses, fully equipped, were furnished free of cost for the parade in 
Philadelphia, and that the entire expense to the Department, for its 
participation In the Thirty-third National Encampment, were only 
$33.50, Is deemed by the Committee to be proper Information, and those 
concerned In the movement accomplishing this result deserve to be 
highly complimented. 

The committee expresses Its praise not only for the admirable report 
of the Council of Administration but also for the splendid work accom- 
plished during the year.

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Comrade T. J. Stewart: " I move the adoption of the report of this 
committee." 

The motion being seconded, it was agreed to. 

Comrade Cumings, Post 311: "I notice that this report refers to a cer- 
tain law or custom, that has grown up in this Department, that the 
expenses of the Annual Encampment shall be borne by the town that 
entertains the Encampment. I would like to ask whether in the case 
of Gettysburg that has been done for next year." 

Commander Morrison: "The Commander is assured by the Council 
of Administration that it has been done. We have just voted to have 
the encampment here next year; that certain expenses shall be met 
by the town is a prerequisite, as I understand it, and the assurance is 
that th^ expenses will be paid." 

Comrade T. J. Stewart: "It is not only a prerequisite, for the report 
also says that it is a matter of economy." 

Commander Morrison: "As I understood the report, if the expenses 
are .not guaranteed, the Council of Administration has the right to 
change the place." 

Comrade Bengough, Post 157: "When I seconded the motion to hold 
the Encampment at Gettysburg, I distinctly understood that they 
would do for the encampment next year what they have done this 
time. 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "The report of the Assistant Quartermaster 
General and Council of Administration shows that we have a cash bal- 
ance of over $8,000, and while it is not a large sum of money, it is too 
large a sum to have deposited, in a bank for current expenditures. In 
other words, it is a larger working capital than we need at this time, 
and I feel that we should get more interest upon it than we get at 
this time. The Council of Administration might hesitate as to the 
investment to be made of a portion of this money, and for the purpose, 
of giving them authority to act, I desire to move that the Council of 
Administration be authorized to invest in the name of the Department 
Commander and his successor $5,000 in a first mortgage. My reason for 
that is this: We get two per cent, interest on this deposit; with proper 
care we can secure a first class mortgage; it is difficult, I know, but it 
can be done, and such a mortgage can be had at 5 per cent., which 
would make a difference of 3 per cent, or $150 a year. If that is prop- 
erly looked after it will be a perfectly safe investment. You cannot 
get government bonds because they are too high priced, and the next 
best thing is a first class mortgage; therefore, I repeat my motion 
that the Council of Administration be authorized to find such a mort- 
gage and to invest $5,000 of this money in the name of the Department 
Commander and his successor." 

Comrade Wray, Post 2: "General Wagner, I would like to ask a 
question; you have specified a certain investment. The city of Phila- 
delphia is about to float a very large loan. Can you give any informa- 
tion about what the interest will be on that loan? 
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Comrade Wagner: "As Chairman of the Sinking Fund Commission 
of the city that is a matter that has received considerable consideration. 
The last loan that the city of Philadelphia put upon the market was 
sold at a rate of interest of two and ninety-five one-hundredths per 
cent. We think we can get it at this time for about two and eighty-five 
one-hundredths." 

Comrade McKnight, Post 242: "I will vote against that. I am not in 
favor of Posts taking mortgages for their funds. It is a slow process 
oftentimes to collect a mortgage. Some of these keen lawyers might 
charge ten per cent, for collecting it. Two per cent, is plenty and it is 
secure and we can get it any day. I know that the simplest way to 
handle individual orphans' funds and widows' funds and society funds 
is to do it just in the way it is being done now; then you have the 
money always at hand; but if you put it out in mortgages and large 
amounts, you have sometimes a devil of a time to get it." 

Comrade Wagner: "Simply a moment in reply. There are mortgagee 
and mortgages; but mortgages are permitted even as trust funds by 
the courts of the State. Certainly upon improved property in a good 
neighborhood, in a good city, not necessarily in Philadelphia, but else- 
where, the investment would be perfectly secure. Such mortgages 
are hard to get, I know, but they can be gotten, and it is certainly a 
better thing than to permit $8,000 to lie in any bank at two per cent, sub- 
ject to demands w^hich are a continual temptation. 

"This money is deposited in the bank of which I am president and 
is perfectly good; but here we are, the representatives of the Grand 
Army of this Department, and we should get the largest possible in- 
terest for the sake of accumulation. Of course, we must carefully con- 
sider the safety of the investment, and then consistently with safety, 
the largest amount of interest which can be Secured." 

Comrade McKnight, Post 242: "I think we ought to have the money 
and keep the money where we can put our hands on it at any time, and 
if we tie it up in a mortgage we may find it difficult to collect it when 
it is needed." (Cries of question, question.) 

The motion of Comrade Wagner having been seconded, and the ques- 
tion being. Shall the motion prevail? It was agrreed to. 

Comrade Rowe, Post 809, Chambersburg. "I do not- find any fault with 
the vote that has just been taken giving power to the Council of Ad- 
ministration to invest the money, but I do wish to inquire whether 
there is not a treasurer of the Encampment who is under bonds, or 
whether there is any officer under bonds who keeps the moneys and se- 
curities of this Department, because you have now ordered that a 
mortgage be taken in the name of the* Commander and his successor, 
but the Commander is not a corporation, and if you have a treasurer, 
the Council of Administration might properly have a mortgage made in 
the name of the treasurer who is under bond and that would provide 
proper security." 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "That is a matter for the Judge Advocate." 
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Comrade Sample: "I now renew my motion to take a recess until 
to-morrow morning at 8 o'clock." 

The motion having been seconded, it was agreed to, and the En- 
campment iwas adjourned until to-morrow morning at 8 o'clock. 



During the session of the Encampment a parade, previously ar- 
ranged for, was formed at the Eagle Hotel, under the command of 
Hon. Theo. McAllister, which proceeded to the National Cemetery and 
countermarched to place of formation. In the parade and among other 
music in line, was the Carlisle Indian Band. The Posts from Chambers- 
burg, Hanover, Carlisle and Gettysburg, with delegations and Com- 
rades from Posts from all parts of the State participated and were re- 
viewed by Comrade and Governor Stone and other State official?. 
^The afternoon was spent in trips to points of interest over the field 
and in participation in the service of song, which was continued from 
Tuesday afternoon. Great throngs of Comrades and others were pres- 
ent and it was pronounced to have been one of the best services ever 
held in Gettysburg. Comrade Rev. John W. Sayers, Department Chap- 
lain, had charge. 

The "Pennsylvania Reserves" met also in the Cemetery during the 
afternoon and elected officers for the ensuing year. 

In the evening the Woman's Relief Corps and the Ladies of the G. 
A. R., respectively, held receptions in their Headquarters at the Eagle 
Hotel, both of which were largely and pleasantly attended. 

A camp fire was organized by some Comrades in the court house, and 
although entirely impromptu, was thoroughly enjoyable; the court 
house on this occasion was literally packed, as were the two receptions 
as above.

Headquarters, at Fifth and Chestnut streets, Philadelphia, upon the fourth (4th) 
Tuesday evening of each and every month, trusting that this our prayer and pe- 
tition will receive your most favorable consideration and that our request will be 
granted. 

"The committee reports negatively, Inasmuch as the Council of Ad- 
ministration must necessarily pass on matters relating to occupancy of 
Department Headquarters rooms." 

Commander Morrison: "If there are no objections to the action of 
the committee, its report will be considered as adopted. Hearing no 
objection, the report is declared adopted." 

Resolution No. 2, offered by Comrade Schwartz, of Post No. 46, and 
others : 

Whereas, It is a well known fact that there are two fraternal organizations of 
women deeply and most zealously Interested in the work of fraternity, charity and 
loyalty, and the welfare of the Grand Army of the Republic; one known as the 
"Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic" and the other as the "Woman's Re- 
lief Corps." both of which are engaged In a noble and patriotic work for the relief 
of our suffering comrades and their widows and orphans, and likewise providing 
comfortable homes for our destitute and needy Comrades and their wives, and the 
widows, mothers, sisters and orphans of our Comrades who died that this nation 
might live, and also such of our loved ones as we may leave behind us. who other- 
wise might become destitute and dependent upon a cold and perhaps uncharitable 
people. 

Whereas, There have t»een established and located in the State of Pennsylvania, 
by these loyal and truly patriotic women three most worthy and much needed In- 
stitutions, of which one is located at Brook ville. Pa., under the management of 
the Woman's Relief Corps; one located at Hawkins Station, near Pittsburgh, under 
the general management of the Department of Pennsylvania Ladies of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and lately destroyed by fire, and one located at Philadelphia. 
Pa., under the care and careful management of the ladies and Comrades of the (5rand 
.A.rmy of the Republic of Philadelphia and vicinity, and known as the "Aged Veteran 
anil Wife Home of the Grand Army of the Republic, all of which are worthy of our 
devotion, influence, support and fraternal consideration; 

Whereas, The Legislature of Pennsylvania has most generously made an annual 
ai propriatlon of $2,500.00 to each of these homes towards their sustenance, and as this 
amount has proven to be inadequate for the support of these mcst worthy and 
needed charitable instituticns, founded for the purpose of keeping out of the alms- 
house those of our Comrades and their loved ones who have met with misfortune, and 
likewise prevent separation of man and wife in their declining years, finally It was 
unanimously agreed at a stated meeting of the Advisory Council of the Home for 
Aged Veteran and Wife of G. A. R., located at Sixty-fifth and Vine streets, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., held upon the evening of this date to appoint a committee of five 
. Comrades, who were elected representatives, to properly bring this most worthy 
matter before this Encampment, and 'present to your honorable body the following 
resolution for your most favorable and fraternal consideration: 

Resolved, That the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, 
does hereby most fully and fraternally recognize each of these fraternal organizations 
of patriotic women as auxiliary of this Department of Pennsylvania. G. A. R., 
without any distinction whatsoever, and that this Department shall render them all 
the aid, support and influence in its power, to more fully further and encourage 
their progress, In this the good loyal and patriotic work that they are now en- 
gaged in. 

Resolved, That this Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment of the Department of 
Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, does hereby authorize the appointment 
of a standing committee of nine Comrades, three to be from the locality of each of 
these institutions; said committee to have charge and to look after the interest of 
these three homes, in the matter of securing suitable and sufflcient appropriations 
b.v the State Legislature for the general maintenance of the said Institutions 
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Resolved, That the said committee shall be authorized to draft a bill to be pre- 
sented to the next State Legislature asking for an annual appropriation of ten 
thousand ($10,OC(0) dollars to be made to each of these most deserving and worthy- 
institutions for the adequate support of the same, and that the committee be in- 
vested with all the influence and power of this Department, in order to assist it 
in obtaining this much needed appropriation. 

Finally trusting that these resolutions will receive your most careful and earnest 
fraternal consideration and final approval. 

"It appearing to your committee that the organizations mentioned in 
the resolution have not joined in the request therein contained, the com- 
mittee recommends a non-concurrence in the same." 

Commander Morrison: "You have heard the report of the committee 
as read. If there is no objection, it will be adopted. As I hear no ob- 
jection, the report is adopted." 

Resolution No. 3, presented by Comrade Kuebler, Post 174: 

Resolved, By the Annual Encampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, held 
at Gettysburg, June 4th to 9th; that, to perpetuate the noble institution of the 
G. A. R., the Delegates to the National Encampment be directed to advocate in said 
Encampment, the adoption of an amendment rendering all honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors of all wars subsequent to the Rebellion eligible to membership 
in the G. A. R. 

Your committee unanimously reports adversely to the same. 

Commander Morrison: "If there are no objections the report of the 
committee will be considered adopted. Hearing no objections, it is 
adopted." 

Resolution No. 4, presented by Comrade Chas. H. Hall, Senior Vice 
Department Commander: 

Resolved, That at all future Encampments of the Department of Pennsylvania, 
parades be dispensed with. 

•The committee believes that this Encampment has no power to act 
in the premises and therefore reports adversely. 

Commander Morrison: "If there are no objections, the report of the 
committee will be considered as adopted. Hearing no objections, it is 
adopted." 

Resolution No. 5, from Comrade Tressler, Post 197: 

Whereas, There Is a- growing tendency to desecrate Memorial Day by the young 
people of Pennsylvania by playing base ball and in other ways which detract from 
the observance of the day in a proper manner; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the officers elected at this Encampment shall through General Orders 
urge each Post to send a petition to the next Legislature to pass a stringent law, 
prohibiting such games on Memorial Day. 

Your Committee reports adversely to the same. 

Commander Morrison: "If there are no objections, the report of the 
committee upon this resolution will be adopted. Hearing no objections, 
the report is adopted." 

Resolution No. 6. Presented by Comrade Craig (A. Q. M. G.), for 
forty-four Posts in Philadelphia and vicinity. 
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Whereas, Certain ladies in Germantown, Philadelphia, are agritating the project of 
l>etitlcnlng the Secretary of War for permission to erect a monument to the Con- 
federate dead in the National Cemetery at Germantown; And 

Whereas, We believe that the National cemeteries should be preserved exclusively 
as memorials for those who lost their lives in defence of their country; Therefore, 
be it 

Resolved. That the Department of Pennsylvania. Grand Army of the Republic, 
enters an earnest protest against the project above named. 

Because, while some may believe it proper to erect monuments to the memory 
of those who lost their lives in an unparalleled effort to destroy the Union, yet 
those who sympathize with the cause which cost so much blood and treasure, should 
select a more suitable place for such monument than the spot where lie the bodies 
of hundreds of Union soldiers who gave up their lives in support of one flag and one 
country. 

Because the National cemeteries are sacred to the dead soldiers of the Republic; 
there, at least, should be preserved not only the memory of the soldier who fought, 
but of the cause for which he died. No flag should be allowed to fly there except 
the flag of the Union, and no monument or Inscriptions permitted which are not in 
honor of that flag and its defenders. 

Because we believe that projects such as contemplated by these Germantown ladies, 
work serious injury to the country by needlessly stirring up the dying embers of 
sectional strife. No Union soldiers would think of asking permission to erect Na- 
tional monuments in cemeteries set apart for the Confederate dead. The war of the 
rebellion is over, the Southern people who engaged in it have been forgiven, the flag 
is the flag of all, and the country is the country of all; yet thinking people cannot 
forget that the Confederate soldiers fought to destroy the Republic and that our 
country and its flag was only preserved by those who fought for the Union from 
1S61 to 1865. 

For these reasons we protest; and be it further 

Resolved, That above resolutions be adopted and a copy thereof sent to the 
Secretary of War. 

The committee recommends the adoption of the preamble and reso- 
lutions; and further recommend that the representatives to the next 
National Encampment take measures to secure the adoption there of 
similar resolutions. 

Commander Morrison: "You have heard the report of the committee 
and the reading of this resolution. If there is no objection the report 
will be considered as adopted. No objections being made, it is adopted." 

Resolution No. 7. Presented by Comrade Yohn (A. A. G.): 

Whereas, The manifold errors, omissions and mis-statements of Bates' History of 
the War of the Rebellion, have rendered the said alleged history of uncertain value, 
injurious to the memory of gallant soldiers dead, and detrimental to the reputation 
of many still alive, and an improper recognition of the loyalty and patriotism of 
the citizens of this Commonwealth; and 

Whereas, The same is neither a correct or a complete record of the men of the 
State who fought in that war, because it has omitted many names of Pennsylva- 
nians in her own ranks, of those who served in regiments of other States, of those 
who were in the regular army, and of those who were in the naval arm of the 
service; and 

Whereas, Many of the men who were honorably discharged from time to time", 
and others who were suffering from sickness or wounds at the close of the war, are 
therein recorded as deserters, and living men are marked dead, and dead men, liv- 
ing; and 

Whereas, The time is rapidly passing away, and the opportunity is lessening for a 
correct and proper revision of the said alleged history; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by this Encampment, That the next Legislature of our State Is hereby 
requested to talte such means as may be necessary to revise and correct the said 
history, so that it shall be recognized as a correct record of Pennsylvania's soldiers 
in the War of the Rebellion, and shall properly honor and dignify the same. 

Resolved, That a copy hereof be sent, by the Assistant Adjutant General, to each 
Senator and Representative, as a request from the Grand Army of the Republic, for 
his active interest in carrying into practical effect the letter and spirit of this reso- 
lution. 
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Comrade Sample: *'As to resoltuion No. 7, which provides for the 
reprinting or partly reprinting and the correction of Bates' History, the 
rt-solution goes on to state the fact that men have been returned in it as 
deserters who are not deserters. We learned that it will take probably 
during the entire lifetime of every man here to get it into anything like 
a proper shape if undertaken, therefore we reported adversely." 

Commander Morrison: *'You have heard the report of the committee 
and if there are no objections, the report will be considered as adopted. 
No objections appearing, it is adopted." 

Resolution No. 8, presented by Comrade Stewart (Adjutant General): 

Whereas, Brevet Major General George W. Cuilum has presented to the United States 
Military Academy a Memorial Hall, as a receptacle of statues, busts, mural tab- 
lets and portraits of distinguished and deceased officers and graduates of the Military 
Academy; therefore, be It 

Resolved, That the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, 
regards with favor the project of interesting the Comrades of this Department in 
providing the Memorial Hall at West Point with suitable memorials of distinguished 
graduates of the National Military Academy who served in the Union armies during 
the Civil War, or have been members of Posts of this Department, approves issuing 
to the Posts of the Department, in general orders or otherwise, such explanatory 
circulars as may be furnished to Department Headquarters by the Memorial Hall 
committee. 

Resolved, That the Department Commander is hereby authorized to apppoint a 
proper committee to further this project, if in his judgment it be deemed necessary 
or advisable. 

Comrade T. J. Stewart made an explanation in reference to the pro- 
posed memorial to be erected at West Point. 

Comrade Sample, Chairman: "On that proposition the committee 
reports affirmatively." 

Commander Morrison: "You have heard the report of the committee. 
If there are no objections, the report will be adopted. No objections 
appearing, the report is adopted." ' 

Resolution No. 9. Pre&ented by Comrade Vanderslice (Past Depart- 
ment Commander): 

Resolved, That the Assistant Adjutant General be instructed to hereafter embrace 
in his report, as in former years, a tabular statement of each Post, giving Its mem- 
bers in good standing, with its Rains or losses during the year, and also the location 
of all Posts which have disbanded during the year. 

Comrade Vanderslice, Post 2: "The object of that is, that Comrades 
can keep track of what is going on in the Department." 

Comrade Sample, Chairman: "We approved that; we struck out 
the words giving the location; otherwise we recommend its adoption." 

Commander Morrison: "No objections appearing, the report is 
adopted." 

Resolution No. 10. Presented by Comrade Stanton for Posts of Alle- 
gheny county: 

Whereas, The ranks of the Grand Army of the Republic are fast thinning out by 
death, and being desirous to co-ciperate with those we have chosen to command 
ever us, to the end that the mantle of our unique comradeship may cover all who 
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wore the Union blue in the time of our country's direst peril and made it secure, 
"that this government of the people, and by the people and for the people might not 
perish from the earth, ; therefore, bf it 

Resolved, That Art. 2, Sec. 10, Rules and Regulations, be amended by striking 
out the last ten words and inserting "The same as a dropped member;" Provided, 
That if admitted they shall be re-obligated, sign the Rules and Regulations: And 
provided further, That if the former Post of" such member is disbanded the fee shall 
be retained by the Post admitting him. 

The section to read as follows: 

Art. 2, Sec. 10, "The applications for membership of persons who were Comrades 
before the introduction of the grade system, but who never took the obligation of 
the third grade, shall be received and acted upon the same as a dropped member: 
Provided, That if admitted they shall be re-obligated, sign the Rules and Regula- 
tions: And irovided further. That if the former Post of such member is disbanded, 
the fee charged for admission shall be retained by the Post admitting him. 

Comrade Sample: "This resolution is one presented by the Allegheny 
county Posts, submitting how members who belonged to the Grand 
Army of the Republic during the grade system could attain membership 
in the Grand Army of the Republic at the present time. It is a rather 
complicated subject and a matter entirely for the Committee on Rules 
and Regulations of the National Encampment." 

The committee recommends non-concurrence. 

Commander Morrison: "You have heard the report of the Committee 
as to this resolution. No objections appearing, the report is adopted." 

Resolution No. 11. Presented by Comrade Diller, Post 9: 

Whereas, The valor of the Pennsylvania soldiers is not excelled by any troops in 
the history of the world; therefore, it is 

Resolved, That we earnestly recommend Stlhe's History of the Army of the Po- 
tomac as a reader in the public schools of the State, the same having been approved 
and endorsed by the Generals of the Army. 

Comrade Vanderslice (Past Department Commander): "I trust that 
the resoltuion will not prevail. I do not know whether the Commit- 
tee has read Stine's book. It is written by a Comrade w^hom I know 
very well, but it is not a history to be commended for use in our 
schools for many very strong reasons." 

Comrade Rowe, Post 309: "I hope the Encampment will not adopt 
that resolution. I hope it will be voted down. We ought not to do any- 
thing like that. It would not be creditable to the Encampment. I am 
entirely opposed to it." 

Comrade Musser, Post 261: "I do not think we ought to pass that 
resolution or approve of it. I remember an instance when the Gov- 
ernor wanted to get rid of a certain hotel keeper in Br,-llefonte, he recom- 
mended him very highly, and when remonstrated with, the Governor 
said, 'Well, I should be glad to get rid of him.' Now, this may be a 
case of that kind, but I do not think we ought to pass such a resolution." 

Comrade Sweeley, Post 64: "I object to the passage of the resolution. 
I do not think that we should say to the public school officials of this 
State, especially as the committee has never seen the book, I do not 
think we should say to the school directors of our State that they 
should adopt this book, because they are the people who are charged 
with the duty and who will say what books shall enter into our schools." 
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Comrade Sample, Chairman: "The boards of school directors in this 
State and in many other States are th^ very ones we would like to 
reach, for if ever there was an outrage committed agrainst the men who 
wore the Union blue, it is in the school histories that are in use all over 
the north, and I talk now advisedly, because I have been a member of 
the National Committee for four or five years, and it appears more as if 
they were intended to glorify the men who wore the gray, and belittle 
the men who wore the Union blue than they are to tell the truth. T don't 
care what you do with the resolution." 

Comrade Vandersiice (Past Department Commander): "I heartily 
coincide with what Comrade Sample has just said. Our school children 
are compelled to acquire their knowledge of the history of their coun- 
Iry from very limited and very indifferent sources indeed. I know of 
no good school history, certainly none which contains sufficient refer- 
ence to or information upon the causes, scope, sacrifices and results 
of the war for the preservation of our Union and the integrity of our 
institutions. Some of the most important events and some of the great- 
est actors in the struggle are not even mentioned. 

And even Northern writers seem imbued with the idea that Lee was 
a Demi-:God and Stonewall Jackson a prince of angels, and in their con- 
stant laudation of these, omit even reference altogether to those who 
were their equals if not their superiors. 

"But, with reference to this book, I will say that while the children 
are learning history, they might as well read good English, though 
I do not like to say that. I think the Comrade who introduced this 
resolution probably did so at the solicitation of the publisliers. I know 
Comrade Stine, the author of this book, very well, but his book is one 
which should not be recommended for use in schools. If the Com- 
mander-in-Chief had read the book carefully, I doubt if he would have 
recommended it to the Department Encampment or to the school boards 
of the country." 

Comrade Cressinger, Post 335: "The thought occurs to me that this 
being a history of but a part of the Civil War, being confined merely 
to the Army of the Potomac, and as the Comrade has stated, chiefly 
to the First Corps, it would be objectionable on that ground, because 
it is not a general history of the war, and if we put a book into our 
public schools, it should be, as it seems to me, a history of the whole 
war, and not merely of one part of it. I am therefore opposed to the 
resolution, and I object to it on that ground. If it was a general his- 
tory, I would certainly approve it." 

Comrade Gobin, Post 42: "I move that this matter be laid on the 
table." 

Motion seconded by several Comrades. 

Commander Morrison: "It is moved and seconded that this matter 
be laid on the table. All in favor of this motion will signify it by saying 
aye; contrary no. The motion is agreed to." 

Comrade Sample, Chairman, read a resolution as follows: 
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Whereas, The Thirty-third National Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic was held at Philadelphia, within the limits of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania; and 

Whereas! Comrade Louis Wagner, as Chairman, and Comrade Robert B. Keath, 
as Secretary of the Local Committee, were untiring in their efforts in directing 
the affairs of the Committee, and especially in the collection of funds necessary to 
defray the expenses Incident to the holding of the Thirty-third National Encamp- 
ment; and 

Whereas, The said Local Committee has adopted resolutions recognizing the ser- 
vices of Comrades Wagner and Beath and directed that the same be properly en- 
grossed and presented to them; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, 
hereby emphasizes the resolutions adopted by the said Local Committee and directs 
that the cost of engrossing and presenting the said resolutions be paid for from the 
funds of the Department and that the Chairman of the sub-committee of the Local 
Committee be advised of this action. 

The committee recommends the adoption of the preambles and reso- 
lutions. 

Commander Morrison: "All in favor of the 'adoption of the recom- 
mendation of the committee will say aye; contrary no. The ayes have 
it and it is so ordered." 

Comrade Sample: "Your committee also desires to present a resolution 
of thanks to the people of Gettysburg and to Post No. 9, and to every- 
body that has made our stay pleasant during all the time we have been 
here."" 

Resolutions from the Committee on Resolutions. 

Whereas, Gettysburg has naturally became the Mecca toward which the feet of all 
men who served in the Union armies of the sixties turn, and to which ihe thoughts of 
the patriotic people of this Nation will always look; and 

Whereas, This Interest in the great battlefield which was the pivotal point of the 
War of the Rebellion, will continue as the years go by; therefore, when the invitation 
was extended to the Department ' of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, to 
hold its annual Encampment at Gettysburg, in the closing year of the Nineteenth 
century, it was unanimously accepted; and 

Whereas, Since our arrival In this town, we have been the recipients of courte- 
sies and acts of kindness from the Comrades of Post No. 9, and from the citizens of 
Gettysburg generally, which have made out stay exceedingly pleasant; therefore, be It 

Resolved, That the unanimous thanks of the IDepartment of Pennsylvania, Grand 
Army of the Republic, be and are hereby tendered to Post No. 9, and to Its mem- 
bers, for their extraordinary exertions In showing to the Comrades, from all over 
this great Commonwealth, that their presence was appreciated; that to the citizens 
we gimply express our unbounded gratitude for the splendid efforts they put forth to 
make the Encampment a memorable one; and while many of our Comrades who took 
part in the festivities of the week may never again have an opportunity of visiting 
this historic spot, we will all bear In grateful remembrance the hospitality and 
generosity of ths people of Gettysburg: 

To the members of the Committee, who were on hand early and late, and who 
spared no effort, labor or expense to show their appreciation of the presence of the 
survivors of the War of the Rebellion, who were fortunate enough to be here, our 
sincere thanks go out. 

To the newspaper press, and to the gentlemen representing it, we also express 
our appreciation of their manifold acts of kindness. 

Resolved, That a copy of these preambles and resolutions be entered in full upon 
the journal, and that a copy be furnished to Comrade William T. Ziegler, Chairman of 
the Committee, who did so much for our Convenience, comfort and pleasure. 

Comrade Sample: "I move the adoption of the resolutions." 
The motion being duly seconded, was unanimously agreed to. 
Comrade Mahon: "I hold a resolution which is the result of a con- 
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versation with some Comrades last night. After it is read for the in- 
formation of the Encampment I shall ask for unanimous consent to its 
passage. I now ask that it be read for information." 

Commander Morrison: **If there are no objections the resolution will 
be read by Comrade Sample." 

Comrade Sample, reading: 

Resolved, That this Encampment most respectfully requests the Congress of the 

United States to make an appropriation for the purpose of erecting monuments to 

the organizations of the Regular army which participated in the battle of Gettys- 
burg. 

Comrade Mahon: "I now ask unanimous consent for the consideration 
of resolution, and move its adoption." 

No objection appearing, the resolution was put upon its passage and 
was unanimously agreed to. 

Comrade Brush, Post '548: "Here is a resolution that was handed to 
me yesterday afternoon. I was a little late getting it yesterday, or I 
would have presented it earlier." 

Comrade Sample: *'The paper presented by the Comrade is not in 
the form of a resolution, but is a compilation of statistics showing 
dates of retirement of three Major Generals and of four Brigadier 
Generals. It is a paper showing by statistical information that a 
vacancy in Brigadier Generalship will occur in March, 1902, and that in 
all probability the race for the position will be between an Ohio and a 
Pennsylvania soldier. Without reading the paper, the committee sub- 
mits that while it glories in the record made by the Pennsylvania sol- 
dier, both in the field and in our organization, yet the committee be- 
lieves that it would be unwise for this Encampment to endorse its 
approval of the paper at this time, and so reports." 

The report of the committee was adopted. 

Comrade Thos. J. Stewart: "Department Commander, I have been 
informed that Comrade James McCormick, of Post 5, is lying very sick, 
and on account of his ill-health is debarred from participating in this 
meeting of the Encampment. I therefore move you that this Encamp- 
ment pass a resolution of sympathy with Comrade McCormick in his 
present sickness and that the Assistant Adjutant General notify hini of 
such action." 

Motion seconded. 

Commander Morrison: "You have heard the motion, and it has been 
seconded. All in favor of same will signify it by saying aye; contrary 
no. It is agreed to." 

Comrade Sample: "The scholars of the Soldiers' Orphans' School from 
Scotland, in Franklin county, will arrive here probably in about half an 
hour, about 9.30, and we intend to give you a drill by the boys and calis- 
thenic exercises by the girls. We want this Encampment to see the 
character and manly bearing of the boys and the fine appearance of the 
girls who are being educated at the Industrial School. The drill and 
exercises will take place on the College grounds here by consent of the 
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authorities in charge, and we would like to have you all see them. 
There is not a particle of difference between them and those we have 
at Jumonville, in Fayette county, and at Harford, in Susquehanna 
county, and the same at Chester Springs, in Chester county. We want 
you to go home to your people and tell them what you have seen; that 
is the purpose in bringing them here, that you may see them and say 
something about the children who in a few years will pass out and 
become men and women of Pennsylvania." 

Comrade Fasnacht, Post 84: "I want to ask unanimous consent to 
have a resolution referred to the Committee on Resolutions." 

Commander Morrison: "Unanimous consent is asked to introduce 
a resolution from Post 84; the Chairman of the Committee will state 
the gist of it." ■• 

Comrade Sample, Chairman: "It is an amendment to the indigent 
burial bill." 

Resolved, That the following proviso be added to the law already enacted, the "In- 
digent Soldiers and Sailors Burial Act": Provided, however. That if a beneficiary 
under this act should die while temporarily absent from the county wherein he re- 
sided, he should be and is entitled to all the benefits of the law as therein pro- 
vided. 



The Acting Assistant Adjutant General read the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Report of Assistant Quarter Master General Craig, as 
follows: 

Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment, 
Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic, 
Gettysburg, June 7, 1900.

The Acting Assistant Adjutant General: "The Department Com- 
mander asks me to make an announcement for him. I will just read an 
extract from a circular here." 

Belief on te, Pa., May 30, 1900. 

My Dear Sir: It was the oft-expressed wish of Governor Curtin, in 
his lifetime, that any permanent memorial of him in his native county 
should be made in connection with a monument to the memory of the 
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soldiers of Centre county who lost their lives during the Civil War. A 
movement has now been inaugurated to erect in a suitable and substan- 
tial way such a monument and, in connection with it, the personal 
friends and acquaintances of Governor Curtin propose to have a statue 
of him in bronze and bas reliefs or some other artistic reproduction of 
the ideas involved in the creation of the Soldiers* Orphan Schools and 
the organization of the Pennsylvania Reserve Corps. It is believed that 
to do this properly will involve an expenditure of at least $10,000. The 
soldiers' monument proper, which will cost at least $15,000 additional, 
will be provided by the people of Centre county. 

Many contributions for the Curtin memorial have been received or 
pledged to this date 

This circular will be sent to all the friends of Gov. Curtin, in the hope 
that the voluntaiy contributions which will flow from it will be abun- 
dantly suffiicent to do all that is proposed by the Committee. If a 
memorial to Governor Curtin or the preservation in art of either of the 
ideas in connection with his administration during the war period ap- 
peals to you, will you kindly send your contribution for the purpose to 
either of the undersigned. President and Treasurer i respectively, of 
the Centre County Soldiers' Monument and Curtin Memorial Association. 
An acknowledgment will be made directly to you and through the news- 
papers, and the fund for the Curtin Memorial kept separately, so that 
every dollar contributed thereto will be used for that specific purpose. 

Will you kindly give a favorable and speedy response to this circular.

"And a letter from Comrade Beaver." 

Belief onte. Pa., June 5, 1900. 
Commander James F. Morrison, Gettysburg, Pa.: 

My Dear Comrade: I confidently expected to be at Gettysburg during 
the present Encampment to confer with you in regard to a scheme by 
which we might be able to reach the Grand Army Posts of the State 
in reference to the Curtin Memorial, concerning which I enclose a cir- 
cular. I am, to my great regret, compelled to forego my visit and 
the pleasure which it would have given me. When you get home, will 
you kindly consider the matter and let me know what will be the best 
way of reaching the Posts of our Department. If I had a list of the 
Department Commanders and Adjutants, I might send a copy of this 
circular or of one specially intended for Grand Army Posts that might 
result in something substantial. 

I have had the pleasure this morning of receiving a check for $100.00 
from Colonel R. Bruce Ricketts, of Wilkes-Barre, which is the first 
response I have had from the Reserves. It is so generous and so hearty 
that it gives me great encouragement and I expect before we get 
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througrh to secure very hearty co-operation on tlie part of individual 
members of the Reserve Corps. Have you a list of the Reserves who 
might feel disposed to follow Comrade Ricketts' example, even if they 
do not contribute a like amount? I had a very nice letter from General 
Taylor, the other day, in which he promised to see you in regard to 
the matter and I hope he will do so, while he is at Gettysburg. Do not 
trouble yourself to reply to this during your stay at Gettysburg, as 
you will be very busy; but, if you will kindly take it home with you 
and write me afterwards, I will be grateful. I send it to you, first, to 
account for my absence from Gettysburg and, secondly, to enable you 
to say a word where you can in favor of the Memorial.

Comrade G. Harry Davis, Post I: "Commander, There has been 
• erected in this town a church known as the Memorial Church of the 
Prince of Peace. 

"Some of the Posts of the Grand Army and individuals interested 
therein, have, in memory of deceased Comrades or friends, subscribed 
different sums toward its erection. The bulk of the amount, however, 
has been raised by the people of Gettysburg, who have been assisted 
by their friends outside. About $1,500 still remains necessary to fully 
defray the expense of erection, and complete the furnishng of the 
church. 

"The battlefield is filled with monuments of brave and heroic sacrifice, 
and that field will stand forever as an evidence of the valor of the 
American soldier. 

"This memorial church, however, raised by Christian people, is a 
different monument. It is not so much to memorialize the heroic con- 
duct displayed upon the battlefield, as to emphasize the peace which 
that heroism finally compelled. 

" I have been requested to make this announcement, that whilst this 
church is an Episcopal church, the memorial is a memorial for all. I 
wish the Comrades would take this matter home with them, talk it 
over in their Posts and elsewhere, and let us sev3 whether the Grand 
Army will not help in raising this required amount. Any subscription 
from $25.00 upwards will secure recognition as a memorial, by having 
chiseled on a stone in the vestibule of the church the name or names 
whom the donors may select for that purpose. Certainly it seems to 
me, we should unite with these friends in completing this memorial to 
that Peace which resulted from the terrible sacrifice upon the field 
of Gettysburg." 

Comrade Sample, Chairman: "The Committee on Resolutions, after 
considering the subject presented by the Grand Army Association of 
Lancaster County relative to the indigent burial bill, report the same 
with a negative recommendation." 

Comrade Hambright, Post 405: "I hope that resolution will be adopted. 
We had in our county the case of an old t^oldier who died outside the 
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county and was brought home for burial, and when application w^as 
made to the county commissioners for the $35 for his burial, they 
refused it, simply because the act says he must die in the county. He 
was a resident of Lancaster county for at least thirty years." 

Comrade Sample: **I would like to ask whether they took it into 
court and had a decision as to whether the county commissioners had 
the right to refuse that.?" 

Comrade Gobin, Post 42: "That is a very plain proposition in law, 
and the contemplation of the act is to bury every soldier resident of 
the county. I don't know the exact language of the act, but there is 
not a court in the Commonwealth that would not construe that in the 
language, and to meet the purpose for which it was intended. A man's 
home is practically where he resides. I do . not think there is any 
board of commissioners that would refuse to do this, and I am very 
much surprised that the Lancaster county commissioners took that 
view of it. The object of the act of Assembly is to give every soldier 
that burial who is a bona fide resident of the county, and I know of 
very many cases where it has been extended where a man has come 
into a county and has not been a resident, yet he has been buried at the 
expense of the county." 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "This .is one of the unfortunate questions 
that come before the Encampment when we are considering a subject 
which is not before us in full form. I am impressed with the thought 
that this question, as presented by Lancaster county, should have the 
consideration of the Encampment, but we cannot intelligently consider 
it unless we know what the act of Assembly says. If the act says 
those who die in the county are to be buried by the county, we cannot 
certainly say that no court will say that, if a man died in Virginia, he 
would be entitled to have the benefit of the act. Now, is it not possible 
that somebody in Gettysburg has a copy of the law in the Pamphlet 
Laws published by the State? If it says citizens of the county, if the 
act is confined to men who die in the county, and if they alone are 
to be buried by the county, by the terms of the act, I am sure there 
is not a judge here or anywhere else who would decide that a man who 
died in Virginia, constructively died in the county where he may have 
been a resident." 

Comrade Schafer, Post 151: "The act of the Legislature says, 'a resi- 
dent of the county.* " 

A Comrade: "I think it says, 'a resident of the county dying within 
the county.' " 

Comrade Sample: "At the request of the Department Commander 
the Committee will lay that on the table pending the procuring of a copy 
of the law." 

Acting Assistant Adjutant General Stewart announced the appoint- 
ment of the returning board on the ejection of Representatives to the 
National Encampment, as follows: Comrades L. W. Moore, David 
Davis, F. A. Buechler, Geo. W. Schoch and W. R. Parks; and tellers for 
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election of members of the Council of Administration, as follows: 
Comrades Jos. Fisher, Jas. McGowan, J. H. Holcomb, Fred. J. Amsden, 
Harry Fratz and John Dlebold. 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "Commander, I ask unanimous consent to 
offer and have passed a resolution relating to the Gettysburg Battlefield 
Commission. I v.ill explain the purpose of the resolution, and I am 
certain that no member of the Encampment will object to its intro- 
duction and adoption without the usual reference. Very many mem- 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic, both as members of the En- 
campment and as simple, individual members of the organization, have 
visited during this Encampment the battlefield of Gettysburg for the 
first time^ and others for the first time in many years. Those of us 
who have been here on previous occasions and who have gone over the 
field during the present visit, have, I am sure, been most favorably 
impressed with the progress that has fc>een made in the laying out of 
driveways and their macadamizing and general maintenance. The au- 
thorities at Washington have said repeatedly that the percentage of 
cost, taking into consideration the extent of the battlefield, is less 
than that of any other battlefield commission, and they are exceed- 
ingly anxious that all proper steps s'hould be taken to secure liberal 
appropriations on the part of Cong?ress to further complete the work. 
With that object in view, I have prepared and desire to offer this reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That we have noticed with great satisfaction the progress of the United 
States Commission on the Battlefield of Gettysburg, and we earnestly commend 
their great work to the Secretary of War and to the Congress of the United States, 
and hope that liberal appropriations may be made to acquire and to improve the 
lands necessary to complete the admirable plans which the Commission has adopted. 

Resolved, That copies of the foregging resolution be properly attested and forwarded 
to the Secretary of War and to the presiding officers of the two houses of Congress. 

**I ask unanimous consent to introduce this resolution and to move 
its adoption.*' 

Comrade Sample: "The Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions 
gives his consent.'* 

Commander Morrison: "We will now proceed to vote on the adoption 
of the resolution just read. You have heard the resoUuion, and it has 
been moved and seconded that it be adopted. All those m favor 
of the motion will signify it by saying aye; contrary no. It is 
agreed to." 

Ofllcer of the Day: "Commander, I have the honor to announce that 
the President of the Woman's Relief Corps is in waiting at the door, 
with a delegation of ladies." 

The Commander: "Let them be admitted." 

As the Ollicer of the Day escorted the ladies of the Woman's Relief 
Corps into the hall, they were greeted with applause, the Comrades 
rising and remaining standing until the ladies had been provided with 
seats upon thii platform. 

Commander Morrison: "I have now the pleasure of introducing to 
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you the Department President and a delegation from the Woman's 
Relief Corps of the Department of Pennsylvania. 

"Comrades, 1 talce great pleasure in introducing Mrs. Devine, who 
has just been elected President of the Woman's Relief Corps of the 
Department of Pennsylvania." 

Mrs. Devine: "Department Commander, and Comrades of the Grand 
Aimy, just why our President selected me to bring her greeting to this 
Encampment is a wonder to me, because she knew that I am not ca- 
pable of talking to a body of men. I can talk to one man very well 
when I get him at home and alone, brut talking to a body of men is not 
my forte. Unfortunately, our silver-tongued org^tor is detained at 
home; but I can bring to you a report of the work done by us during 
the year, and then we will present you with some one who I hope can 
talk to you. One thing I do wish to tell you, I presume she chose me 
because she knew that my heart was made in proportion to my body 
and is ro billed with love and gratitude to the men that wore the blue, 
that my hands are willing to labor for them in whatever way I can." 
(Applause.)

Commander Morrison: "I want to introduce to you Mrs. Harriet J. 
Bodge, of the Woman's Relief Corps." 

Mrs. Bodge: "Comrades, I bring to you the greeting of 150,000 loyal, 
brave, devoted women, and consider it one of the proudest moments 
in my life that I have the honor of standing before this Department 
Encampment of Pennsylvania and am able to bring to you these greet- 
ings. Tlie lady who preceded me said that she can only talk to one 
Comrade. Now, that Comrade of mine is always glad to have me 
talk to others, because then I do not talk so much to him. 

"In almost every place where I have had the pleasure of visiting, 
some history has been given me of that particular hall where the 
Grand Army was in session. In Boston, Faneuil Hall, of course, is 
rich with historic memories. When I visited Rhode Island, the Grand 
Army Encampment there did not wish to be behind Massachusetts 
in their historic lore, so they said to me that the building in which 
they were holding their Encampment was brought over from England 
by Roger Williams. Of course, being Grand Army men, I believed it. 
When I went to Maryland, they told me that everything good came from 
Eastern Shore; that the building they held their Encampment in was 
washed over by the flood into the streets of Baltimore. Again, being 
Grand Army men, I believed them. Then, in Findlay, Ohio, they did 
not give me any history before I went to the hall, but as I crossed the 
street I saw a Noah's ark and of course I considered that the Mecca 
of Findlay must be there; that the Grand Army must be encamped 
at Noah's ark, and so I went there. Well, my Bible never told me 
that the ark rested at Findlay, Ohio, but I guess it did. 

Now, Comrades, you don't need to tell me any history of this place, 
any history of the town here, for it is rich in history written in the 
blood of noble men; history that enthuses and inspires you with in- 
creased devotion to the cause — inspires the Woman's Relief Corps to in- 
creased devotion; it is rich in historic memories, and it is no wonder 
that the immortal Lincoln pronounced that grand speech of bis which 
has gone all over the world and which you have now adopted as a part 
of your memorial services. 

"Certainly the ground about for miles here, must inspire you with a 
grand devotion. You may be proud that you have this Mecca to come 
to. It is a grand privilege that I enjoy to be able to come and meet 
you here on this historic ground, and I can say to you that it is one 
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of the proudest moments of my life that I am able to look into your 
grand faces, and boys, you don't look much older than you did in *61 
and '65. (Great applause.) 

•' I think you must have all been very young when you went out 
to the war, and it shows the grand lives you have led; lives of mo- 
rality, temperance and sobriety; and let me say to you, I never allow 
any one to say to me that a Grand Army man is anything else. (Ap- 
plause.) 

*'Again, I say to you, I bring you the greetmgs of the National Order 
and invite you all to our convention at Chicago, and if you come we 
will give you the right hand of fellowship and a chance to speak if you 
desire to. (Applause.) 

Commander Morrison: "I take great pleasure in introducing Mrs. 
Mohr, Past Department President of the Woman's Relief Corps of the 
Department of New" York." (Applause.) 

Mrs. Mohr: ''Comrades, I know that you are busy with your voting, 
but we came in for a few moments to bring to you the greetings of the 
Woman's Relief Corps. I am not going to entertain you by any ex- 
tended remarks, but I desire to bring to you the greetings of the De- 
partment of New York. T came here to attend the Department En- 
campment of Pennsylvania, and while I have been here I have en- 
joyed myself to the utmost. Whether it is in Pennsylvania or New 
York, or whatever Department it may be, the Comrades of the Grand 
Army are all to me brave heroes. My husband was a member of 
the 11th Illinois Cavalry under Colonel Bob IngersoU, and at each and 
every Encampment where he meets any one that wears the bronze 
button, they are all the same honored heroes, and I shall always try 
to be loyal to the cause which we represent, for I firmly believe that 
we should try to smooth the way for every Comrade with every act 
of kindness that we can bestow, and not wait until that Comrade has 
passed away and then give a glowing eulogy and put flowers on his 
grave, or on the casket; but we will always do what we can while 
he is alive, for that is his due. 

'For what joy and comfort we can all bestow, 
If we scatter sunshine everywhere we go.' 

"Those are the sentiments of my heart, and I pledge anew my alle- 
griance to you, and to every one that wears the bronze button and the 
coat of blue." (Applause.) 

Commander Morrison: "I desire to introduce to you Mrs. Amsden, the 
wife of our Comrade; Fred. Amsden." (Applause.) 

Mrs. Amsden: "Now, Commander, I think that is real unkind of 
you. I know you didn't expect anything from me after having heard 
the eloquent speakers who preceded me. It is one of the greatest hon- 
ors I have ever had, and I shall retain it and cherish it in my mem- 
ory, to be one of the chosen few to bring the greetings from the Wo- 
man's Relief Corps to the Comrades of the Grand Army." (Applause.) 
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Commander Morrison: **I have great pleasure in introducing: to you 
another of our own girls, Mrs. Mumford, of Mauch Chunk." 

Mrs. Mumford: "Commander and Comrades of the Grand Army, they 
have simply asked me to get up and say Good morning." (Applause.) 

Commander Morrison: "I want to say to the ladies of the delegation 
from the Woman's Relief Corps, that we are glad to have you with us." 

Mrs. Harriet J. Bodge: "Now, Comrade, please don't tell any stories." 

Commander Morrison: "I have always said that to Mrs. Mumford, 
whether I met her in company with others or alone, I have always 
been glad to see her, and I made a very strong effort to retain on the 
stage an eloquent Comrade to greet you with words of welcome. I 
said to one of the Comrades, I wish you to grreet these ladies, and he 
went out that door. I went to another Comrade and said to him, 'Jakie,' 
I want you to stand up and say nice things to these grirls,* and he 
reached for his hat, and because of this I am left here to welcome 
you and now bid you Godspeed and say to you that we are glad that you 
have been here." 

The Acting Assistant Adjutant General: "The Committee on Reso- 
lutions reports the resolution of the Lancaster County Grand Army Asso- 
siation with a negative recommendation. Here is a copy of the law." 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "Not being a lawyer, of course I am per- 
fectly ready to interpret the law; lawyers are more careful. Un- 
doubtedly this act of Assembly provides in two places that the man 
must die in the county. It recites, however, in the first section that 
it is the object of the act to secure in a decent and respectable manner 
the burial in some cemetery or burial ground in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, of the bodies of honorably discharged soldiers who shall here- 
after die in their counties, and then in section 3 — section 4, I guess it 
is, it says 'it shall be the duty of the county commissioners, upon the 
death of any soldier who shall die within their county,' and so on, 'who 
shall be burled under the provisions of this act.' 

"If you attempt by resolution in a general gathering like this to 
amend an act of Assembly, you will be very apt to get it worse in- 
stead of better, and without making any motion, my suggestion is 
that you leave this matter to the Council of Administration to see in 
what shape it better be put, and I so move." 

Comrade Hammer, Post 19: "The Committee on Resolutions has re- 
ported this with a negative recommendation, and I move that it be not 
adopted." 

Motion seconded. 

Commander Morrison: "There is already a motion pending." 

Comrade Smith, Post 250. "I wish to ask if there is still an oppor- 
tunity to appeal by our Lancaster Comrades in this case." 

Comrade T. J. Stewart, Post 11: "We cannot determine that here." 

Comrade Smith, Post 250: "I would like to know, as a matter of in- 
formation, if there is still an opportunity to appeal this case." 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "To appeal from what to what?" 
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Comrade Smith, Post 250: "To appeal to the court in this case." 

Comrade Pasnacht, Post 84.: " In cases "of a similar character, where 
a soldier died in another county, and was brought to Lancaster county 
and buried there, our commissioners refused to pay the bill, and I be- 
lieve that the commissioners of Lancaster county are as patriotic and 
as liberal as any in the State, but they construe the law in that way." 

Commander Morrison: "Let me interrupt you for one moment. This 
is a question as to the reference of this resolution to the Council of 
Administration of the Department." 

Comrade Pasnacht, Post 84: "We desire to have this matter amended, 
but are satisfied if the resolution is referred to the Council of Adminis- 
tration and something suggested whereby the law may be amended." 

The question being on the motion to refer the resolution to the Coun- 
cil of Administration, and it having been duly seconded, it was 
agreed to. 

Comrade T. J. Stewart: "I move that we now proceed to the installa- 
tion of officers, in the absence of any other business." 

Motion seconded and it was agreed to. 

Commander Morrison: "We will now proceed with the Installation of 
the officers for the ensuing year." 

Department Commander Morrison: "I wish to announce that Senior 
Past Commander-in-Chief and Senior Past Department Commander 
Wagner, of Post 6, will install the oflficers elect." 

Past Department Commander Wagner: "We will make this as brief 
as possible; the Acting Assistant Adjutant General will announce the 
ofl[icers elect. 

The Acting Assistant Adjutant General: "The oflftcers-elect are as fol- 
lows: Department Commander, General Chas. Miller, Post 220; Senior 
Vice Department Commander, John N. Banks, Post 28; Junior Vice 
Department Commander, Wm. R. Parks, Post 217; Medical Director, 
Geo. W. Parker, M. D., Post 1; Department Chaplain, Rev. John W. 
Sayers, Post 16. 

Installing Ofl[icer Wagner: "I appoint Comrade Cumings, of Post 
311, Oflficer of the Day, and he will present the oflficers-elect for in- 
stallation, except the Department Commander." 

The Officer of the Day presented for installation the Senior Vice De- 
partment Commander, the Junior Vice Department Commander and the 
Department Chaplain-elect for installation, it having been explained 
by Department Commander Morrison that the Medical Director-elect 
had been called to Philadelphia, and that there would be an oflficer ap- 
pointed by the Department Commander to install the Medical Director- 
elect at the proper time. 

Installing Officer Wagner: "After calling up the entire Encampment, 
addressed the officers-elect above named as follows: 

"Comrades, in your long connection with the Grand Army of the 
Republic, your thorough acquaintance with the rules and regulations 
make it unnecessary for me to read the articles referring to the du- 
ties of the offices upon which you are about to enter. Are you pre- 
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pared to take upon yourselves the obligrations of the offices to whicb 
you have been elected and ulx>n which you are about to enter?" 

To this inquiry all responded "We are." 

The Installing Officer then administered the usual obligration of 
the order to these officers-elect, and the Officer of the Day conducted 
them to their respective stations. 

Installing Officer Wagner: "The Officer of the Day will now pre- 
sent the Department Commander for Installation." 

The Officer of the Day presented Department Commander-elect Com- 
rade Charles Miller, Post 220, as requested. 

Installing Officer Wagner: "Comrade Miller, the members of the De- 
partment Encampment of Pennsylvania in annual session assembled 
have honored themselves and complimented you by an unanimous elec- 
tion to the office of Department Commander. The remarks I have al- 
ready made to the other officers that, have been installed may be re- 
peated to you. You are thoroughly familiar with the duties devolving 
upon the Department Commander, and I will not inflict upon you nor 
upon the Comrades the reading of the articles defining the duties at- 
tached to your office. I am sure that you will faithfully discharge 
them, after you have taken upon yourself the obligation which I am 
now about to administer." 

"Are you prepared to announce at this time your appointment of of- 
ficers?" 

Department Commander Miller: "I am, and announce Comrade 
Robert Bruce Wallace, Post No. 51, to be Assistant Adjutant Greneral; 
Comrade Joseph R. Craig, Post No. 2, as Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral; Comrade Charles A. Suydam, Post No. 2, as Department Inspec- 
tor; Comrade Thad. M. Mahon, Post No. 309, Judge Advocate; and Com- 
rade McNevin, Post No. 62, Chief Mustering Officer." 

Installing Officer Wagner: "The success of the administration of the 
affairs of the Department will depend very largely upon the earnest- 
ness and faithfulness with which you discharge the duties of the of- 
fice upon which you are about to enter. It would be carrying coals to 
New Castle for me to tell you what you should do. I am sure you 
will do your full duty. 

"You will raise your right hands and repeat after me the obligation 
of your office." 

The usual obligation of the order was then administered by Installing 
Officer Wagner to Department Commander-Elect Miller, and to the other 
officers of the Department by him appointed. 

Installing Officer Wagner (addressing Department Commander Mil- 
ler): "It gives me great pleasure to fasten over your heart the badge 
of Commander of this Department. It is a place of great honor and 
great responsibility. Duties will devolve upon you for the current 
year that will demand your best attention and the success of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in this, the most important Department in the 
organization, will largely depend upon you, assisted and aided by your 
officers. 
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"I congratulate you upon the compliment the Comrades have shown 
you by electing you to this office, and I am sure that the confidence of 
the Comrades who have honored you in this way, will not be misplaced. 
As the first Commander of this great Department, I have watched its 
growth and its transaction of business very closely. It has been some- 
what a baby of mine, and I want to say to you, and I take this op- 
portunity because I do not care to lug it in at a later stage in the trans- 
action of business — I want to say to you that this has been one of the 
most pleasant meetings of the Department of Pennsylvania that I have 
attended, and I have been to nearly all of them. It has been distress- 
ingly harmonious; some of us have endeavored to get up a row, but we 
have had peace and it is pleasant that it should be so. There is an air 
of dignity about this Encampment rather unusual. I do not say this 
because it is a pleasing figure of speech, but there is an air of dignity 
that grows with the years on the part of the members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and I am sure that very many things that 
have been unpleasant in years gone by, have passed away never to 
return." 

"Before you are great duties and great responsibilities, and with 
them great honor as well. I want to congratulate the Department not 
merely upon the selection of its oflftcers, which is admirable, but also 
on the whole outcome of this annual Encampment of the Department of 
Pennsylvania. I am sure you will keep these boys quiet; if you can- 
not, let us know, and we will call in the guard. 

"Comrade Miller will now deliver his inaugural address." 

Department Commander Miller: "Comrades, I am rather at a dis- 
advantage in addressing you. It is hard to follow in the footsteps of 
any one who has made it a specialty for years to conduct a certain 
business. I never expect to be as genial and witty as our last Depart- 
ment Commander; nor can I ever hope to be like the first Department 
Commander of the Grand Army of the Republic, General Wagner- 
Comrade Wagner. I will, however, say this, that I shall endeavor to 
do my level best for the best interests of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania, forgetting not the individual soldier and Comrade. 

"Yesterday, as I gazed upon this audience — not this, but yesterday's 
audience, I was inspired; I said that if I wanted to say something as 
I looked into the faces of the Comrades here assembled, they would 
inspire me. I could notice intelligence. I noticed a gathering of men 
that is rather unusual. They talk about the boys in blue in the sixties, 
and somehow or otfher people still imagine tihat we are boys, 
perhaps, not always wearing the blue, yet it is a notable fact that the 
boys in blue of the sixties have been guiding the great ship of state 
of our country. The boys in blue have been made Presidents, Sen- 
ators, Governors and Congressmen, and in civil life some of them have 
achieved great success in finance, in diplomacy and everything else 
that makes men. It is a homely phrase, but the boys in the sixties 
showed that there was the "true stuff" in them to crush the power 
that arose to destroy the nation, and that same "stuff" that was able to 
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crush secession developed in the pursuits of civil life has produced 
wonderful results. 

"As I traveled over this battlefleld and saw the monuments erected 
to the heroism of the boys that bled and died for their country, I 
said to myself, future generations shall come and they shall look upon 
these monuments which illustrate the bravery of our dead Comrades 
and the sacrifices they were ready to make. Then, as I looked upon 
my Comrades as I passed them upon the street, I said to myself, these 
are living monuments, and if monuments truly, others may be guided 
by our deportment, and I say to-day that the wonderful achievements 
of our Navy and Army in the Spanish-American War were the result 
of the noble example set by the Comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of this country. (Applause.) 

•'Comrades, let us show by our daily walk and conversation that we 
are loyal and true to our country and to our flag, and if so, we shall 
be living monuments; we shall speak louder than the monuments 
erected on this battlefield or any other. 

"I desire your hearty support and your sympathy, recognizing the 
fact as well as you may recognize it, that after all, it is the individual 
that makes perfection. I care not how able or capable your officers 
may be, unless they have the hearty co-operation of the rank and file, 
they will inevitably be failures. I would rather have loyal and true 
men in the ranks of the Posts, men willing to obey orders and to live 
as Comrades, sympathizing one with the other, than to have the most 
talented Commander without the sympathy and without the right liv- 
ing." (Applause.) 

"This to me is not a matter of compliment only; it is a compliment, 
too, but it will not be a compliment to you unless I am able to con- 
tinue to build up the wonderful organization that has been so ably 
handled by my predecessors. I must honor the place in order to 
honor you, and unless I can make some little progress I shall feel in- 
deed sorry that I was elected. I wish to thank you sincerely, Comrades, 
for your confidence in me, and I shall hope to do no act that you need 
blush for. 

"I should love to become personally acquainted with you all, and 
whenever you see me, if I should be unable to know who you are, 
speak to me. I shall consider it a favor; and, boys, as we journey 
through life in that way, we may be able to pick a flower here and 
there. I can pick flowers wherever I find them, and I know I shall 
find many. It may be but the tiny violet or the blushing rose, but 
whichever it may be, I shall gladly receive it from you." (Great ap- 
plause.) 

The Ofllcer of the Day announced a committee of the Ladies of the 
Grand Army at the door awaiting admission. 

By direction of the Department Commander, the Oflficer of the Day 
escorted the delegation of Ladies of the G. A. R. to the platform. All 
the Comrades arose as they entered and remained standing until they

were provided with seats upon the platform, greeting them as they 
entered with hearty applause. 

Department Commander Miller: "Comrades, these are ladies repre- 
senting the Ladies of the G. A. R. You know as well as I do that 
in the days of the war, we did not enjoy the sweet companionship of 
women. It has been our delight and our pleasure since the organiza- 
tion of this wonderful order, to have incorporated with it the Ladies of 
the G. A. R. Of course, we know that we did that in order that we 
might have the ladies with us, and we are glad to receive them, indeed." 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "I take great pleasure in 
introducing the Chairman of the Greetings Committee of the Ladies 
of the G. A. R., Mrs. Spong, of AUentown. 

Mrs. Spong: "Department Commander, Allow me to say that ever 
since I have been in this town I have carried your name over my heart 
and just as you were crowned with victory, somebody snatched my 
laurel from me; it is too bad. 

" I want to say, Department Commander and Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, that I do not feel quite so tiniid as I have been 
told that I would. Do you know, some of those Job's comforters came 
to me and, said they, 'How we do pity you, when you go before that 
convention and stand before that sea of faces, your knees will knock 
together and your tongue will cleave to the roof of your mouth.' I 
have suffered from none of these emotions. I said to them, 'Why should 
1 be inspired with fear? Do not these men represent our fathers, our 
husbands, our brothers, our sons, and to whom should we go for pro- 
tection if not to them? If I ever were in distress and saw a member of 
the Grand Army, do you think I would run from him? No; not I; but 
I should look to him for aid. 

"All my life long I have been the daughter or the wife of a soldier. 
I was presented to my father when a soldier, a two- weeks' old baby. 
All through the Civil War he followed the profession of a soldier, and 
when his life work was done, and his hands were folded in death, he 
left me in the care of a soldier husband, and that is why I know them. 

"You know we regard you all as heroes, and anyway, you know, you 
are all heroes to your v/ives; but at any rate, I know the inside work- 
ing of the Grand Army of the Republic, and that is why I am not 
afraid of them. Why, when I see a blue uniform decorated with that 
little bronze button, I can tell you that to me it covers a multitude of 
— not sins, Comrades, but virtues, decided virtues. 

"So we come here this morning, not because we are in distress and 
need your help, not because we have particular cause for joy, but be- 
cause we want to tell you again and again how we care for you, and 
what a pleasure it is for us to labor for you. 

"You know last year we did not have a committee from your organ- 
ization come to meet us, and we went away with sore hearts; we felt 
as though we had lost something— missed something. Now, do not 
be too hard on us. Remember we are women, and we are more heart 
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than we are head. If our husbands torget to kiss us in the morning:, 
and do not tell us every day that they love us, our hearts get heavy. 
(A Comrade: 'We'll do it.') You know we pretty nearly had the tables 
turned on us this time, so we now understand that you did not have 
time; it was not because you didn't care for us, because you have given 
us such strong evidence that you do. 

''You don't like feminine men any more than we do masculine women, 
and you know we are but women after all. 

"Your Department Inspector sent to me as Secretary of the Indies 
of the G. A. R., certain questions that he would like to have an- 
swered. He sent these questions also to our Department President, 
and I want to say to you that those statistics that he asked for were 
forthcoming. 

"We delight in this work, and it has broadened our views, and en- 
larged our hearts, made us better women and better wives, and better 
mothers and better citizens Qince we have been engaged in this work; 
and how much better it is that this work should be done in the or- 
ganized form in which we are doing it, than by some hit or miss kind 
of charity; and every sacrifice that we make, every little excursion that 
we forego, every time we make a last year's bonnet do service again, 
and every time wfe remodel an old dress, we are the better for it. 

"You know it is a part of our duty to visit the schools, and to instil 
lessons of patriotism among the scholars, and I made preparations to 
go to the schools and instruct them. I armed myself with all the know- 
ledge I could gain, and I though I would just overwhelm those scholars 
when I got there; but after I heard the scholars recite and sing their 
lovely songs, I sank into a corner and thought I would better be a 
learner than an instructor. 

"Some seem to think that we do not appreciate the Woman's Relief 
Corps, but I want to say. Comrades, that we do. We love them 
for what they have done for our fathers, husbands and sons. (Great 
applause.) If this Grand Army of the Republic should turn their 
backs upon these women, they would not be worthy of the reverence 
in which we hold them." 

"My father lies sleeping in a southern grave. There are no Circles 
of the Ladies of the G. A. R. there, but the Woman's Relief Corps 
every year decorates his grave with flowers, and I want to repeat to 
you that we love them. Do you think that a Relief Corps woman is 
living that I would allow anyone unchallenged to say a word against? 
God forbid! Ingratitude is not one of my sins; no. 

"I thank you Comrades, for the kind attention with which you have 
listened to me. I have taken up too much of your time, and with 
my best wishes for you all, I will close." (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "I would suggest that our 
newly installed Senior Vice Department Commander should say a word 
to these ladies." 

Senior Vice Department Commander Banks addressed the delegation 
of Ladies of the G. A. R. in a few appropriate remarks. 
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Mrs. Edwards, of Circle 46, Houtzdale, was then introduced, greeted 
witli ajpplause, and addressed the Bncampmerit as follows: 

"Department Commander and members of the Grand Army, it seems 
almost unnecessary that I should take up your time. The time has ex- 
pired and we know you are anxious to go. We were at fault in being 
so late. It was not our fault, exactly, but the fault of some others. 
It seems necessary that we come here and say that as wives of the 
men who wore the blue, and as wives of the men that wear the blue 
still, that we are interested in your welfare, in your voting and in your 
presence. How can it be otherwise? We are interested in our own 
families; we have sacrificed the best years of our lives in working for 
you and the cause you represent, as you have sacrificed yours in 
working for us. We have worked for the same cause, the uplifting 
and holding up of the starry banner. 

"Our sons, some of them, were in the late Spanish- American war. 
We sent them out to stand by the banner that their fathers fought for. 
"We do not need to come here and say that we are interested in 
your work, and we do not come here to ask for recognition; we are 
recognized; you know what we do. Our work is open. You do not know 
all that we do, but you know the tenor of our work. We come here 
merely to bear our heartfelt greetings and to express our interest, and 
when we say Godspeed to you we mean it, and we mean that we will 
continue working together in harmony as we have worked in the past." 
"We make failures, probably, but we ask you to kindly excuse them, 
and depend upon us for anything that you may wish." 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "I have the pleasure of in- 
troducing Mrs. Donahue, of Circle 42, Pittsburgh." 

Mrs. Donahue, Circle 42, Pittsburgh: "Commander and Comrades, 
it is not only a pleasure but an honor to speak to you. I shall not de- 
tain you but a moment. I will endorse all my sisters have said in 
regard to what we are trying to do for you. There are men in this 
audience that know all about why I am here. 

"I never look upon you nor upon the badges that you wear that I 

do not think of them as badges of nobility. I want to say to you, be 

loyal and true to yourselves, your country and your God." (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Morrison: "Are there any more of the 

girls who wish to speak?" 

Comrade, Wagner, Post 6: "When Comrade Morrison talks about 
the girls he embraces them all." 

Department Commander Miller: "I am so embarrassed that I hardly 
know how to reply. Perhaps Senior Vice Commander Banks will say 
a few words." 

Senior Vice Commander Banks: "You will understand, ladies, that 

our Past Commander is a ladies' man. He has fully developed that 

quality. It seems to me it is inherited. He is as much of a ladies' 

man to-day as he was when he was a young man." 

Comrade Wagner, Post 6: "He is 'just as young as he used to be.' "

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Senior Vice Department Commander Banks.: "Yes; that is the way 
he is growing; he is growing young." 

"We appreciate the worlc you have done and are doing. You have 
the especial good will and the special favor of the our Past Department 
Commander."

to the outposts.

The Committee of Comrades and Citizens of Gettysburg, and the 
people of that town generally, won the praise of every participant in 
this gathering of the Department of Pennsylvania, of that grandest 
and greatest of veteran organizations, the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and when it was announced that it was determined to hold 
the Encampment of 1901 at the same place, very many made arrange- 
ments for their quarters for next year before leaving Gettysburg. 

The committee having in charge the general details performed its 
every duty satisfactorily and promptly.

Comrade William T. Ziegler, as chairman of 
the committee, was practically ubiquitous; his home, his time, his 
suggestions, and his energies were all given without reserve; given 
graciously and hospitably; he was always within call, from early 
morning until late at night, and his services were in every way of im- 
measureable value to the Officers of the Departrnent, as well as to the 
other visitors to Gettysburg. 

Friday, 8th, was given to sight-seeing on the part of some of the 
visitors, and starting for home on the part of others. The Assistant 
Adjutant General packed the flags, banner and general paraphernalia 
of the Department for shipment to Headquarters, and this practically 
closed officially the Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment, pronounced 
by many who have been regular attendants at Encampments, to have

been the largest in point of numbers, and one of the best in point of 
general excellence ever held by the Department of Pennsylvania. 

On Saturday, 9th, the vanguard which had arrived on the 2nd, bade 
farewell to the generous and hospitable town of Gettysburg, but left 
lingering there some of the boys and their friends, who were seem- 
ingly loath to quit the scenes of former strife and battle, for yet a 
little while.

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The committee appointed to draft a mir.ute expressive of the sen- 
timents of the Encampment on learning of the death of Past 
Commander-in-Chief Rea, submitted the following to Assistant 
Adjutant General Wallace, and it is hereby incorporated as a part 
of the proceedings of the Thirty-fourth Annual Encampment: 

Minute on the Death of Past Commander-in-Ohief John P. Rea. 

Comrade Rea was born in Lower Oxford, Chester county, Pa., 
October 13, 1840. In April, 1861, he was in college at Delaware, 
Ohio, and there enlisted April 16, 1861, under the first call for 
troops, in the 11th Ohio Infantry for three months service. On 
August 20, 1861, he enlisted as a private in the First Ohio Cavalry, 
was commissioned Second Lieutenant September 23, 1861, First 
Lieutenant March 12, 1862, and Captain April 14, 1863. He was 
brevet ted Major, for gallantry in action at Cleveland, Tenn., No- 
vember 2r», 1863, and was mustered out November 22, 1864, having 
been in every action in which his regiment was engaged. Return- 
ing to Delaware, Ohio, he graduated from the Ohio Wesleyan 
University in 1867. 

Comrade Rea first joined the Grand Army of the Republic in 
Piqua, Ohio, in 1866, but soon returned to Pennsylvania and be- 
came a charter member of George H. Thomas Post No. S4, at Lan- 
caster, was elected a member of the Department Council of Ad- 
ministration in 1873, and represented Post 84 in various Depart- 
ment Encampments, until he removed to Minneapolis, in 1876. 
There he served as Commander of George N. Morgan Post No. 4; 
Senior Vice Commander of the Department of Minnesota in 1881-82, 
and Department Commander in 1883. He was elected Senior Vice 
Commander-in-Chief by the National Encampment in 1884, and 
Commander-in-Chief in 1887. 

He was a member of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, 
and of the Sons of the Revolution. 

Comrade Rea, in civil life, honorably filled a number of im- 
portant positions. He served two terms as Probate Judge of the 
Fourth Judicial district of Minnesota, from which he resigned in 
1890, to resume active practice. Comrade Rea was an effective 
speaker, and he never missed taking an active part in the ser- 
vices of Memorial Day. He was sympathetic, earnest and sin- 
cere, and no service was considered onerous when he could assist 
a Comrade. His death leaves a void in our ranks. 

Our deep sympathies go out to the bereaved widow, his close 
companion for so many years; sharer in his joys and sorrows.
